| WOMAN GETS £60 DAMAGES 


—-_+-e — 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Judgment was given in the case in which 
Miss Julia Doyle, St. Peter’s terrace, Howth, 
appealed against the decision of Circuit Court 
Judge Davitt dismissing her claim for £300 
aan ages against David Weiner, trading as 
““Ono,'” 44 Henry strect, Dublin, for injuries 
and permanent disfigurement, alleged to have 
been sustained while having her hair waved 
at defendant's establishment. 

The Circuit Court Judge had dismissed the 
claim on the ground that the plaintiff must 
have understood the terms of an agreement 
form which she signed. This agreement pur- 
ported to relieve the defendant from all 
liability for any injuries that might be sus- 
tained. The Circuit Court Judge added that 
had he found for the plaintiff damages would 
have been assessed at £60, but, having 
regard to the plaintiff’s failure to take proper 
precautions to cure the burn, he would have 
given a decree for only £20. : 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that it was plain 
that when the contract was made the docu- 
ment on which the defendant relied formed 
no part of it, and he could not accept the 
view that the respondent was entitled to rely 
on that document. Again, he could not agree 
with the view of the Circuit Court Judge on 
the question of damages. On the day of the 
accident the appellant was treated by re- 
spondent’s manager, and returned a week 
later at his request for further treatment. 
The following day she consnited a doctor. 
He did not see why any deduction should be 
made, and accordingly he was of opinion 
that the appeal shouid be allowed. and that 
the damages should be fixed at £60. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne concurred, 

The appeal was accordingly allowed, and 
damages were fixed at £60.

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that there was 
other business to occupy the Court before the 
end of the term on Friday, and it would not 
be advisable to have a case part heard. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr.W. O'B. 
FitzGerald (instructed by Mr. James J. 
O'Connor) appeared for the appellant, said 
that the appeal was an important one, and 
there were other cases in somewhat the same 
position. It involved an examination of the 
entire housing schemes of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion and the documents under which tenant- 
purchasers got possession, 

Mr. A. E. Nood, K.C., who, with Mr. 

Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. T. G. Burke (in- 
structed by the City Law Agent) appeared for 
the respondents, the Dublin Corporation, said 
that his clients looked on the case as being a 
very important one. lt would take some days.

LIGHTING OF A 
FACTORY 


INQUIRY AS TO DAMAGES 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
action in which Richard R. Smyth and 
Patrick J. Smyth, sack manufacturers, 
Hawkins street and Poolbeg street, Dublin, 
sought an injunction restraining the Dublin 
Theatre Company, proprietors of the new 
Theatre Royal, Hawkths street, from 
permitting to remain any portion of the new 
theatre which, they alleged, obstructed the 
access of light to their sack factory in 
Hawkins street and Poolbeg street. The 
defence was a denial that the theatre 
materially obstructed the light to the 

laintiffs’ premises, and a plea that, if the 
hi ht was obstructed, damages would be an 
adeguate remedy. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in his judgment, 
said that the positive evidence which the 
laintiffs had given of serious injury to their 
rr by reason of the increased obstruc- 
tion of li ht, due to the raising of the new 
Theatre Royal to its present height, was 
mainly concerned with the effect of the 
diminution of direct light in the rooms on the 
top and second floors. He must hold on the 
evidence that the room on the ground floor 
was quite suitable for an office. This room 
always required all the light it received, and 
it was idle to suggest that the diminution of 
light would not affect the letting value, byt 
the damages could not be large. 

He held that the plaintiffs were entitled to 
damages in respect of a nuisance affecting the 
rooms on the second and third floors, as well 
as on the ground and first floors. If only the 
general lighting were to be taken into 
account he would have no difficulty in assess- 
ing the damages, but, on the view he had 
taken, the assessment of damages required 
further evidence, and so he must direct an 
inquiry, which had better be taken in Court. 
He reserved the question of costs.

Joseph O'Hanlon, bookmaker, Great 
Denmark street, Dublin, sued the Grear 
Southern Railways Company for £105 com- 
pensation for the loss of his betting board, 
and consequent loss of earnings. 

Mr. J. Healy (instructed by Mr. Gerald 
Byrne), for the railway company, admitted 
liability for the loss of the board and for 
taxi fares which the plaintiff had to pay. He 
placed the figure at £5. | 

The evidence was that the plaintiff de- 
posited his betting board at the company a 
offices, Aston’s quay, and did not get it 
back.

CABLE DAMAGED 


In the adjourned case of the Dublin Tram. 
ways Company against Thomas Maxwell and 
Sons. contractors, South Circular road, for 
damage to an electric cable in the contrue 
tion of the roadway at Booterstown on April 
18th, 1935 

The defendants denied that they or their 
servants were guilty of any negligence in 
the matter, or that any damage was caused 
to the cable. It was further contended that 
the company’s cause of action was barred 
by. the Public Authorities Act, 1893, BSec- 
tion la. 

The evidence was that the defendants’ 
men were digging on the road and that 
they touched and damaged the electric cable, 
which was only eighteen inches beneath the 
surface.

As a 
matter of fact, he sealed up the damage 
himself.

CHARGE AGAINST A 
MOTORIST 


N the Circuit Criminal. Court yesterday, 
| before Judge Davitt, John Francis 
Fitzsimons, 1 Upper Sherrard street, 
Dublin, was charged with having caused 
rievous bodily harm to William Blythe, 
Martin Maloney and James Maloney, all of 
South Circular road, by striking them with 
his motor car. i 

Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted. 

Mr. John J. Hooper (instructed by Mr. 
R. J. Muldowney) appeared for the defence, 
and Mr. C. Casey (instructed by Mr. T. 
Early) held a watching brief for one of the 
injured parties. 

Outlining the case for the prosecution Mr. 
Haugh said that the three men (Blythe 
and the two Maloneys) were walking along 
the Crumlin road, outside Iveagh Park 
Sports Grounds, on the way home from a 
dance. ' Some yards behind them three 
women were walking. A motor car came up 
behind and knocked down. the men. A 
sergeant of the Civic Guards, whose house 
was situate at the spot, looked out through 
the window and saw this car halt and then 
move off again, gathering speed. He saw 
the number of the car. After proceeding 
another hundred yards the car struck a 
stationary motor car, on which there was @ 
tail light lighting. The impact ripped a tyre 
off the backwheel of the stationary motor car 
and damaged a mudguard. ‘There was a 
cyclist apprapeniag in the opposite direction 
and, realising that something had happened, 
he jumped off and waved his hands for the 
car to stop, but it passed him. A headlamp of 
the car was found on the roadway, and when 
the Guards visited the defendant’s garage 
next day, they found that the two head 
lamps were off his car—one of them having 
been apparently removed. The congciousness 
of this man of his actions was shown in the 
fact that the parts of the car which had 
been damaged had been freshly painted, 


STREET LAMPS OUT 


Counsel said that the car was driven along 
at a fast pace with only the side lamps light- 
ing. It was a very dark night and the 
street lamps were out at the time. It ap- 
peared that. the defendant had a passenger 
with him, and they would hear from this 
witness that they had been to a public 
house wheré a tug o’ war team had been hold- 
ing. some celebration. The passenger had 
two drinks, but was' not in a position to 
say how many drinks the defendant ‘had. 


Surgeon William Doolin said that James 
Maloney had remained three and a half 
days unconscious after admission to St. 
Vincent's Hospital. His legs appeared to be 
paralysed. 

Dr. McArdle; Houge Surgeon, St. Vincent’s 
Hospital, said that Blythe was discharged 
from hospital after a week. The other man, 
Martin Maloney was not detained. 

James Maloney, 25 Emerald 
S.C. road, said that he was returnin 
a dance on the night in question. 
membered walking along the road, but knew 
nothing else until he woke up in hospital. 

William Blythe, 8 Old Kilmainham, said 
that he did not hear or see the car coming 
along, but he remembered getting a '“ bang 
and being knocked down. He knew nothing 
else until the ambulance arrived. 

Martin Maloney, 50 Raymond street, said 
that he heard or saw nothing before being 
knocked down. He rolled over several times 
after being struck, and, glancing down the 
road he saw a big black object coming in 
contact with another object some hundred 
yards away. He was taken away in én 
ambufance in a semi-conscious condition. 


“CAR DROVE ON” 


Miss Doris Doyle said that she was 
returning from the dance with her two sisters 
and was walking some fifteen yards behind 
the three men. She heard or saw nothing 
until she saw the car knocking down the 
three men. The car drove on and she heard 
a crash afterwards but saw nothing. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hooper witness said 
that she saw the car pass her before it 
struck the men. She saw no lights on the 
car. 

Mrs. Ellen Maloney, wife of James 
Maloney, said that she saw a car coming 
behind her a good distance away in a Zig- 
zag fashion. She saw lights on it but knew 
nothing eléfe until she saw it strike the 
three men. It was going very fast when 
it struck the men and went on further after 
that until it hit another car. 

Miss Lily Doyle said she saw the car 
coming along the road from behind. It had 
lights but she did not notice it as it passed 
herself and her sisters. She saw the car 
strike the men. She did not hear a horn 
blown and remembered nothing after the 
men were struck. 

Sergeant William Hewat, Kilmainham, said 
that he lived on Crumlin road. On the night 
in question he was going to bed, shortly after 
midnight, when he heard a screeching noise as 
of brakes being applied to a car. He then 
heard the screaming of women, and following 
that a thud, He looked out and saw a large 
car, which appeared to be about to stop, but 
then accelerated. He got the rear number of 
the car by the rear light, but could not say 
if there were any front lights. The car drove 
off at a fast pace, and shortly after he heard 
another crash. He went out and found the 
three men lying on the road. 

John Hynes, Kafters road, Crumlim, said 
that he saw a black object coming out of the 
darkness. It was a motor car, without lights 
of any sort. He put up his hand, but the car 
accelerated, and he had to jump out of the 
way. The car went on and struck another 
car, which was stationary further up the road, 
Witness took the number of the car. 

Guard V. J. Finnegan said that when Fitz- 
simons was questioned about the matter he 
said that he remembered colliding with a 
stationary motor car that had no lights, but 
he did not remember knocking down any one. 


EMPTY SILVER CUP 


Charles Whelan, Matthews place, who was 
with Fitzsimons, said that Fitzsimons had 
driven a goog to Clondalkin Cross in the 
car, which was a private Daimler taxi. On 
the way back they stopped at a publichouse, 
where there was a crowd of people. There 
was a celebration of some sort in connection 
with a tug-o’-war team. They were drinking 
out of a silver cup, though when the cup was 
handed to him to have a drink it was empty. 
He had two drinks, but could not say what 
drink Fitzsimons had, or if he had any at all, 
as they lost touch with each other in the 
crowd in the publichouse. After leaving the 

ublichouse they drove back towards Dublin. 
á was pitch dark coming along the Crumlin 
road. They had the two side-lights on the 
car lighting, but no head-lights. The side- 
lights, however, which were fixed beside the 
wind-screen, were more powerful than the 
side-lights on an gone !: motor car. He did 
not see any people on the road, and had no 
idea that they struck anyone. 

Giving evidence for the defence, John Fitz- 
simons said that he was returning from Clon- 
dalkin on the night in question with previous 
witness. On the Crumlin road he noticed a 
stationary motor car, and “' just greased '' the 
mudguard of it. It was a very dark, rainy 
night, and he had no screen-wiper. After 
striking the stationary car he looked back, 
and as everything appeared all right he drove 
on. He was not aware that he had knocked 
down anyone. The next day he noticed that 
a lamp was missing from his car. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Haugh the 
accused man said that he had worked from 
10.50 a.m. until 8.50 p.m. on the day in 
question, and had nothing to eat but a two- 
penny packet of biscuits. He had five or six 
drinks during the day, but was perfectly 
sober.~ The gicss of the wind-screen was 
foggy “mm the drizzle, which obstructed 
his vision. He did nothing to clean the wind- 
screen, 

He also said that he did not hear anv 
screams of women, and to his knowledge he 
struck no one that night. As far as he was 
aware there was no rear light on the 
stationary car when he struck it. 

Judge Davitt—Why did not you stop when 
you struck the car? 

Witness—I looked out of the window and 
saw no person, so I thought everything was

Heavy Weights 


Barbour Cup 


To-morrow's big event in the point-to- 
point field will be the Barbour Cup at 
Mu ngar ()ne’'s experience of Irish sport 
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reaches a ton in weight, while the Emperor 
Penguin holds the bird championship at 
seventy-five pounds. Of flying birds, 
swans and vultures, which are the 
heaviest, do not exceed twénty pounds. 
On the other hand, few insects are 
troubled with undue avoirdupois; for 
instance, it has been estimated that eight 
thousand fleas go to the ounce. This lack 
of weight is a serious matter for insects 
when they come to drink, since, not being 
heavy enough to break the surface film of 
pools, they are liable to become entangled 


in it, thus offering an easy prey to their 
enemies. 


A City of Cvclists 


Whatever other distinct peculiarities 
Dublin may have, visitors invariably re- 
mark upon the number of cyclists to be 
found at all times of the day and night 
on its main streets. In olden times cities 
were famous as ‘“‘ cities of chariots ” or 
‘cities of fair women,’’ and not very long 
ago Dublin was famous as ‘‘the city of 
jaunting cars.” To-day it is, above all, 
the city of cyclists Several reasons, 
obvious and obscure, have caused the 
bicycle to be so popular, but by no means 
the least important is because prolonged 
strikes in the tramway services have been 
quite frequent inside the last twenty 
vears. During these strikes many acquired 
the habit of cycling, and those who have 
tried know how bracing and healthy it is, 
so that when the strike was ended they 
had no wish to give it up. 

The city, too, has been very considerate 
of cyclists, granting them the inside 
portion of the road as their own, a 
measure which makes it possible for 
cyclists to travel faster through congested 
trafic in the centre of the city than any 
other vehicle. At the same time, how- 
ever, this very grant causes no little con- 
sternation to a strange motorist when for 
the first time he finds cyclists cutting past 
him on the inside. It is not usual in 
other cities. 


Improvements in Bicucles 


Some years ago the popularity of the 
bicycle seemed to be waning, but to-day 
it has come back into its own. The craze 
for hiking and open-air week-ends has 
multiplied the number of cyclists on our 
streets and roadways and has encouraged 
invention. Recently there was exhibited 
in a Dublin window a model of a bicycle 
that had the front wheel smaller than the 
back, and the pedals were above it in such 
a way that the rider sat back on the 
saddle as in an arm-chair, with his feet 
ont in front to work the pedals. The 
records of this model in French trials 
proved beyond dispute that as far as speed 
and ease were concerned it was a great 
improvement on all its predecessors. 
Again, a few days ago, another mode] ap- 
peared, not so strange-looking., but it had 
an elliptical gear wheel with a slack 
chain. The advantage of this shape, of 
course, is to give added driving power for 
the same energy. It is most fitting that 
Dublin should be staging such exhibits. 
seeing that so many lovers of the bicycle 
are to be found there. Not every land 
vives cyclists an opportunity to ride on 
its roads free. France, for example. 
collects part of its revenue from push 
bicycle licences. 


Surplus Flowers 


At this season of the year amateur 
gardeners are confronted with the prob- 
lem of disposing of surplus plants and 
euttings that can no longer be accommo- 
dated with advantage within the precinct 
of their own gardens. The sinccre lover of 
flowers hesitates to dispose of them in the 
rubbish heap or bonfire, for plants that 
are capable of producing fresh beauty can- 
not be ruthlessly destroved. Many poor 
persons residing in urban districts have a 
genuine love of flowers, but find that plants 
of any great variety are far beyond their 
means. Nowadays, whan so much is 
supposed to he done to brighten the homes 
of the slum dwellers, a very little organisa- 
tion, and practically no expense, might 
result in manv of those people being sup- 
plied with welcome additions to their tiny 
gardens and window boxes. Many micht 
also welcome a little helpful advice as to 
the methods of growing. the particular 
flowers. so that they might show to the 
best advantage.

To provide rest and change of air for 
adults and children of the Dublin Protestant 
poor, and so prevent illness, the Country 
Air Association was formed in May, 1887. 
The Association’s holiday home, Roseville, 
Dublin road, Bray, has accémmodation “or 
28 women and children, and was severely 
damaged in the recent storms. Repairs and 
renewals will cost about £90 before the home 
can be reopened on 30th May. 

In order to raise funds for this purpose 
Miss L. Overend lectured on her tour round 
the world with the British Medical Associa- 
tion, at the Gregg Hall, 8 Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night. Cinematograph films 
taken by Miss Overend during her travels 
proved extremely interesting, while musical 
illustrations were played by Mrs. Harding’s 
Quintet. 

Last year 225 applications for holidays 
were received, and 186 were passed by the 
committee. Of these 181 women, girls and 
children got a much needed change. One 
hundred and fifty were sent. te Roseville, and 
51 to cottage homes.

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FILM NOTES 


From Our CINEMA CoRRESPONDEST. 


HY do films nowadays take so long 
in coming to Dublin? The question 
has been asked, both orally and in print, 
many times over, and I have heard and 
seen what purported to be answers, but 
none of them convinces. Last year, in the 
month of September, I happened to be 
spending a week in the vaunted sunshine 
of a holiday resort on the southern coast 
of England. The sunshine was not all 
that it was made out to be, and on one 
or two nights I was driven to the cinema— 
a place where I normally dislike going 
when on holiday, inasmuch as it reminds 
me of home. This particular resort 
boasted, if I remember rightly, four 
houses. In one of them I saw “ Sanders 
of the River’’; in another I saw Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers in “ Roberta.’’ 
About the films on view in the remaining 
two houses I have no very clear recollec- 
tion, but I rather fancy that “ Clive of 
India ” was one of them. 

Bear it in mind that this was not 
London, nor even Manchester, but one of 
the smaller holiday resorts in England. 
Nevertheless, ‘‘ Roberta’’ was being shown 
there a month, and ‘‘ Clive of India ' two 
months, before they came to the capital of 
the Irish Free State. ‘‘ Sanders of the 
River ” was not shown in Dublin until 
aimost five months after it was shown in 
that small English town. Is all this delay 
really necessary; and, if not, where does 
the fault lie? There was a time when 
Dublin not infrequently obtained films 
simultaneously with their London West 
End release—that is to say, almost as soon 
as they reached Europe from America— 
but that time seems to have passed. ‘‘ The 
Ghost Goes West,’’ admittedly, was 
released here almost as soon as in the 
West End, and 1 gather that “ Come Out 
of the Pantry,’’ oes at the Royal this 
week, is similarly early in arriving. But 
these are the rare exceptions. 
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E hardly can expect that the happy 
state of affairs in which Dublin 
used to get films simultaneously with the 
West End will return; but surely it is 
not too much to expect that our film-goers 
are entitled at least to priority over the 
small towns of England. Some people say 
that the Censor is to blame: that he 
inevitably gets into arrears with the vast 
multitude of films that come before him 
for judgment, and that, as a result, these 
films are lying in his office, awaiting their 
fate, for perhaps months. If that is the 
true explanation, then the solution is 
easy. Most people, I fancy, would not 
grudge the tinv addition to taxation which 
would be involved by an enlargement of 
the Censor’s staff, so that it could cope 
with the films in reasonably quick time. 

I shall never forget how stale the tune 
about smoke getting in your eyes sounded 
to me when I heard it last year in 
‘* Roberta.’’ The fact was. of course, that 
every errand-boy in the street had been 
whistling it for nearly a year before we 
heard it in the film. Is it surprising that 
so many musical films have lost their 
freshness before we see them at all?

The Southland Tradition 


War and Comedy 


COMMENTED recently on the Ameri- 

can effort to build a historical tradi- 
tion out of the old Southland. Another 
example comes to light in ' So Red the 
Rose,” a picture of the American Civil 
War, at the Capitol this week. Margaret 
Sullavan, a good actress, if no Aphrodite, 
serves only as a foil to Waiter Connolly, 
who really runs away with the honours 
of this film; and there is one part—that 
of an elderly colonel—played by an excel- 
lent actor, whose name, unhappily, I can- 
not recollect. This is a quiet, pleasant 
film. with a few warlike episodes that give 
it liveliness. It repays a visit. There is 
also, by the way, a “ Popeye ’’ cartoon. 
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The Stephen’s Green Cinema shows an 
amusing comedy by the name of “ Two 
Fisted.” It is not, as the title might 
suggest, a tale either of the great open 
spaces or of gangsters; the central 
Bháis are a boxing manager and his 
)rotégé pugilist, who take jobs as butlers 
in a household, and are quite entertain- 
ingly involved with the skeletons in the 
family cupboard. The film sounds as if 
it had been adapted from a play, and has 
all the sparkle of a good stage comedy. 
Another show that introduces New York 
“society ” can be seen at the Grafton in 
‘Shadow of Doubt.’’ The chief part is 
played by Ricardo Cortez. Having been 
occupied in letting almost a whole row of 
spectators pass me while the titles were 
thrown on the screen, I spent the next 
hour in wondering who the familiar actor 
with a moustache was, and it was not 
until I regained the foyer that I dis- 
covered, and stood aghast at my short 
memory.

There are rather too many ‘“ kids ” in 
“ The Healer’’ (at the Grand Central) 
for my liking. That opinion, however, 
will carry no weight with roughly three 
hundred thousand other citizens of 
Dublin. The film, which features two 
hospitals, a shabby one and an 
elaborate one, ends with some un- 
usually good shots of a forest fire, and 
Ralph Bellamy, who has been coming into 
considerable prominence of late, plays 
a good part well. There are two “ wild 
and woolly ” films at the Corinthian, of 
which I preferred “ Iron Fist,” with Jack 
Holt. Holt has seen the rise and fall of 
many other “ stars,’’ yet he remains one 
of the best “ tough guys ” on the screen, 
and has more than justified his trans- 
ference from everlasting cow-puncher 
parts. 

There are, by the way, filmings of the 
Grand National at, I think, every first-run 
cinema. All are graphic and good. One 
gives a pathetic picture of the death of 
Avenger.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES 
FOR MONTH 
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THE PLANETS 


Mercury is in Superior Conjunction on the 
10th. and will be invisible either as a morning 
or evening star till the last days of the month. 
The planet has usually a spring period of 
visibility as an evening object, and this will 
be, on the present occasion, in the first half 
of May. As he sets at 9 p.m. on the 26th 
of the present month, the Sun setting at 
7.13, he will probably be seen before the end 
of April. Look for him about 8 p.m., in the 
North-West, just above the sunset. As New 
Moon occurs on the 21st of this month, and 
the slender vrescent will become visible 
either on the 22nd or 23rd, it is possible that 


Mercury may be visible in company with the 
young Moon on the 22nd. Venus is nearer 
Superior Conjunction and will not be visible 
this month or for some months to come. 
When she emerges from her conjunction with 
the Sun, it will be after mid-summer and 
she will be South of the Sun, and remain so 
till near the end of the year; a position in 
which evening objects, whether Moon or 
planets or stars, take a long time to come into 
visibility. Mars sets between 8.15 and 8.20 
p.m. during most of the month. He is in 
conjunction with Mercury on the 22nd, and 
it is possible that both planets may be seen. 
Mars is South of Mercury by rather more 
than 1°.- Jupiter by the end of the month 
is rising before midnight, though his low 
altitude will be against obtaining good views. 
He is at a stationary point on the 10th in 
the constellation Ophinchus. 

Saturn rises not long before the Sun, and 
will not be visible.

New Moon on the 21st at 12.53 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 28th at 11.16 a.m. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Jupiter on the 12th. with Saturn on the 
18th, and with Venus on the 20th. There 
will be an occultation of the 3rd magnitude 
star, Mu Geminorum, on the 25th. he dis- 
appearance takes place at 9.50 p.m. at Green- 
wich, and the reappearance at 10.37. It 
should be looked for some time earlier in 
Ireland. A third magnitude star is bright 
enough for its occultation by the Moon to be 
quite striking when viewed through a three- 
inch telescope or even a smaller. In this case 
the Moon will be in the crescent and waxing 
phase, which means that the disappearance 
will take place at the dark limb, and as the 
Moon’s age is only four days the earthshine 
will be conspicuous. The star will be seen 
to advance towards the faintly visible dark 
limb, and, on contact with it, suddenly dis- 
appear. The disappearance is usually so 
sudden as to be startling. There are also 
some minor variations of the phenomenon to 
be watched for. Occasionally a star does not 
disappear at once on making apparent con- 
tact with the Moon’s limb, but seems to han 
there for a second or two, or even to sink 
into faintly illuminated outline. The Moon's 
edge is, of course, not a strict circle, but a 
somewhat ragged outline with mountain peaks 
and valleys. This is very noticeable at the 
time of an eclipse of the Sun, when the 
rugged outline is projected on the disc of 
the Sun; and it is the cause of the 
phenomenon known as “Baily’s beads,”’ 
when, in an annujar or total eclipse, the 
last disappearing thread of the Sun’s edge 
breaks into a row of we points of light, 
like a string of beads. ese are the effect 
of the sunlight shining through the gaps 
between the lunar mountains. Occultations 
of small stars are common enough. At any 
time when one turns a telescope on the 


| Moon & star may be seen a little 
way outside of the edge of the earthshine. 
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An. occultation is then imminent, and the 
star may be watched as it creeps up to the 
limb, there to disappear as if snuffed out. 
But the occultation of a bright star is com 
paratively rare. That of a planet is rarer 
still, and presents appearances quite different 
from a stcllar occultation. A planet has a 
disc of greater or less size, and the Moon 
takes an appreciable time to cover it, 
generally several seconds, according to its 
angular diameter. The deliberate te out 1s 
in strong contrast with the snap with which 
an occulted star vanishes. In the more serious 
work of the professional astronomer occulta 
tions have much importance. Accurate timing 
of disappearances and reappearances both gives 
exact measures of the Moon’s diameter, and 
helps to correct the theory of the Moon 's 
motions, and this is of importance in the 
prediction of eclipses, and the calculation of 
the path of the Moon’s shadow on the Earth 
in the case of a total eclipse. 


THE STARS 


At midnight on the Ist, at 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and at 10 p.m. on the Wth. 

The principal cons*chetions on tle meridian 
are Virgo, Canes Venatici. and the tail-end 
of Ursa Major. Spica or Alpha Virginis is 
approaching the meritsuan; and the only 
bright star in Canes Venatici, known as Cor 
Caroli, 1s nearly overhead. This is a well 
known double star, within the reach of small 
telescopes. There are strange discrepancies 
of opinion about its colours. 

West of the meridian are Leo, 
and along the 8.W. horizon Hydra. Canis 
Minor and Gemini are setting. Turning 
Eastwards we find Béotes, Corona, Hercules, 
Ophiuchus, and Serpens, also the less con- 
spicuous Libra. Aquila and Scorpio are 
rising. Lyra and Cygnus are well above the 
horizon in the N.E. Below the Pole, due 
North, is Cassiopeia. Bright stars in sight 
are Spica, Arcturus, Vega, and Deneb,. on 
the Eastern side of the meridian; and 
Regulus, Procyon, Castor and Pollux, and 
Capella, on the Western. 

For the double star seeker there is much 
of interest in the region on and about the 
meridian. There is the binary star, Gamma 
Virginis, which is now beginning to close, 
after being an easy obiect for small tele- 
scopes. In another half-century it will be 
beyond the reach of any but giant instru- 
ments. Epsilon Béotis is always worth look- 
ing up for its beautiful colours and as a test 
object. Xi Ursae Majoris is another binary 
with the short period of 60 years. It is also 
one of our nearer neighbours in the Universe. 
and a pair of very neat little suns, each about 
half the size of our Sun, and at a distance 
apart about the same as that of the planet. 
Uranus from the Sun; a pair of pocket Solar 
systems, in fact. We might suppose each to 
have a family of planets like the four ter- 
restrial planets, Mercury, Venus, the Earth 
and Mars. The Binary Stars present many 
such fascinating problems. 

Canes Venatici contains the great spiral 
Nebula, 51 Messier, visible in small tele- 
scopes as two unequal patches of light. It 
is 2, degrees from the last star in the Great 
Bear’s tail, and nearly on a straight line be- 
tween this and Cor Caroli. Coma Berenices, 
just below Cor Caroli, is a constellation con- 
sisting of massed small stars and numerous 
nebulw, inconspicuous to the naked eye, but 
well worth searching with a telescope. 


LEAP YEAR 


Here is another astronomical ‘ howler.” 
Recently a paragraph went the rounds of the 
daily Press headed: ‘‘ This may be the last 
Leap Year.” Now there are various schemes 
for altering the Calendar “in the air.” I 
have purposely refrained from saying ‘“ re- 
forming.’’ But let the fair sex take heart. 
Tf there is one thing more certain than an 
other, it is that, alter the Calendar as we 
will, Leap Year can never be dispensed with. 
And that for the very simple reason that 
Nature has ordained that the year shall con. 
tain 5655 days, very nearly, Now that odd 
i-day is the snag which makes Leap Yeur 
indispensable, e cannot count fractions of 
a day, and so the quarters have to be let 
alone till they mount up to a whole day, and 
then we count it in—once in four years. If 
anyone can find a better plan, out with it.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—Almost every day for the last thirty 
years or more Í have been in touch with the 
unemployed, and,I am bound to say I have 
never yet met a-man fit for work who did not 
heartily pref employment to relief. It is 
only those whd are out of touch with the 
workers who/harbour such ideas. There is 
one exception to this, and that is when men 
have been without sufficient food for a con- 
siderable tim@, then hard physical work, if 
not impossible, must be very painful; even 
so, they do not refuse work, but trust to 
regain their strength gradually when. they 
get regular food again. 

I hope that ‘‘ increased outlay on relief *’ 
will really become a fact. Anyone who doubts 
the need of it should consider the following 
facts, which, alas! can be multiplied in 
definitely : 

(1) P. W., wife and 5 children. The father, 
a builders’ labourer, has sought work in vain. 
With a family of 7 his relief is 15s. 6d.; his 
rent is 7s. 6d., leaving 8s. to keep 7 persons 
for a week. One stone of coal daily costs 
2s. 4d. a week, oil 6d., burial insurance ls. 1d.. 
rent, 7s. 6d., leaving 4s. ld., or exactly 1d. 
per head for food daily. 

(2) J. D., wife and 6 children. Rent 
3s. 6d. and ls. arrears. Relief 17s. He has 
been unemploved for 8 months. His wife has 
been ill á weeks. When rent is paid 12s. 6d. 
remains to keep 8 persons for a week =1s. 6d. 
per head weekly, or 24d. dailv for food. 

(3) J. O'B., wife and 11 children. Rent 6s. 
Relief 27s. 6d. Coal 1s. 9d., light 1s.. insur- 
ance society 2s. ld., beef 1s.=11s. 10d., leav- 
ing 15s. 8d. for food and clothing for 13 
persons for 7 days, or about 2d. per head 
daily. In all three cases the so-called “‘relief’’ 
is but slightly mitigated starvation. 

(4) C. F.. wife and 3 children. This man 
has been idle since the 24th January—he is 
asked 10s. rent for a back basement: he 
offered 6s., but was refused. It is against 
the law to let basements for dwellings— 
against the Public Health Act. It is high 
time that that Act were enforced.—Yours,

When the Dail rises at the end of the 
Present week it will adjourn over the 
Easter holidays till 21st April. In the 
week after resumption—namely, on the 
29th April—the Budget will be introduced. 
and thereafter matters of finance will 
monopolise most of the time of the House 
till the end of the session, which it is hoped 
will be early in July. While the Govern- 
ment Whip (Mr. P. J. Little) is usually 
very optimistic about this time of the year 
of an early rising, he has not often been 
successful in securing it; but this time 
there is every reason to anticipate that the 
summer holiday of deputies will come 
much earlier than in previous years. 

This is, of course, assuming thatthe un 
expected does not happen. It also assumes 
that the Government have now put before 
the Dail all the major measures which it 
is proposed to put through this year. There 
has been talk of further drastic amend- 
ments of the Constitution, but in recent 
times nothing has been heard of these. 
Such legislation would, in the ordinary 
course, bé the special concern of President 
de Valera himself. | 


THE INSURANCE BILL 


Today the House will continue the 
debate on the estimate for the Department 
of Agriculture. This is expected to occupy 
most of the sitting. To-morrow the Insur- 
ance Bill will again make its appearance. 
For the Committee stage many amend- 
ments have been tabled, but it is under- 
stood that by agreement with the Opposi- 
tion only the amendments sponsored by 
the Minister (Mr. Lemass) will be taken, 
and the bill will then be re-committed— 
that is, sent for another Committee stage. 
After this the estimate for the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries will be taken. 

In introducing this Dr. Ryan (the 
Minister) will probably make reference to 
the report of the Commission on Inland 
Fisheries,, which was published yesterday, 
but it is unlikely that this report will be 
the subject of general discussion, as its 
proposals do not come within the purview 
of the estimate for the year. On Thurs- 
day it is hoped to get the conclusion of the 
fisheries estimate, and Friday’s morning 
sitting is to be devoted to several motions 
by private members which have been on 
the Order Paper for a long time. 


TO-DAY’S QUESTIONS 


At question-time to-day Mr. P. Belton 
(Independent, Dublin, North) will ask the 
Minister for Local Government if it is 
his intention to hold elections in June 
next for the Dublin County Council and 
the Dun Laoghaire Borough Council. 

Mr. William Norton (Labour, Kildare) 
will ask the Minister for Finance if he 
will introduce proposals for legislation to 
ensure that resigned and _ dismissed 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
entitled to pensions under Section 5 of 
the Superannuation and Pensions Act, 
1923, will receive treatment no less favour- 
able than was accorded by the British 
Government to members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary who remained in the force 
until it was disbanded. 

Mr. R. A. Anthony (Independent Labour 
Cork) will ask the Minister for Finance 
when he proposes to publish the findings 
of the Brennan Commission.

at Dawson Hall, Dawson street, last night, 
when the Photographic Society of Ireland 
opened its annual exhibition. 

The progress of the society’s membership 
and activities was reflected in the fact that 
the entries this year exceeded all expecta- 
tions, almost one thousand camera studchies 
being presented by the members. Since the 
last exhibition, in 1934, the society increased 
the scope of its activities, having acquired 
headquarters at Hume street, and organised 
lectures and demonstrations weekly during 
the winter season. Since last October the 
membership increased by 79. 

The societv, as Mr. H. M. Dockrell, T.D., 
the President, recalled at the opening cere- 
mony, is the second oldest m the world, 
having been founded in 1854, and since it 
was revived three years ago there has been a 
constant and progressive improvement. At 
the first exhibitian all the entries were shown, 
but this vear the judges have had to exer- 
cise a keen discrimination in their selection, 
which includes two hundred exhibits in the 
lantern slides and transparent section. 

‘“A number of our members,” said Mr. 
Dockrell, “‘have sent prints to some of the 
leading international exhibitions, but  un- 
fortunately they are al! too few, for it is 
only by competing at open cxhibitions and 
comparing the work of our individual 
members with that submitted from other 
countries that one can improve technique and 
artistic qualities. 

“TIT don’t know whether we are ever going 
to evolve. in this country a distinctly native 
Irish type of photography; but, certainly, 
as far as landscape is concerned, there is no 
other part of the world that is more favoured, 
and, as far as portraiture is concerned, 
whether for beauty or for character or for 
pure ugliness, I thmk we have specimens 
that would compete with the best.” Aw 

Mr. Dockrell referred to certain disabilities 
they had to suffer. It was rather difficult, 
he mentioned, to get into this country sets of 
lantern slides and prints; but the society was 
doing its best to place before its own 
members and the general public the best. work 
that could be produced in every part of the 
world. 

Declaring the exhibition open, Alderman A. 
Byrne, Lord Mayor, congratulated Mr. 
Dockrell and the members of his committee 
on the wonderful display they had organised, 
which appeared to improve year after year, 
both in quality and unmbers. He thought 
the display was worthy of any 
show, and that it included samples of work 
that would do justice to the sar 

The Hegarty medal for the best andscape 
picture was won by Mr. J. B. Aikin, while 
the silver medals in the pictorial section were 
awarded to Mr. P. E. Fisher and Mr. E. F. 
Tuke. Bronze medals were secured by Mr. 
A. V. Henry, Mr. G. Stronach, Mr. H. 
Crowe, and Mr. J L. Campion. In por- 
traiture the bronze medal went to Mr. Joseph 
MacCabe and Mr. W. Breaks. Mr. F. R. A. 
McCormick won the silver medal in the 
nature and scientific section, and Mr. H. 
Braine captured the bronze medal. The silver 
medal in the lantern slides section was won 
by Mr. F. RB. A. McCormick, and the bronze 
medal by Mr. A. V. Henry, while Mr.

ROAD MAINTENANCE 
PROBLEMS 


M GEOGHEGAN, K.C.. in continua- 


tion of his presentation of the case 

for the Dublin County Council be- 
fore the Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
at the Four Courts, Dublin, yesterday, 
stated that the Board of Health had re- 
ceived reports from their chief veterinary 
officer on the necessity for public abbatoirs 
in such places as Skerries and Balbriggan. 
The Board had directed their Law Agent to 
submit a report upon their powers. Already 
the Board had made bye-laws regulating the 
control of private slaughterhouses. 

Dealing with the Food and Drugs Acts, 
Mr. Geoghegan said that the County Counc! 
had appointed eleven inspectors, all of whom 
were members of the Garda Siochana, and 
they enforced the Acts in the Howth Urban 
District. The Borough of Dun Laoghaire 
appointed its own inspectors. 

As to town-planning. he said that on the 
29th of July last the County Council adopted 
a statutory resolution under the Act ol 
1934. It was the feeling of the Council that 
effect could best be given to that Act, under 
any legislation amending or extending it in 
the County Dublin, only by co-operation 
between the city and the county, 


WORKERS’ HOUSES 


In the provision of houses, Mr. Geoghegan 
mentioned that since the passing of the 
Greater Dublin Act in 1930, under which 
384 cottages erected by the Board of Health 
and its predecessors had been transferred to 
the Corporation, the Board had provided 
605 labourers’ cottages in the county health 
district, and 146 cottages were in course of 
erection. Sites for 52 cottages had recently 


| been acquired, and the Minister for Local 


Government had approved of a Compulsory 
Purchase Order, which authorised the acquisi- 
tion of sites for 175 cottages. When the 
present housing programme was completed, 
accommodation would have been provided 
for 978 families in the county health district. 
In all, 2,450 applications for houses had bee. 
received during the past five vears, 
£210,500 in loans had been obtained by the 
Board for the provision of cottages in the 
same period; 2,606 cottages were occupied 
at present, and the annual rental, inclusive 
of rates, was £23,725. Before the establish- 
ment of the Board of Health in 1930, the 
rural district councils had provided 2,000 
houses and ¢dottages in the County Dublin. 


As to the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Acts, Mr. Geoghegan said that doubts had 
been expressed as to the power of the County 
Council to advance monies under 
the erection of houses on land = purchased 
under the Land Purchase Acts [It was de 
sirable that legislation should make it per 
fectly clear that the County Council 
power to make advances in such cases. 


THE ROADS 


The main roads in the County Dublin, le 
maintained, could compare favourably wit 
those in any other part of Ireland. It was 
felt by the County Council that, owing to 
the high standard of construction and mai: 
tenance required for roads leading to th 
metropolis, that, even after due regard had 
been given to grants in aid from the Govern 
ment, a heavy burden fell upon the agricul 
tural community in County Dublin. Som 
readjustment was desirable by which t! 
agricultural ratepayers would be relieved of 
a substantial part of the maintenance and 
construction cost of roads now borne b 
them. : 

The Dublin County Council, he stated, 
maintained 751 miles of road, of. which 
miles were main roads and 467 were 
roads. The expenditure for 1934-35 
Main roads, £40,500; county roads, £28,525 
total, £68,825. The rate struck for roads in 
1934-35 was 3s. lld. in the £ 
ós. 43d.

“WELL ADMINISTERED ” 


The County Council felt that the area 
entrusted to its charge had been well 
administered, and that the Public Health 
services were vastly superior to those of any 
other county, and compared very favourably 
with the long established services of the 
city. It should be consolidated in its present 
area with a guarantee of permanency. If 
this were not done, the cost of existing ser- 
vices must be reduced and the incentive for 
efficiency would be impaired. The policy of 
further increasing the areas under the charge 
of the City and Borough was fraught with 
grave nationa! consequences, as it brought 
nearly one-fifth of the entire population of 
the country into what was virtually one city. 

The pressure from the Borough for exten- 
sion was prompted by its inability to attain 
an~ ambitious destiny with its present 
resources. If the Borough could not main- 
tain itself within its present limits, it should 
seek inclusion in the city alongside Rath- 
mines and Pembroke. Then they would have 
all the city or urbanised portion of the 
county under the Corporation, and the non. 
urbanised portion under the County Council 
and the rd of Health. The Urban 
District of Howth should be under the 
contro! of the latter bodies also.

A surplus of £3,535 17s. 10d. is disclosed 
in the accounts of the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board for the year 1935.

Road Revolution 


The Minister of Transport in London is 
contemplating yet another bold step to 
remove the causes of accidents by road. In 
a circular sent by the Ministry to local 
authorities in England, Scotland and 
Wales there is an indication that Mr, 
Hore-Belisha soon will begin to rebuild the 
main traffic-bearing roads of Great Britain. 
The task is huge and expensive; but 
it is necessary. Since the earliest days of 
motoring the motor-car itself has pro- 
gressed many times more rapidly than the 
roads upon which it travels ; and too often 
a fifty miles an hour machine must use 
ancient thoroughfares that were intended 
solely to bear the burden of horse traffic. 
While the design of the motor-car has been 
revolutionised the roads have been patched 
with such temporary expedients as white 
lines and official notices of half-a-hundred 
different kinds. These directions and re- 
strictions admittedly have proved them- 
selves to be considerably better than 
nothing; but if the road accident figures 
are to be reduced we do believe that roads 
must be built to serve their required 
purpose.

The Hauptmann Case 


Yesterday the New Jersey Court of 
Pardons met in special session to consider 
the second appeal for clemency that was 
made by. Bruno Hauptmann, and, accord- 
ing to the latest advices from New York, 
it rejected Hauptmann’s request for a 
stay of execution of his death sentence. 
Unless something entirely unexpected 
happens, therefore, Hauptmann will go to 
the electric chair to-day. This remark- 
able case has been one of the most 
farcical tragedies in the history of crime. 
In September, 1934, Bruno Hauptmann, a 
German who had entered the: United 
States some years previously, was arrested 
on a charge of complicity in the abduc- 
tion and subsequent murder of Colonel 
Lindbergh’s infant son. The _ trial 
attracted world-wide attention. It was 
conducted in the fullest glare of American 
publicity, and Hauptmann’s news value 
rivalled that of the most popular cinema 
“star.” In March of last year, after a 
trial that lasted almost a month, he was 
sentenced to death; but there had been so 
many unsatisfactory features about the 
trial, and so much latitude had been 
allowed to the several attorneys who were 
engaged in it, that quite genuine doubts 
began to arise concerning the man’s guilt. 
Ever since that time the most strenuous 
efforts have been made to secure 
Hauptmann’s release, or, at least, to 
prevent his execution. Every conceivable 
dodge known to American attorneys—and 
they are many—has been exploited to the 
utmost degree on Hauptmann’s behalf. 
Gangsterdom in all its many variants has 
been intensely active, and matters reached 
such a pitch towards the end of last year 
that Colone] and Mrs. Lindbergh, with 
their surviving son, decided to leave the 
United States and to seek sanctuary in 
England. Now. it seems, the final scene 
in this long-drawn-out drama is about to 
be enacted. Apparently, the ingenuity of 
the lawyers has been exhausted, and even 
the Governor of New Jersey can do no 
more. Of course, nobody who has the 
slightest acquaintance with American 
methods would be in the least surprised 
if Hauptmann’s execution should be post- 
poned again for one reason or another. 
Powerful interests undoubtedly are at 
work in his cause, and there still may 
remain some hitherto unsuspected loop- 
hole in the State or Federal law through 
which Hauptmann’s influential friends 
may contrive, even at the last moment, to 


engineer his escape from the dreaded 
“Chair.”

Dr. Ryan (Minister for Agriculture), 
when introducing the estimate for his 
Department in the Dail on Friday last. 
announced that a reduction in levies to 
be paid on animals slaughtered under the 
Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep Acts would 
shortly take place, and also that the price 
of beef to those entitled to receive it under 
these Acts would be increased from 2d.

Each number was intended 
to consist of twenty-four pages and four 
illustrations, but, before the second monthly 
part was published, Seymour had perished 
by his own hand, owing to the strain, of over- 
work and anxiety. Afterwards, when his 
place was su yplied by a suitable artist, the 
number of illustrations for each part wa» 
reduced to two, but compensation was made 
by increasing the accompanying text to 
thirty-two pages. 

The sale of the first few numbers of 
“ Pickwick ’’ by no means augured the future 
success of the undertaking, which, at one 
time, seemed so doubtful that the publishers 
were thinking of actually abandoning the 
publication ; but, after the introduction ol 
the humorous character, Sam Weller, in the 
fifth number, the sale rose rapidly, unt! 
it obtained an enormous circulation. Ot! 
the first number issued, 400 copies were 
bound. but so great became the demand, after 
a short time, for the successive monthly 
issues that the number of copies reached by 
the fifteenth part exceeded 40,000. 


A SUSPENSION 
“Tn May. 1837, Dickens suffered a bereave- 
ment by the sudden death of his wife's 
sister, Mary Hogarth, and, owing to this 
shock, the publication of “The Pickwick 
Papers” in the following June was 
suspended. the author having given himscell! 
a fortnight’s rest to recover. — “The Pick- 
wick Papers,” with this exception, appeared 
in monthly parts from the end of March, 
1836. to November, 1837, when they were 
sublished in book form. The extreme popu- 
larity of the work was not unattended with 
some undesirable results for the young author 
and his publishers. The copyright of his 
first work, ‘“‘Sketches by Boz,”’ had been 
sold. to another young publisher, Macrone, 
who, seeing the huge success of ** Pickwick 
in its monthly issues. now conceived the idea 
of republishing the ‘‘ Sketches” im monthly 
paris. ' 
When Dickens heard of this proposal he 
was, naturally, much annoyed, as it gave 
him the appearance of trying to foist an old 
work upon the public for the sake of reaping 
an additional pecuniary advantage. Overtures 
were, therefore, made to Macrone about re 
purchasing the copyright of the * Sketches,’ 
but the startling price demanded—£2,000 for 
what £150 had bought—stopped for the 
moment all negotiations. The matter, how 
ever, so preyed upon Dickens's mind and 
affected his interests, as weil as those of his 
present publishers, that the latter agreed 
with the author to pay the exorbitant sum

PRINTED EDITIONS 
Another source of annoyance that 
be less effectually dealt with was the 
ance of the new “ Pickwick’”’ in 
editions in countries as far 
and America, not to mention other places, 
such as Paris and Tasmania.

the civilian population and the open cities. 

The Committee of Thirteen, at its recent 
session, charged itself with the effort of pro- 
moting conciliation between Italy and 
Ethiopia with the object of the restoration 
of peace, 

I have no information at 
Halifax said, as to what has been the pro- 
gress of the movement. I make this obser- 
vation, that if these reports are true it is, in 
my judgment and in the judgment of the 
Government, obviously impossible for the 
Committee of Thirteen and its Chairman to 
act as if these were matters of small im- 
portance. While the Government in this 
matter, as in all others arising from 
this unhappy passage of events; can 
only act collectively with other mem- 
hers of the League, it will be for the 
Committee of Thirteen to consider and decide 
on whatever action they may consider appro- 
priate for them to recommend. 

I have no doubt whatever that if these 
reports are found to be true, it would be 
both the duty and the desire of the Govern- 
ment to be represented on the Committee of 
Thirteen, or uhelvver may be the appropriate 
body before whom these matters come ap in 
the League of Nations, to use their utmost 
efforts to secure not only practical condem- 
nation of such a great outrage on civilisation, 
but to take whatever steps it possibly could 
to secure the world against a recurrence of 
action so condemned. 

It would obviously be quite wrong and 
quite impossible to prejudge a matter so 
grave and so vitally affecting the honour of 
a great country. The first step must be to 
obtain and hear the comments of the Italian

MINERALS IN 
WATERFORD 
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APPLICATION FOR 
COMPENSATION 
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HE Mining Board, sitting at the offices 
T of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, Lord Edward street, Dub- 
lin, yesterday heard an application for com- 
pensation in respect of the granting of certain 
igineral rights in the Bonmahon area, Co. 
Waterford, for the mining of copper and 
other substances. 

Mr. P. J. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. H. D. Keane, solicitor, Waterford) ap- 
peared for James Power, Carrickaready, and 
three other applicants; and Mr, E. J. Phelps. 
R.C. (instracted by Messrs. Whitney, Moore 
and Keller, solicitors) appeared for the re- 
spondents, Messrs. Laurence A. Impey, A. 
Broughton Edge, England, and Nus Erik 
Leonander, Norway. 

The area comprises 478 acres in the Town- 
lands of Carrickaready and Ballyvadden. 

Mr McCarthy said that the respondents 
had made two offers to the owners oí: the 
lands. The effect of the offers, the first of 
which had been made before the Board had 
granted the mining rights, was that for the 
first two years, during which a geophysical 
stirvey would be made, a rent of one. shilling 
per statute acre would be given. In the third 
year in which exploratory work would be 
carried out, the rent would be one shilling 
an acre, along with compensation for damage. 

If the respondents were satisfied that there 
were minerals they would pay 91 a statute 
acre as the purchase price, and, in addition, 
ths rent of one shilling per statute acre for a 
term of 99 years. 

The best method of fixing the compensation 
would be on a basis—possibly on a sliding 
scale—of royalty, which would depend on the 
price of copper as it went up and down. 


HIGHLY MINERALISED 

Professor Seymour, Geologist, University 
College, Dublin, said that the Bonmahon 
area was highly mineralised, wrth a history 
going back to pre-historic times. In very 
early times it was recognised as a source of 
copper. 

He had analysed some of the copper pyrites 
and had found that they had contained gold

the money MEOnNA for the Endowment Fund, 
and, more recently, the work of the Garden 
Scheme, with its many and far-reaching 
activities. 

The :Viscountess' Powerscourt presented a 
cheque for £1,346 8s. 9d. to the Irish Free 
State Executive Committee, this sum being 
one-half of the surplus money allocated to 
district nursing by the express wish of His 
Majesty the King; the other half being 
allocated to the Lady Dudley Scheme for 
providing Jubilee Nurses in the poorest parts 
of Ireland. The Executive Committee, after 
expressing their sincere thanks to Lady 
Powerscourt, unanimously agreed that this 
cheque, in full, should be paid into the 
Nurses’ Pension Fund account. The Lady 
Dudley Scheme Committee voted £500 of 
their share also to the Nurses’ Pension Fund, 
so that the net gain to the Nurses’ Pension 
Fund from Their Majesties’ Silver Jubilee 
Gift Fund amounted to £1,846 8s. 9d. 

The proceeds of 1,067 gardens, plus dona- 
tions from 190 friends in lieu of opening 
gardens, in the last six years amounted to 
£14,459 18s. Od. After giving one share to 
the District Nursing Associations, the Nurses’ 
Pension Fund benefited to the extent of 
£7,925 2s. 11d. during those six years 

Six new districts, in five counties, have 
been established and affiliated to the Insti- 
tute during .1935—namely, Ballybofey and 
Stranorlar, Co. Donegal; Ballyferriter, Co. 
Kerry; Bundoran, Co. Donegal; Donamona, 
Co. Mayo; Finney, Co. Galway (Lady Dudley 
Scheme); and Skerries, Co. Dublin. The 
total number of Associations affiliated to the 
Institute in the Irish Free State is 170. 

The report of the Northern Ireland Execu- 
tive Committee mentioned the loss which the 
Committee had sustained in the death of the 
first honorary secretary in Northern Ireland, 
Major Blakiston-Houston, D.L. It went on 
to say that the aim of the Northern Ireland 
Executive Committee is to provide a complete 
home nursing ‘service for the people of Ulster, 
and it is confidently expected that several 
new associations will be formed before the 
end of another year. One new district, 
Larne, Co. Antrim, was affiliated to the 
Institute during 1935, and a Queen’s Nurse 
has been appointed to this area. The total 
number of Associations affiliated to the Insti- 
tute in Northern Ireland ias 42. 


THE PRESIDENT'S 
STATEMENT 


The President, the Hon. Mrs. Barry, said 
that they held the annual meetings in Dubbn 
and in Belfast alternately in order that all 
the various friends interested in the work 
throughout Ireland might have an cppor 
tunity of hearing an account of their steward- 
ship. ‘The work of the Institute was two- 
fold. ‘They intended to have only the very 
best nurses who were highly trained and 
specially qualified for district nursing and 
public health work. But even the best nurses 
could not make a success of the work of the 
Institute without the local committee, who 
raised the funds and managed the affairs ol 
the associations in order to make the service 
possible. 

They realised how much they owed to the 
officials and office-bearers of the various 
affiliated associations throughout Ireland, and 
she was pleased to report that they had a 
Queen's Jubilee Nurse in every one of the 
thirty-two. counties of Ireland. It is over 
forty years since she personally formed a 
committee and got a Queen’s Jubilee Nurse 
established in County Galway, she added. 
Ever since that association was formed she 
had been doing her utmost to sugget to 
others that Queen's Jubilee Narse should be 
placed in every dispenSary district in Lreland. 
That is our ambition, and we shall not rest 
until our ambition is achieved.

FIRST PROSECUTION UNDER 
1935 ACT 


(BEFORE MR. HANNAN, D.J.) 

Messrs. E. Cosgrave and Sons, Ltd., 
victuallers, Ranelagh, Dublin, were sum- 
moned under the Pigs and Bacon Act, 1935, 
for coasigning for sale 612 cwt. of bacon, 
thereby exceeding by 141 cwt. their quots 
of 471 cwt. allowed. 

When the case was called, Mr. J. I. 
Maguire (instructed by Messrs. Ryan and 
O’Brien), for the defendants, said that the 
case arose out of a mistake in the business 
arrangements of the defendants, and it had 
been really due to a misapprehension on their 
part. They believed that the bacon con- 
signed to their own shop was not to be taken 
into account for the purpose of considering 
their allocation quota. There had been no 
intention on their part wilfully to defeat the 
provisions of the Act. 

Mr. T. O’Hanrahan (of Peart and 
’Hanrahan), prosecuting, on behalf of the 
Pigs and Bacon Board, mentioned that it 
was the first summons of its kind under the 
Act. He said that, although the Board took 
& very serious view of infringements of the 
Act, especially dealing with home sales 
regulations, the Board, having carefully con- 
sidered the present circumstances, were pre- 
pared not to press the case, which might be 
treated as leniently as was possible under 
the Statute. 

No evidence was heard, and Mr. Hannan, 
District Justice, held the offence proved, 
bat dismissed it under -the Probation Act.

PORTS AND SHIPPING. .............. 


HE.tide of the year has ebbed. The 
flotsam and jetsam of the affairs of men 
have been gathered by our contributors, and 
once again we present to Irish Times readers 
a record of the history of a lately-closed 


year. 


North and South alike have felt the inci- 
dence of time; the Governments have 
abandoned the policy of laissez-faire in the 
primary industry of Ireland—agriculture. 
Marketing schemes, bounties and subsidies 
are changing the economics of agriculture; 
while, in the South, the “ economic war’’’ is 
having the effect of giving to the word 
 acriculture ” a different meaning from that 
which it possessed a few years ago. Live- 
stock still forms the backbone of agriculture, 
but the Free State Government's tillage 
schemes have met with a greater response 
than in 1934 from farmers, who realised that 
unless they changed their economics they 
would be unable to share such subsidies as 


' the Government has offered, seemingly in the 


form of bait to induce the country to swallow 
the hook of the new industrial policy. 


The year opened with a ray of hope for 
those who, with sound reasoning, regard the 
partnership of the Free State with Great 
Britain and the Empire as being of the 
utmost importance, both politically and 
economically, The Coal-Cattle Pact had 
possibilities which might have been further 
developed—with due deference to the Secre- 


tary for Dominion Affairs of that period. Un-- 


fortunately, this was not done, although the 
pact enabled Great Britain to find work for 
many miners and to redeem any loss which 
might have been incurred by the withholding 
of the land annuities. Free State farmers 
obtained the doubtful privilege_of finding a 
market for extra-cattle at comparatively poor 
prices. 


To some extent the Free State Government

succeeded in finding the alternative markets 
which it announced its intention of seeking. 
Trade agreements were made with three Con- 
tinental countries, but the ratio of Irish pro- 


ducts sent in exchange to these countries can 
hardly be regarded as satisfactory. 

Port authorities give conflicting reports of 
gains and losses in the shipping trade. In 
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most cases, however, they have sought to im- 
prove the facilities which they can offer to 
shippers, 

The year in the counties of North and 
South is surveyed in a special feature. The 
brief accounts of the work of local authori- 
ties show that efforts to improve housing con- 
ditions are being made in virtually every 
district. Road, water and sewerage have re- 
ceived attention, but, in some cases, as a 
relief measure for the unemployed, and: not 
as part of a really genuine effort to improve 
public health. Many counties of the, Free 
State announce plans for the establishment 
of new general and fever hospitals with the 
aid of funds which are steadily accumulating 
under the charge of the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health. 

Northern Ireland records progress in 
housing, and is keeping abreast of the Free 
State in improving educational facilities— 
particularly of a technical nature, 

The great industries of the North retain 
their importance. The shipyards of Belfast 
launched over 100,000 tons of new shipping 
in 1935—a record for the United Kingdom, 
if not, indeed, for the world. The linen in- 
dustry showed some improvement in the 
latter part of the year, and from official 
figures it may be seen that forty per cent. 
of the output is absorbed by the United 
Kingdom market and more than twenty-five 
per cent, goes to the United States. The 
problem of flax supply, however, continues 
to afford some worry to the linen manu- 
facturers. 

New industries in the South are settling 
down to steady production, and we find that 
the number of new industrial issues in the 
Free State shows an increase on the record 
set up in 1934. The credit of the State is 
sound; this fact was clearly shown by the 
success of the Conversion Loan undertaken 
in November.

i tng census which is to be undertaken by 
the Department of Industry and Commerce 
during 1936 will reveal that the population 
of the Irish Free State has increased by 
about 65,000 persons during the ten years. 
According to the statistics of the 1926 
census, the number of people resident in the 
Free State was 2,971,992. This figure, it was 
estimated, had increased to 3,035,000 at the 
end of 1935. Although the latter figure 
necessarily must be accepted purely as 
approximate it has been computed on the 
basis of the annual increase of births over 
deaths and the excess of immigration over 
emigration. At the end of June the popu- 
lation was estimated at 3,033,000 persons. Of 
these 1,545,000 were males and 1,488,000 
females, so that the males were in the 
majority to the extent of 57,000. As the 
tendency for the latter half of the year was 
in the same direction, the 1936 Census is ex- 
pected to reveal a disparity still more pro- 
nounced. 


ULSTER’S STATISTICS. 


In Northern Ireland the population. esti- 
mated by the Registrar-General’s Department 
on June 30th last totalled 1,288,000 persons, 
an increase of slightly more than 23,000 since 
the census of 1926. Of this number 627,000 
were males and 661,000 females. Since the 
Six Counties are now included in Great 
Britain for the purpose of vital statistical 
returns, there will be no census in Northern 
Ireland this year. 

The census in the Free State will be carried 
ont on April 26. Before that date, through 
the medium of the Civic Guards, specially- 
prepared forms will be distributed to every 
occupied house in the Free State. It will be 
compulsory for the head of each household, on 
the date mentioned, to answer the different 
questions set out in the form. For example. 
he or she will be compelled to give details 
concerning the number of persons residing in 
the house on that date; their occupations, 
their ages and sex. Information will be re- 
quired as to each person’s religion, and 
whether they have a knowledge of the Trish 
language. Subsequently, the Civic Guards 
will collect the forms and forward them to 
the Statistics Branch of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, where the informa- 
tion will be tabulated and issued. 

Latest returns reveal a sharp increase in the 
Free State’s population during the past two 
years. This is shown in a very definite 
manner by the fact that, whereas in the past 
nine years the increase has been estimated 
at something over 60,000, the figure given for 
the year ended in June, 1955, showed an in- 
crease of 20,000 on the estimate for the middle 
of 1934. Of this increase 7,016 constituted 
the natural increase—the excess of births over 
deaths—during the first six months of 1935.

the time of writing, is a matter of some 
uncertainty. That branch of the Oireachtas 
has been sentenced to death, but the date of 
execution tremains to be fixed. It is, of 
course, within the power of the Government 
to grant a reprieve; but of that there is very 
little prospect. In these circumstances a 
review of the Senate’s work during the year 


must, to some extent, partake of the nature of 
an obituary notice. 


_Throughout 1955 the feeling of impending 
dissolution was noticeable in various ways. 


It was not that the attendance slacked off. 


The new members, who came in at the 
Triennial elections at the end of 1934, were 
probably much better in this respect than 
those whom they replaced. But there was a 
distinct falling-off in the debating power of 
the house, in the keenness with which bills 
were analysed, and especially in the number 
of amendments put forward. .The elections 
of 1934, owing to the substantial number of 
Fianna Fail Senators returned, gave the 
Government what amounted to a working 
majority in the House; and the new members 
soon realised that their chief function was to 
be present in the House and vote with the 
Government on all occasions. Older members 
on the Opposition side, who were accustomed 
to devote their time and talents to a careful 
examination of bills, and voice their views 
when occasion demanded, were driven into 
an attitude of “ what's the use?’’ and, in 
consequence, the number of amendments to 
bills during the year was much below the 
average. The number and volume of speeches, 
as the official reports show, were also below 
the average, and at the summer recess the 
Senate was able to rise within a week after 
the Dail; while, in previous years, it was 
always a grievance that it had to sit some 
times for weeks to clear up the business. It 
is, of course, easy enough to get, through 
legislative work if no points of difference are 
raised. 


ONE BIG DEBATE 


Apart from the bills sent up frem the Dail, 
all of which were passed in a more or less 
amended form, the only debate of a national 
character was introduced by Senator Baxter. 

His motion was: 

“ That a select committee consisting of 
nine Senators, ‘representative of all 
parties, be appointed to consider and 
report its opinion for the information 
and assistance of the Seanad on the 
national policy at present being pursued, 
with particular regard to its consequences 
on the economic and social life of the 
people.” 

Probably because the Senator was new to 
the House—it was his maiden effort—he 
adventured on such an ambitious and thorny 
subject. The outstanding implication was, 
of course, that something was wrong with. the 
existing “ national policy,” and that was a 
proposition that the Government could not 
admit. Mr. Baxter showed, in his review 
of the position, that he had given much 
thought to it, and hoped, in a studiously 
non-controversial way, to convince the House 
that a representative committee such as he 
suggested could make a valuable contribution 
to the nation’s store of knowledge. 

Senator Connolly, the Government spokes- 
man on that occasion, soon made it clear that 
it was unacceptable. 
said, “ really means the establishment of a 
super-Government, or super-Cabinet, which 
will decide what is right and what is wrong 
in regard to economic policy in this 
country .... While the Government is in 
office. and while it has authority from the 
people of this country, such a proposition 
cannot be tolerated.”? The debate lasted over 
two sittings, and the motion was declared lost 
without a division. 

None of the bills sent to the Senate during 
the year called for drastic action, and there 
was no occasion for the exercise of its powers 
of delay. In most cases amendments were 
made, and several of these were subsequently 
accepted by the Dail. 


BILLS DELAYED. 


~ It was because of the exercise of the power 


of delay, given to it by tho Constitution, 
that the Senate was marked out for destruc- 
tion. For that reason it-is of interest to 
recall the measures which were held up since 
the Fianna Fail Government took office.

POSITION OF SECOND CHAMBER 


T HE future oí the Free State Senate, at Constitution (Removal of Oath) Amend- 


ment Bill, 1932—This was intended to 
remove the Oath of Allegiance from the 
Constitution. It was passed by ‘the 
Senate, with certain amendments, on 
June 28th, 1932. The Dail disagreed 
with these amendments on July 12th, 
and when it came back to the Senate on 
July 20th that House insisted on the 
amendments. The Dail sent the bill 


back to the Senate, after the expiry of 
eighteen months, on March Ist, 1933, 
and it was again rejected on 19th March. 
Finally, a resolution was passed by the 
Dail on May 3rd, 1933, deeming the bill 
to be passed, and it was signed by the 
Governor-General on May 4th, 1933. 
This procedure was carried out as pre- 
scribed by Article 38a of the Constitution. 


Local Government (Dublin) Bill, 1933, which 
abolished the ‘‘ Commercial Register ” of 
the Dublin Corporation. Sent to Senate 
June 7th, 1933, and rejected June 14th. 
Sent again to Senate, under Article 38a, 
on. February 27th, 1935, and finally 
passed by Senate March 28th, 1935. 
Signed by Governor-General March 29th, 
1935. 


Local Government (Extension of Franchise) 
Pill. This extended adult suffrage 
to local elections. It was sent to the 
Senate June 28th, 1933, and was rejected 
by that House on July 12th, 1933, and 
thus held up for eighteen months. It 
was finally passed by the Senate March 
28th, 1935, and was signed by the 
Governor-General on March 29th, 1935. 


Constitution (Amendment No. 19) Bill— 
This proposed to limit the suspensory 
powers of the Senate to three months, 
instead of eighteen months. It was sent 
to the Senate, and held up by that House 
on June 28th, 1933. The period of delay 
expired on December 27th, 1934, but since 
then no steps have been taken to give it 
legislative effect. 


Wearing of Uniform (Restriction) Bill—Sent 
to Senate March 14th, 1934. Suspensory 
period expired September 135th, 19355. 
No steps have been taken to put it in 
operation. 


Constitution (Amendment No 24) Bill, 1934. 
.—This proposes to abolish the Senate 


Sent to the Senate May 25th, 1934.: 


Suspensory period expired November 
24th, 1945. 


Constitution (Amendment No 23) Bill, 1934. 
—This proposed to abolish University 
Representation in the Dail. Sent to the 
Senate July 5th, 1934. Suspensory 
period expires January 4th, 1936. 


In the Electoral (Revision of Con- 
stituencies) Bill, which alters the boundaries 
of several of the constituencies and reduces 
the number of deputies in the Dail from 153 
to 138, the Senate inserted amendments 
which, in effect, would have retained the 
existing constituencies, and it seemed likely 
that the measure would be held up. The 
Dail disagreed to these and when the bill 
was sent back to the Senate that House 
signified its desire for a conference with the 
Dail on the subject. This was refused, and, 
ultimately, the Senate passed the bill as sent 
up by the Dail. 


JOINT COMMITTEE PROPOSED. 


A curious situation is to be noted in con- 
nection with the bill limiting the period for 
which the Senate may delay legislation. The 
Senate did not actually hold up this 
measure, but passed a resolution requesting 
the Dail to agree to the setting up of a joint 
committee, consisting of five members of each 
House, ‘‘to consider and report on the 
changes, if any, necessary in the constitution 
and powers of the Senate,” and postponed 
the consideration of the bill until such time 
as the committee had reported. No notice 
was taken of this resolution, although it has 
remained on the Order Paper of the Dail at 
every sitting since it was passed on July 11th, 
1933. Following the expiration of the period 
of suspense, the bill was again sent to the 
Senate on April 11th, 1935, and rejected by 


that House on May ist, 4935. Although the 
statutory sixty days following this expired in 
the June following no action has since been 
taken to bring the bill into operation. 
Possibly, the Government has no apprehen- 
sion that the Senate will hold up another bill, 
or it may be that they are satisfied to await 
the abolition of the Senate, in which case they 
would have no further use for the bill. 


In the meantime there is much specula- 
tion as to whether the Government will 
carry out its declared intention finally to 
abolish the Second Chamber. In Fianna 
Fail quarters the view is held that the 
Government contemplates reform rather 
than abolition, even though steps have 
now been taken to have the Abolition 
Bill brought into operation. Some legal 
authorities advance the argument that, under 
the Constitution, it would not be legal for one 
House to abolish the other—that it would, in 
fact, be as much in order for the Senate to 
abolish the Dail as for the Dail to abolish 
the Senate. If this theory is carried to its 
logical outcome an interesting constitutional 
problem might be presented to the law courts. 
Of this there 1s every likelihood. 


President de Valera, when he spoke on the 
Second Reading of the Abolition Bill in the 
Senate, declared the Government’s intentions. 
“We feel,” he said, “that any propositions 
that have been put forward, and any. case so 
far made for the retention of the Second 
Chamber have not been convincing. . . From 
a theoretical point of view, we believe that 
no case which is sound can really be made for 
a Second Chamber. We believe also that the 
Seanad has justified all the apprehensions 
which, from a theoretical point of view, 
might be felt with regard to the action of 
any Second Chamber. I said in the Dail 
that I did not regard a Second Chamber as 
in any way a part of a representative system 
of government; that, in fact, in many re- 
spects, it would conflict, and is certain to con- 
flict, with any seheme of representative 
government.’’ 


CHAIRMAN’S DEFENCE. 


In the defence of the Second Chamber, 
made on the same occasion, by the Chairman 
of the Senate (Mr. T. Westropp-Bennett), he 
replied to the President's assertions as to 
the alleged dangers of a Senate, and pointed 
out that it was the rule rather than the 
exception in all civilised and democratic 
countries. The few countries where a Second 
Chamber was abolished were, he pointed out, 
invariably in a state of revolution and tur- 
moil. In such countries, too, single-chamber 
government usually led to dictatorship. These 
arguments were without effect, and the bill 
was pressed to a division. While all the 
members of the Opposition voted against it, 
the supporters of the Government, with one 
or two exceptions, voted for it. 


A Departmental Committee has been set up 
to consider what changes will be necessary in 
the Constitution when the bill becomes effec- 
tive. The Committee will have an arduous 
job, and much interest will be taken in its 
scheme when it is produced in the form of a 
comprehensive amendment of the Constitu- 
tion. 


~ When the Senate Abolition Bill becomes 
law the sixty members of that House will be 
disbanded. Eighteen of these will have 
served throughout its entire career. The 
official staff will also disappear. The Senate 
Chamber itself will be found another use; 
but what will -become of the casket which 
stands upon the Chairman’s desk when the 
Senate is in session? This was the gift of a 
famous Irishwoman, Mrs. Stopford Green, a 
member of the Senate for some years. It 
was, in her own words, intended ‘‘to be a 
perpetual memorial of the foundation of this 
body, and a witness in later times to its 
increasing service to the country.” 


Mr. Westropp-Bennett, in his speech of 
defence, suggested that the casket should be 
placed in the custody of the Royal Irish 
Academy, where it would remain “as a 
memorial of what we stood for and what we 
strove for, even though we strove in vain.” 
By Mrs. Green’s wish the casket contains the 
roll of the Senate’s members at the time of 
its presentation. The Senate, when accepting 
the gift, stipulated that the tribute with 
which Mrs. Green accompanied it also should 
be placed in the casket, 


The life of the Senate as part of the 
Oireachtas began with the inauguration of 
the Free State. Its first meeting was held 
on December 11th, 1922. It consisted of 
sixty members, one half nominated by the 
President of the Executive Council (Mr. W. 
T. Cosgrave) and the other elected by the 
Dail.~ Mr. Cosgrave’s selection was made 
under Article 30 of the Constitution, which 
required that Senators should be citizens who 
~ have done honour to the nation by reason 
of useful public service, or that, because of 
special qualifications or attainments, they 
represent important aspects of the nation’s 
life.” 

His nominations showed an earnest desire 
to carry out the stipulations of the Constitu- 
tion. He also had instruction from the Dail 
that he should provide representation for 
“ groups of all parties not adequate’. repre- 
sented in the Chamber.” In these circum- 
stances the following were his selection: —

ART TRAINING. 


More than a year ago a Special Committee 
was appointed to report on the .development 
of the Metropolitan School of Art. An out- 
come of the Committee’s work was a scheme 
for the raising of the status of the School of 
Art to that of a “ National College School of 
Art,” linked up. with certain provincial 
centres and endowed with powers similar to a 
university. During the past year the report 
has been under the consideration of the De- 
partments of Finance and Education, and 
financial provision for some such scheme will 
probably be found in next year’s Budget, with 
the to co-ordinating and improving 
present means and methods of teaching pure 
and applied art. 

The Municipal Art Gallery at Charlemont 
House, Dublin, saw, during 1935, the resigna- 
tion of Mr. J. J. Reynolds, who had been 
Curator of the Gallery since its inception, and 
who had so ably fought the cause of the 
restoration of the Lane Pictures. Mr. J. F. 
Kelly, a clerk in the Corporation, was 
appointed as his successor. The most im- 
portant event of the year was the acquisition 
by this Gallery of the gift by Sir John Lavery 
of 33 oil paintings of high artistic and 
historical worth. Some little difficulty as to 
the housing of these pictures was caused by 
their being allotted to the room which it was 
intended should be reserved for the hanging 
of the pictures left to Dublin under a codicil 
of the last will and testament of Sir Hugh 
Lane, but which the English authorities had 
seized and held as their own. 

DUBLIN’S ACQUISITION. 

Among the other works of special interest 
acquired by this Gallery are “ Conradesque, 
by John Keating, R.H.A. ; “ Low Tide,”’ by 
Jack B. Yeats, R.H.A., the gift of Mr. Justice 
Creed-Meredith ; Lucien Simon’s “St. Etienne.

Paterson, R.S.W., presented by Mr. Harold 
Steevens, and a large high relief in plaster of 
a keening scene, “ U-Lu-Lu,”’ by the 
sculptor, Mervyn Lawrence, a Dublin man. 
In the last week of November the Commis- 
sioners of the Haverty Trust held an exhibi- 
tion in the Mansion House, Dublin, of the 
works of living Irish artists, acquired under 
the terms of the Trust; This exhibition 
proved of great interest; one of the attrac- 
tions being that it was an opportunity for 
public authorities and large institutions to 
choose some of these pictures for the decora- 
tion of their own premises. A number of the 
pictures were applied for several times over, 
applications coming from Cork and Belfast 
municipalities, from public libraries and uni- 
versity colleges in different parts of the 
country, and also from the Irish College in 
Rome. Twenty-four oil paintings were on 
show and sixteen coloured drawings by 
William Conor, of Belfast. In the past 
twelve months the collection was augmented 
by the purchase of ‘‘ A Connemara Pattern,”’ 
by Charles Lamb, R.H.A.; the portrait of 
‘" The Late Rev. Father Dineen,” by Estella 
Soiomons, A.R.H.A.; Nano Reid’s ‘‘ Galway 


Peasant,” and ‘‘ Rhododendrons,’’ by 
Moyra Barry. 


EXHIBITIONS 


Many ‘‘ ene-man’’ shows were held in 
Dublin during the year. Perhaps the most pro- 
minent of these exhibitions were the shows of 
Barbara Robertson and Brigid O’Brien, There 
was the remarkable exhibition of woodcuts in 
colour by Bresslern-Roth at the Victor Wad- 
dington Galleries early in the year, and 
John Keating’s interesting show, mainly of 
Western tgpes.done in pastel, given in 
October. Mention must not be omitted of 
Mr. Harry Kernoff's exhibition.

EXTERNAL TRADE 


A SS to the last available ofhcial 
return, the Irish Free State’s adverse 
trading balance was £1,478,952. That was 
the margin on trade conducted during the 
month of October last. 

This figure represented the adverse balance 
at its third highest stage during the year, 
the only other occasions on which the total 
was exceeded being March (£1,984,429) and 
May . (£1,764,539). The average adverse

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NEW ROADS FOR 
DUBLIN 
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TRAFFIC SIGNALS 


g- 
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M OST residents of Dublin are guite un- 
aware of the changes that have been 
made in the, city’s thoroughfares, and still 
more do not know of the changes planned 
for the future. The greater part of tle work 
is concerned with widening streets, improving 
corners, road surface improvements and 
traffic signalling. 

New roads are being male with a view to 
future needs, and all changes .nd additions 
to streets in, through and out of Dublin 
have been. made in relation to a _ pre- 
conceived plan of town development. 


Along the canal from Dolphin’s Barn 
Bridge to the Herberton road bridge a new 
concrete roadway has been constructed, 
giving a continuous modern traffic highway 
along the canal from Herberton ro-~ Bridge 
to Haddington road—with the exception of 
the length between Charlemont street Bridge 
and Leeson street Bridge. This improvement 
provides on the South side of the city what 
is virtually a continuous additional circular 
road, which greatly facilitates traffic. 


WIDENING PLAN. 


Progress has been made with the linking 
together of the various road units that form 
what may be described as the Western 
Circular Road. This extends from Kenil- 
worth square to the Rialto. A new wide 
concrete roadway has been completed over 
the entire length of the former “Dar: Lane,” 
now known as “ Sundrive road.” Minor 
widenings are to be carried out at the junc- 
tion of this road with the Kimmage road, 
South. Widening has been arranged also at 
the junction of Kimmage road, South, and 
King’s road, North. Herberton road has 
been widened and concreted from Crumlin 
road to the Rialto, a wide junction being 
provided at the latter place. 

The old corkscrew bridge on the Herberton 
road has been demolished. 
capable of accommodating modern traffic 
and on a new line is in process of com- 
pletion, while at the other end, near Kenil- 
worth Park, a new connecting road is being 
made between Charleville road and the Lark- 
field housing scheme. There will thus be 
provided in a short time a continuous link 
from Kenilworth road, via Sundrive road, 
to the Rialto.

A NEW BY-PASS. 


During the year the Little Green widehing 
scheme was completed. Considerable pro- 
gress has been made with the new by-pass 
road to the Cook street housing scheme, 
which will divert westward traffic from the 
steep hill at Exchange street and Lord 
Edward street. 

As regards 
street scheme, 


the George’s street-Wexford 
progress has been made in 
the application for the appointment of an 
arbitrator to assess compensation for com- 
pulsorily acquired sites, and, in the mean- 
time, the Corporation is concluding amicable 
settlements with a number of the property 
owners. 

Bow Bridge, Inchicore, 
construction. Harold’s Cross Bridge over 
the Grand Canal will shortly be recon- 
structed, and the widening of Parnell Bridge 
has been planned.

Negotiations with virtually all the property 
owners in Grattan Crescent, Inchicore, have 
been completed. The small cottages to be 
demolished have already been’ vacated. As 
soon as new premises have been built to take 
the place of existing shops, the work will 
be carried through, and a new Grattan 
Crescent will come into being as a valuable 
traflic artery. At present it is only used by 
the incoming ‘buses, but the new way will 
be a by-pass for Naas road traffic. 

ST. STEPHEN’S GREEN. 

A new widening scheme at the bottle- 
neck junction of Harcourt street with St. 
Stephen’s green, South, and Cuffe street 
will considerably improve traffic facilities at 
that spot. Widenings are to be effected at 
Gface Park road and the Botanic road at 
the Fairfield road corner. The tram service 
along Haddington road and Londonbridge 
road has been ‘discontinued for some time 
in favour’ of a *btis servicé, and the Tram- 
way Company has taken up its tracks. The 
whole roadway has been relaid from North- 
umberland road to Teishtown with new silent 
paving. ' ” 


FUNDS FOR IRISH 
HOSPITALS 
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SWEEPSTAKE TOTALS 
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A LTHOUGH handicapped to some extent 
by the operation of anti-lottery legisla- 
tion in England—previously a very big 
market for sweepstake tickets—the Irish 
Hospitals Sweepstakes had another success- 
ful year.

PLAZA FIRE 


On the morning of April 24th the sweep- 
stake organisation lost a great part of its 
office space and, in fact, what had become 
almost world-famous as “ the home of the 
Irish sweeps’’—the Plaza, Middle Abbey 
street, Dublin—by fire. Fortunately, no 
counterfoils were in the building, as these 
are kept in fireproof strong-rooms at the 
Hospitals’ Trust headquarters in Earlsfort 
terrace. Duplicates of records destroyed by 
the fire also existed in the Exchequer street 
branch of the Trust. The Plaza, however, 
was gutted, and with it went the big drum 
from which nurses had drawn counterfoils 
carrying prizes all over the world. A large 
quantity of stationery, including tickets for 
despatch, was destroyed. 


A quick piece of reorganisation followed, 
and the next draw—that on the Derby— 
was held in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
where the first two sweeps were drawn. The 
old drum used for these early sweepstakes 
was brought into again. The setting 
for the draw was “ Spring,’’ and the lorry 
carrying the counterfoils to the Mansion 
House was designed in the form of a floral 
representation of the drum, surmounted by 
the figure of that fabled bird, the Phofwix, 
arising from its ashes.

'N his Budget for 19°5-36, Mr. Sean 
. Mackntee, Free State Minister for Finance, 
had te provide for an estimated expendittire 
of over 54 million pounds, with only a little 
more than 28 million pounds as the antici- 


pated yield of eurrent tax and non-tax re-. 


venues. He filled the gap in three ways— 
through new and imereased taxation - by 
deductions from published estimates; and 
by the now customary method of Separating 


capital non-recurrent expenditure from that 


which might be called normal. 

Under the first heading, the following new 
and increased taxation was imposed :—6d, 
per cwt. upon imported wheat, 4d. per Ib. 
on tea, a farthing per lb. on sugar, 8d. per 
Ib. on tobacco, 8d. a gallon on motor oils, 
a 90 per cent. increase of taxation on the 
higher-priced seats in cinemas, a 25 per cent. 
imcrease in the Property Tax, and several 
new Customs duties and minor income tax 
changes. From these he expects to obtain 
additional revenue totalling £1,185,000. 

The Minister expected to decrease expendi- 
ture by about two million pounds; and 
under the third heading he expressed the 
intention to meet by borrowing the sum of 
£2,159,000. These items added together 
amount to over 5, million pounds, and with 
an additional million to be deducted for over- 
estimation, left about £10,000 less than the 
expected yield of tax and non-tax revenue.

On the expenditure side, Central Fund 
services are responsible for £3,344,699 for 
the period April-December, 1955, as com- 
pared with £3,097,675 for the corresponding 
period of 1934. The allocation to Supply 
Services increased from £15,856,255 in-1934 
to £16,125.426 in 1935. These figures show 
a net increase in expenditure amounting to 
£516,195. as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of last year, and a net increase in 
revenue of £1,128,628. The total effect 
that, while both income and expenditure 
have increased for the period, the increase 
in revenue exceeds that of expenditure by 
£612,435.

ORTHERN IRELAND had a better hire road transport operating passenger or 
year, both in industry and State"Go0ds services—about 2,000 separate under- 


finance; than in 1934, when the Government 
faced considerable financial difficulty and had 
to balance its Budget from reserves. The 
situation was saved by an important change 
in the Re-Insuranée Agreement under the 
Unemployment Acts, as a result of which 
Northern Ireland will receive during the 
presch’ financial year an estimated sum of 
£640,000 from Great Britain. The estimated 
expenditure in Northern Ireland this year is 
£12,554;000, and the revenue is calculated 
at £12,552,000. “Had the Northern Exchequer 
not received this increased contribution 
under the Re-insurance Agreement there 
would have been a serious deficit, and the 
Minister of Finance would have been hard 
pressed to devise expedients for balancing 
his Budget. | 

Under the existing financial arrangement 
of the Government of Ireland Act, and the 
Co!wyn Award, all revefiue collected in 
Northern Ireland is used to meet the cost 
of Northern ‘Ireland sérvices, and any sur- 


plus goes to the British Exchequer as 


Northern Treland’s contrjbution to Imperial 
services, Consequently, if the yield. of taxa- 
tion, almost 90 per cent. of which is imposed 
at, Westminster, is not sufficient to meet the 
cost of Northern services, Northern Ireland 
must make good the deficit. This happened 
in recent years, atid the: main reason why an 
Educational Levy’ has been imposed on 
Northern local authorities is to relieve the 
burden on State finances. It also explains 


» the demand for revaluation to secure another 


£200,000 or £300,000 per annum in income 
tax. When the Northern Government was 
established, Northern Ireland's surplus re- 
venue over expenditúre was in the region of 
£7,000,000, but with the decrease in yields 
of taxation and increased expenditure on 
social services the surplus gradually de- 
creased, until, in 1934, it completely dis- 
appeared, and the Budget had to be balanced 
from reserves and the imposition of the 
Education Levy and savings on estimates to 
the extent of £80,000. 

Northern Ireland has still a higher rate 
of unemployment in relation to the insured 
population than Great Britain, and is only 
exceeded by the distressed areas of Great 
Britain, but per head of the general popula- 
tion it is not so different from Great Britain. 


MOTOR TAXATION. 


Northern motorists pressed for a reduction 
of 25 per cent. in the £1 horse-power tax. 
The Minister of Fimance was unable to grant 
the whole of this, but he granted a 125 per 
cent. reduction, bringing the horse-power tax 
down to 17s. 6d., instead of £1. This con- 
cession operates from 1st January, 1936, and 
its cost to the Road Fund in the present 
financial year will be about £25,000. He 
also reduced the tax on heavy oils for motor 
vehicles, at a cost to the Road Fund of 
£1,500 in the present year, while the duty 
on trailers attached to private cars was re- 
duced from £4 to £2, at a cost of £500 to the 
Road Fund. A reduction in the entertain- 
ment duty on “living theatres” cost the 
Exchequer £5,000, leaving the estimate for 
Imperial Contribution and surplus at 
£13,000. 


ROAD TRANSPORT. 


The most important legislative measure 
passed by the Northern Parliament during 
the year was the- new Transport Bill to co- 
ordinate road and rail transport services. 
Its provisions became operative on Ist Sep- 
tember, and after that date no road motor 
services for goods or passenger transport 
were allowed to operate without a permit 
from the new Road, Transport Board. The 
Road Transport Board has complete control 
of all road goods and passenger Services. It 
was nominated by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, and consists of :—Mr. D. L. Clarke, 
O.B.E. (Chairman); the Right Hon. the 
Earl of Enniskillen; Messrs. James & 
Haslett, Samuel G. Haughton, David W. 
Smyth, D.L. ; Robert E. Smyth, D.L., and 
James E, Wilson. a 
The road and rail transport co-ordination 
scheme for Northern Ireland As the most 
complete yet devised in any country, and 
differs in many essentials from that in 
operation in the Free State. The Road 
Transport Board is authorised to ith 
either by agreement or arbitration, all public 


takings. Many of these have already been 
acquired, and others are in process of being 
transferred. This Board will then form with 
the railway companies a Joint Committee, 
which will pool the road transport and rail- 
way receipts and co-ordinate transport ser- 
vices. This Joint Committee will be subject 
to the control of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, and there will be also an Appeal 
Tribunal to prevent the making of unreason- 
able fares, rates or charges, and to ensure 
efficient, economical anl convenient trans- 
port services to the public. The Transport 
Board will have power to issue stock and to 
obtain loans under a Government guarantee, 
for a period of five years, to enable it to 
acquire all road motor transport. If the 
price agreed upon or fixed by the Tribunal 
for acquiring road transport undertakings 
by the Transport Board is less than £5,000, 
the owner of the undertaking will be entitled 
to have the amount paid in cash, and if over 
that amount, the first £5,000 will be paid in 
cash and the excess in Transport stock. 
The bill does not interfere with the ad- 
ministration or capital of the railway com- 


- 


panies. The road transport undertakings of : 


the Belfast Corporation and of the London- 
derry and Lough Swilly Railway are exempt 
from the operations of the Transport Board, 
but the passenger and freight road transport 
services of the railway companies operating 
in Northern Ireland will come under its 
control. Local carriers in Belfast and Lon- 


donderry will be able to continue their busi- 
ness, while merchants and manufacturers 


throughout the Six Counties are not pre- 


vented from carrying goods in their own 
vehicles. The main object of the bill is to 
eliminate wasteful road transport competi- 
tion and to prevent uneconomic competition 
between road and rail transport. 

For the purpose of pooling the net receipts 
of the Road Transport Board and the rail- 
ways, standard years have been fixed--1932 
for road transport and the mean of the years 
1924 and 1932 for railways—and the pool 
will be divided according to the proportions 
of the net receipts in these standard years. 

An important provision is that farmers 
way.carry goods for neighbours residing 
within a mile from their residence, or a 
greater distance -if the Ministry of Home 
Affairs is satisfied that circumstances, make 
this necessary. | 


WATER SUPPLY. 

The Governor of Northerh Ireland, the 
Duke of Abercorn, inspected the ‘'tnahe “ish 
reservoir and inaugurated the new. water 
supply for the City of Londonderry in 
November. The scheme, whicli had © een’ in 
progress since 1927,- is capable of: providing 
double the present population of the city 
with a constant»supply of pure water. Its 
net cost was under £400,000. ts 

Originated by a former city engineer (the 
late Mr. M. A. Robinson, -M-Inst.C.E.), the 
scheme provides for the supply of 3,000,000 
gallons of filtered water per day, with possi- 
bilities of extension when required. Situated 


—™ 


in a valley in the Sperrin Mountains, south 
of Limavady, the reservoir was f ‘med by 
damming the Altnaheglish River. 

The. site is reached by a specially con- 
structed road, branching off the London- 
derry-Belfast road near Dungiven. Five 
reinforced concrete bridges were built to 
earry the road across the river at the different 
points. The aqueduct between the Altna- 
heglish reservoir and t : Creggcan reservoir 
on the north-west bank of the river has a 


‘total length of 20.6 miles, and crosses over 


or under twelve rivers and ’wvo railways. 
In addition, it passes through the Corrody 
Hill in a tunnel 471 vards long. 

The scheme was carried out by direct 
labour under Major W. Cresswell, 0.B.E., 
M.Inst.C.E., the Corporation ' waterworks 
engineer. Mr, W.. P. Osman; M.Inst.C.E., 
was resident engineer on the reservoir. 

AUTOMATIC TELEPHONES. 

The automatic system of telephones was 
introduced in Belfast in November, the 
transfer from the manual to the automatic 
system being carried out with the minimum 
of - mmeonvenience to-the 12,000 telephone 
subscribers in the area. It was the largest 
single conversion to automatic telephones 
that has been carried out in Great Britain 
or Ireland. The new system. was formally 
inaugurated by the Postmastert-General, the 
Right Hon. G. T. Tryon. The cost was 
£154,000 for. buildings, including the new 
Telephone House, Cromac street, Belfast, 
and £500,000 was expended upon apparatus 
and ‘cables. 


SIX-COUNTY 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL SYSTEM

FINANCES OF QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY 


INCE the Northern Ireland Education 
Act was passed, the Belfast Education 
Committee has built nineteen new schools in 
Belfast. In addition, Catholic managers 
have provided two large schools, and the 
Education Committee has reconditioned and, 
in many. cases, enlarged the seventy-six 
schools transferred to it. The present pro- 
gramme of the Belfast Committee includes 
the provision of ten more new schools, in- 
cluding the model school, and two of these 
are nearing completion. Each new school 
will accommodate between 800 and 1,000 
pupils, and the cost of each is about. £20,000. 
In the whole of Northern Ireland 109 
schools have been provided by the Regional 
Education Committee, according to the last 
report of the Ministry of Education, and 508 
schools have been transferred to these Com- 
mittees. Voluntary schools, however, still 
play an important part in the educational 
system, Of the total of 1,790 elementary 
schools in Northern Ireland, 1,173 are 
voluntary schools, and 1,107 of these are 
under either clerical or lay individual 
managers, Virtuaily all the Catholic schools 
are under clerical management. The total 
number of pupils on the rolls of provided 
and transferred schools under the Regional 
Committees is 93,283, whereas 110,267 are on 
the rolls of voluntary schools, and of this 
number only 9,283 are in schools under 
statutory committees. 


CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 


The vreligiows denominations of the 
children attending all the schools in Nor- 
thern Ireland are as follow :— Roman Catholic, 


74.517; Presbyterians, 62,628; Church of 


Ireland, 54,126; Methodist, 7,263; others, 


5.409. Total, 203,943. The case is frequently 


put forward on behalf of Catholic managers 
that, while they are supplying school accom- 
modation for the largest number of pupils of 
any denomination, they receive an inadequate 
amount from public funds for the upkeep of 
their schools and the provision of new build- 
ings. The reply of the Ministry is that they 
receive exactly the same grants as Protestant 
managers who: have not transferred their 
schools or established statutory committees. 

The Ministry of Education’s policy of 
amalgamation and reorganisation of educa- 
tional facilities resulted in a reduction of the 
number of elementary schools; the total is 
now slightly. below 1,800. The provided and 
transferred ‘schools have increased in 
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number, but there are forty fewer voluntary 
schools. In 1930 there were 1,414 schools, 
with an average attendance sufficient to 
justify the appointment of only one or two 
teachers ; in 1934 this number had fallen to 
1,317. In 1930 there were fiftv-four schools, 
with an average for the vear sufficient for 
the appointment of nine or more teachers; 


in 1954 this number increased to seventy- 
seven. 


MEALS FOR CHILDREN 


Arrangements are now made in an in- 
creasing number of schools, particularly in 
the country districts, to provide the children 
with warm food at mid-day. Cocoa is now 
served to all pupils in many schools, and a 
few schools also serve hot milk, soup and 
boiled rice. This scheme is apart from those 
operating in Belfast and other centres for 
the provision by the Education Authority of 
free meals for necessitous children. 

Before 1935 teachers’ salaries in Northern 
Ireland were paid by the State, but the 
Government decided in 1934 to impose an 
educational levy not exeeeding ls. in the £ 
for ‘‘ educational services,’’ the main item 
in which is the cost of the salaries of elemen- 
tary school teachers. In Ireland the salaries 
of these teachers was always a State charge, 
and they were so reckoned under the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act and the financial 
arrangements made at the establishment of 
the Northern Pariiament. The British 
Treasury has frequently pointed out, how- 
ever, that in Northern Ireland no contribu- 
tion is made from the rates for this purpose, 
as in Great Britain. 

The total number of pupils in secondary 
schools at the beginning of 1935 was 12,974— 
an inadequate number in a population of 
nearly 14 million. 2,476 of these were in 
preparatory schools, 7,618 in intermediate 


schools, and 2,880 in post intermediate. The. 


number of full-time teachers employed in 
preparatory: schools is 114, and in secondary 
schools 626, and the number of part-time 
teachers 279. The total amount of increment 
grants (including principals’ grant) payable 
by the Ministry in 73 preparatory and 
secondary schools (including convent and 
Christian Brothers’ Schools) was £66,338 last 
year, and the total of capitation grants 
£95,628. 


TECHNICAL TRAINING. 
Belfast has one of the largest and best- 
equipped Colleges of Technology in Great 


Britain or Ireland. It is becoming a centre 
not only for Belfast students, but for a large 
part of Northern Ireland, and is affliated to 
Queen’s University for supplying practical 
instruction leading up to engineering and 
other degrees. Last year there were 8,255 
students attending the College of Technology 
—more than one-third of the total number of 
students attending technical classes in 
Northern Ireland. 2,362 of this number were 
in commercial classes (including language 
classes) ; 2,145 in science (pure and applied) 
and mathematics classes ; 107 in handicrafts; 
2,552 in domestic science ; 523 in art classes; 
313 in the junior commercial] schools; 500 in 
the junior technical schools; 232 were 
apprentices, and 106 were in other classes. 


QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY. 


Queen’s University, Belfast, is the key- 
stone of education in Northern Ireland, and 
each year it is playing a more important part 
in the cultural development of the North. Last 
year there were 1,484 students attending the 
University. Of this number 516 were in the 
medical faculty, 489 in the arts, 187 science 
faculties, and.118 in the applied science and 
technology section, while the remainder were 
in ‘the law, commerce, agriculture and 
theology faculties. Local authorities re- 
cognise the importance of Queen’s to the com- 
munity, and last vear contributed £7,509 in 
grants from the rates to the University. Of 
this sum £4,250 was contributed by Belfast. 
Queen's University also receives £26,000, a 
statutory grant under the Government of 
Ireland Act; £4,000 under the Queen’s 
University Act (Northern Ireland), 1928; 
and £10,000 as a grant hitherto charged on 
the Church Temporalities Fund, making a 
total of £50.000. The total income of Queen's 
University is £91,239, which is a small sum 
compared with that received by universities 
in Great Britain with a less number of 
students than Queen’s University’s 1,484, 
Bristol University. for instance, with 429 
less students (1,055), has a total income of 
£189,428 ; Sheffield, with 1,034 students, an 
income of £143,607; Aberdeen, with 1,284 
students, . £120.763; Birmingham, 1,746 
students, income £212,346. 

The University authorities are proposing 
to establish a men students’ hostel at Queen’s 
Elms, opposite the University. The houses 
in Queen’s Elms are the property of the Uni- 
versity, and it is proposed to commence the 
hostel with accommodation for forty 
students.

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‘EDUCATION PLANS FOR THE FUTURE 


TECHNICAL TRAINING IN THE FREE STATE 


ROGRESS in education in the Free State 
during 1935 outstrips, both in actual de- 
velopment and planning for the future, the 
activity of any previous year since the 
setting up of the present régime. 

Good headway was made in encouraging 
the use of Irish in the schools as the 
medium of tuition in elementary education. 
It is felt, however, that there is still much 
to be desired in regard to the application of 
the language on an extended scale, but the 
determination which characterised the ex- 
pression of policy by the Minister for 
Education during the year will play an im- 
portant part in the promotion of the 
scheme. 

The advancement of the language as a 
medium is well exemplified by the growth 
in the number of schools where the policy 
has been supported. Even five years ago 
there was only a handful of Irish schools 
in the Gaeltacht, but in 1931, outside the 
143 schools in the Fior Gaeltacht, there 
were another forty schools in the Gaeltacht 
and Breac Gaeltacht and forty-five schools 
in the Gaeltacht in which all the work was 
being done in Irish—a total of 228 schools. 
At the beginning of 1935 there were 386 all-

Irish schools in the country, the increase 
being approximately 70 per cent. For every 
Gaelic-speaking school in the Gaeltacht in 
1931 there were three during 1935.) In 
Dublin City there was an increase from 17 
to 36. The secondary schools could be put 
in the same category, because 68 of them— 
more than one-fifth of the total number— 
adopted Irish as the medium for the full 
programme, 


In primary schools the development 
received a distinct fillip since, in the begin- 
ning of the year, the Minister for Education 
extended the ali-Irish programme to the 
first standard classes. Vocational education 
is also being embraced in the scheme to train 
Irish-speaking teachers, and it is significant 
of still further developments that Gaeltacht 
candidates are receiving preference in ap- 
pointment to teaching ‘positions. 


TECHNICAL TRAINING. 


It was in the technical branch, however, 
that one of the most important features of 
educational planning was provided. In June 
last the Department of Education announced 
its decision to discard the existing system of 
technical school examinations and substitute 
during the coming year a new scheme which 
has been drawn up by a departmental com- 
mittee of experts. The superseded system 
has been in operation since 1915, and pro- 
vided for graded examinations over a period 
of four years in courses relating to the build- 
ing trades, electrical, mechanical and motor 
car engineering, applied chemistry, com- 
merce, domestic economy and art. It 
featured compulsory grouping of subjects in 
each year of a course and the necessity of 
completing the examination in any group in 
order to be eligible for admission to the 
examinations of the next year’s group of any 
course. Experience revealed that as a ready 
means of testing actual technical attainment 
this was defective, and offered little attrac- 
tion to students whose attendance at tech- 
nical schools was limited or those anxious to 
obtain certified evidence of practical skill in 
trade subjects at an early stage in the course 
of their employment. “The new scheme will 
completely revise the programme, and, based 
essentially on occupational requirements, is 
better able to assist the liaison between the 
school and the factory, so necessary in view 
of the increasing industrial activity. It will 
enable the cenienting of that association, and 
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make the programme more conformable t¢ 
the practical needs of the students. 

The problem of the school-leaving age wag 
again in evidence, Involving, as it does, 
from a legislative point of view, many, 
serious considerations in a country like tha 
Free State, where such a large proportion of 
the five million pounds which education 
demands annually is borne by the Central 
Fund, the Department set up an inter- 
departmental committee, which made an exe 
haustive investigation of the position and is 
preparing a report. Another body which sat 
during the year was the Industrial Schools 
Commission to hear proposals aiming at the 
improvement of the industrial school system 
as a corrective method and a means of 
character shaping. 

It is interesting to note, too, that the opens 
air school for children under treatment, 
which was opened at the Peamount Sana- 
torium in May last by the Minister for 
Education, was the first open-air school of 
its kind in the Free State. The Minister 
in October last expressed his appreciation of 
the work being done by the Order of St, 
John of God in charge of St. Augustine’s 
Colony for mental defectives at Obelisk 
Park, Blackrock, ‘County Dublin. Mr. 
Derrig visited the colony and saw the new 
training in agricultural field work and other 
suitable trades for the fifty young patients 
who are being cared for there. 


INADEQUATE ACCOMMODATION. 


In Dublin City complaint has been made 
regarding the inadequate school accommoda- 
tion and the lack of sanitation, especially im 
older buildings, and criticism of the con- 
ditions was made by members of the Dublin 
Branch of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation. In fact, there is, unfore 
tunately, still a very large number of in- 
sanitary schoolhouses. In the rural areas 
the problem is largely one of replacement: 
in the towns and cities, in addition to the 
replacement of buildings which are wholly 
unsuitable, many schools which are consider- 
ably overcrowded require to be enlarged. 

At the beginning of the year the number 
of primary schools in operation in the Free 
State was 5,306, the majority of them having 
been built from State grants and local con- 
tributions in the proportion of £2 to £1 
respectively, while 68 new schools were 
under construction; seconcdhry schools 
numbered 311; training colleges under 
private management, 5; preparatory col- 
leges, 7; continuation or technical schools, 
803; schools of art, 1; training schools of 
domestic economy, 3. The average number 
of pupils on rolls in primary schools wae 
502,661, and the average attendance was over 
420,000. In the training colleges the pupils 
numbered over 700, and in preparatory col- 
leges the total roll was over 600. More 
than 62,000 students were enrolled in the 
continuation or technical schools, 


In addition to a number of primary schools 
built in Dublin and several parts of the 
country, new technical schools were being 
planned or in the course of erection im 
Dublin City (2), Cork City, Limerick City, 
Waterford City, Bray, Drogheda, Dun 
Laoghaire, Galway, Sligo, Wexford, Carlow, 
Cavan (5), Clare (2), Co. Cork (7), Galway, 
(3), Kerry (4), Kildare (4), Kilkenny (3), 
Leitrim (4), Leix (3), Limerick (6), Longs 
ford, Louth (3), Mayo (5), Momaghan (2), 
Offaly (4), Roscommon (3), Sligo (2), 
Tipperary (7), Waterford (2), Westmeath 
(1) and Wicklow (3). 


FREE SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The agitation for the provision of free 
school books for necessitous children again 


gained some prominence, but so far nothing 


definite has come of it, and it is doubtful if 


‘any such concession will ever be granted, 


Education in the universities has con- 
tinued on more or less uneventful lines 
during 1935, there being little fluctuation in 
the total student rolls. In Trinity College 
the total increased by four, from 1,484 to 
1,488. Here some interesting changes were 
effected in October—the reorganisation of the 
Law School and the.Honours School of Legal 
Science; the School of Economics and 
Political Science was changed to a four-year 
full course. Previously the course had been 
confined to two years. It is to be noted also 
that music has been made &a subject in the 
two final years for ordinary arts candidates. 

There was virtually no change at 
University College, Dublin, during the year.

SUCCESSFUL MARKETING SCHEMES

HE main problem confronting the agri- 
cultural industry in Northern Ireland is 
one of organisation. Recent marketing legis- 
lation has been designed to give to the 
efficient farmer a fair price for his produce, 
and provide for the consumer goods of first- 
class quality at a reasonable cost. It was for 
this reason that provision was made in the 
Milk and Milk Products Act for the creation 
of the Joint Milk Council—composed of re- 
presentatives, not alone of producers and 
distributors, but also of consumers, together 
with an independent element nominated by 
the Ministry of Agriculture—which has 
power to fix wholesale and retail milk prices. 
In Northern Ireland the number of milch 
cows in 1935 was about 250,000—the same as 
in 1954—and there was an increase of 32 per 
cent. in milk sold to creameries during the 
year. 

The Joint Milk Council has brought the 
primary producer and the processing industry 
into harmony. In this respect it has been 
more successful than the Milk Marketing 
Board in England and Wales. 


THE PIG INDUSTRY. 


The pig industry is making steady progress 

since the Pig Industry Council was set up 
under the Agricultural Marketing Act, 1934. 
The Council determines prices of pigs sold to 
curers, advises the Ministry of Agriculture as 
to the granting of new licences for bacon- 
curing, and initiates schemes for research 
and education in the industry. 
The pig population in Northern Ireland has 
nearly doubled in the two years since the 
pigs marketing scheme began, and now stands 
at over 500,000. Notwithstanding this in- 
crease, the pork price is to-day 15s. per dead 
cwt. better than three years ago. The Board 
is elected by 32,000 pig producers in the six 
counties. 

The number of live stock in the country is 
still increasing at the expense of the acreage

under crops. Wheat and barley are the only 
exceptions. In 1931 the acreage under wheat 
was 5,055; now it is 9,067. During the crop 
year 1934-1935, £51,281 was paid to Northern 


Ireland producers in subsidies from the 
Wheat Commission. 


The cattle population of 799,000 is the 
largest since 1922, when it was estimated at 
800,000, and the total number of sheep 817,804 
is the largest ever recorded in Northern Ire- 
land. The output of cattle from Northern Ire- 
land farms has increased from 164,000 in 
1933-2324 to 184,000 in 1934-35, an increase 
which is partly accounted for by the subsidy 
under the Cattle Industry .Emergency Pro- 
visions) Act. The price of fat cattle has fallen 
still further in 1955, but the payment out of 
the Cattle Fund of 5s. per live cwt. on fat 
cattle licensed during the past year would 
bring the average price of fat cattle to well 
above the 1934 and 1911-'13 lovel. Under the 
Beef Subsidy, Northern Ireland fat cattle pro- 
ducers received £267,455 by the end of 
October. - 


The number of pigs in the country has in- 
creased from 380,348 in 1934 to 457,873 in 
1935, while the output of pigs for bacon has 
increased from 410,000 in 1934 to 560,000 in 
1935. The cow population has gene up from 
39,837 to 47,436 between 1934 and 1935, which 
indicates that there will be an increase in 
production of something like 100,000 in 1936. 

One of the main factors in making possible 
the expansion in the production of live stock 
for food has been the presence of a market in 
Great Britain for Northern Ireland produce. 
This is true of other products besides bacon 
and hams, of which there is a surplus which 
cannot be consumed in Northern Ireland. In 
the first nine months of 1935, compared with 
the same period in 1934, exports of bacon 
have increased from 126,120 to 163,825, hams 
from 82,395 to 90,711, pork from. 24,226 to 
29.781, poultry from 112,611 to 114,680, 
potatoes from 1,991,997 to 2,073,929, and fruit 
exports have increased from 18,198 to 50,449. 
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The above view shows on the right the mediaeval Castle, 
which was one of the chains of border fortresses built to 
defend the Norman Pale.

HELPS AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY 


INANCIALLY and otherwise, the past 

year was one of the best in the Royal 
Dublin Society’s history. In all its activi- 
tus progress was recorded—a great achieve- 
ment for a Society now in its third century. 
Mach of this headway can be attributed to 
the enterprise and foresight of the Society’s 
Director, Mr. Edward Bohane, C.B.E., 
LL.D. 

From the countryman’s point of view, the 
most important events are the Society’s 
shows in March, May and August. These 
fixtures have steadily grown in importance, 
despite the economic depression. At the last 
March bull show and sale a total of £21,518 
changed hands, and a top price of 260 gns. 
was paid by the Department of Agriculture 
for a Dairy Shorthorn bull of great promise 
from Mr. R. A. Latta, Ballinakiln, Co. Wex- 
ford. The general level of prices was lower 
than in 1934, when the total realised was 
£23,981, but trade was steady. 

SAORSTAT HALL OF INDUSTRIES 

The Spring Show, held early in May, 
though handicapped by a tramway strike, 
resulted in an aggregate attendance of 
95,615 persons during the five days, as 
against 74,556 in 1934. The transport diffi- 
culty was partially overcome by the provision 
of a service of Army lorries to the Show. 
This action on the part of the Army was

repaid by the Society granting the use of the 
Jumping Enclosure free of charge for the 
Military ‘Tattoo, which was held in Sep- 
tember. 

The Spring Show also marked the open- 
ing of the Saorstat Hall of Industries for 
the display of Irish-made goods. What was 
formerly known as the South Hall, originally 
built in 1863, was completely transformed at 
an expenditure of over £10,000. So great 
was the demand for space that a temporary 
annexe had to be erected for the overflow 
exhibits. The work of reconstruction was 
carried out in record time, but it created 
another problem—the provision of accom- 
modation for the animals usually shown in 
the South Hall. This was solved by re- 
arranging and extending the East Hall, 
where special stalls were erected. 

In connection with the Women’s Industrial 
Development Association, a parade of manne- 
quins was held in the Members’ Hall for 
the purpose of displaying all-Irish outfits for 
women and, children, 

ATTENDANCE AT HORSE SHOW 

The Dublin Horse Show, in August, was 
for the first time, extended to five days, and 
the attendance—a record—totalled 109,688, 
the next highest being 102,037 in 1929. The 
coveted Aga Khan Cup for military jumping 
teams was won by the Free State Army with 
a score of 15 faults, against Germany’s 59. 
A big advance was made in the Society's 
bloodstock sales, when 546 thoroughbred year- 
lings were sold for 71,618 guineas, or @&n 
average of 131 guineas earh, as against a 
total of 51,260 guineas for 504 in 1934, when 


the average was 101 guineas. 


PUBLIC LECTURES 
The afternoon. lectures arranged by the 
Sciencé Committee attracted, as usual, large 
audiences. The first lecture of the year by

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a Piece of Wire and a Magnet. 


| Air-Commander Fellowes was rendered speci- 


ally interesting by means of cinema films 
showing the successful flight over Mount 
Everest. Another lecture of topical interest 
was delivered in November by Mr. &. 
Plunket Woodgate on the Italo-Ethiopian 
problem. 

The popular science lectures were held in 
February, in order to facilitate the attend- 
ance of young people. The change proved a 
decidea success, and there were large 
aitendances of schoolboys at the lectures by 
Dr. H. E. G. Leonard on “ Air in the Service 
of Man,” and Mr. Martin Keady on ‘“ Just 

Scientific meetings were held regularly for 
the purpose of hearing papers descriptive of 
the activities of Irish scientific workers. A 
special feature of one of these meetings was 
an exhibition of modern apparatus, which, 
although arranged at short notice, attracted 
so much attention that the Committee has 
decided to provide a similar exhibition on a 
very much larger scale this year. 


DISTRIBUTION OF RADON. 

The Society’s work of distributing radon 
(radium emanation) for the use of medical 
workers in the treatment of malignant and 
other diseases continued steadily all through 
the year. The Royal Dublin Society’s labora- 
tory is the only source of supply of radon in 
this country, and meets demands from North 
and South alike. This method, involving the 
use of rare gas, radon, which is evolved by 
radium, in place of using the radium itself, 
was invented by the late Professor Joly when 
the Society’s Radium Institute was founded, 
largely through his efforts, in 1914. It has 
since been copied all over the world, and is 
known as the Dublin method. Its great 
advantage lies in the fact that almost all risk 
of loss of the precious radium is eliminated, 
since the radium never leaves the laboratory 
—only the radon gas, which, being shortlived, 
is comparatively valueless, being distributed 
for medical use. The work of preparing and 
purifying the minute quantities of this gas, 
and of drawing it into fine glass tubes is 
carried out twice every week in the Society's 
laboratory. 


MUSIC AND ART. 


Among the important musical recitals given 
in the Members’ Hall were those of the 
Dublin Philharmonic Society, and of the wind 
and strings from the Belfast Wireless 
Orchestra. Many famous musicians visited 
Ballsbridge during the year for the purpose of 
giving solo and concerted string recitals. 

The Society’s art competitions attracted 
large entries—no fewer than 427 works being 
submitted for the National Art competition 
alone. This competition is intended to en- 
courage artistic work in all its branches by 
children and art students. A great deal of 
interesting work was submitted in the 35 
classes in which prizes were offered. In 
making his awards the judge, Mr. R. E. T. 
Bushe, late Headmaster, Bristol School of 
Art, reported that the standard of the work 
entered was well maintained. 

An interesting feature in connection with 
the National Art competition was the selec- 
tion from the prize-winning exhibits of the 
past few years of a number of works by 
children, under twelve years of age, for send- 
ing to New York as part of an international 
exhibition of children’s drawings and paint- 
ings. The promoters of this exhibition have 
informed the Society that the work done by 
Trish: children has aroused special interest. 


VALUE OF THE LIBRARY. 

At present the library of the Royal Dublin 
Society is one of the largest in Ireland, and 
is rich in its collection of old printed books 
by Aldi of Venice, Plantin of Antwerp, and 
the Elzevirs of Leyden. Whilst these beau- 
tiful old books have a bibliophile interest, 
the Society has a most up-to-date collection 
covering every branch of knowledge, which is 
of more interest to the general reader and the 
student. The circulation of books totalled 
140,000 at the end of last year, covéring every 
sphere of human endeavour. The increased 
industrial activity of the country is seen in 
the great demand for books dealing with 
natural and applied science. The thirst for 
knowledge about every-day affairs and 
momentous questions, such as the Italo- 
Abyssinian dispute, is teflected in the fact 
that upwards of a score of books on Abyssinia, 


most of them in duplicate, have not returned 


to the shelves for the past four months. 
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TRADE AGREEMENTS 


OF 1935 
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THE COAL-CATTLE PACT

INCE the beginning of the “*Beonomic . 

War” in July, 1932, the question of 
alternative markets has been an important 
one for the Free State. Then, as now, the 
greater part of the Free State external trade 
was done with Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. With the imposition of penal duties 
by Great Britain on Free State exports, and 
a corresponding imposition of duties on 
British goods in the Free State, it became 
inevitable that other outlets must be secured. 

As part of the economic blockade, the 
Free State encouraged the importation of 
German and Polish coal, and imposed a penal 
duty of 5s. per ton on British coal. This 
had the effect of virtually prohibiting the 
British product from the Free State. On 
January órd, 1955, however, the following 
statement was issued by the Free State 
Government :— | 

“As the result of discussions between 
the Governments of Saorstat Eireann 
and Great Britain, the quotas for cattle 
in 1935 will be increased in all categories 
by 351-5 per cent. over the quotas for 

1934, in return for increased purchases 

by the Saorstat of coal of an equivalent 
value.” 

This was supplemented later by an Order 
limiting the import of Continental coal to 
an infinitesimal amount; so that Great 
Britain was given a virtual monopoly of the 
Free State market. This development evoked 
a good deal of comment, and was regarded 
as a preliminary step to a settlement of the 
larger issues between the two countries. But 
nothing further appears to have been done. 


FURTHER TREATIES. 


During the early months of the year three 
commercial agreements were made with 
Furopean countries—Germany, Belgium and 
Spain. | B 

The agreement with Germany was signed 
on January 28th, and was to continue for 
twelve months. It may’ be continued from 
year to year, provided that the two Govern- 
ments agree on a ratio of imports and ex- 
ports. At the time that the agreement was 
sisned the ratio of trade between the two 
countries showed a very substantial dis- 
parity. The Free State imported from 
Germany approximately £2,250,000 worth of 
goods per amnhum, while Germany took from 
the Free State barely £135,000 worth. As 
a result of the new agreement, the figures to 
the end of October, the latest available, 
showed that in the period the Free State 
had taken about £1,183,000 worth from 
Germany, while Germany took, in the same 
time, £423,000 “worth. 

The agreement provided that, of the total 
exports to Germany in the year, 85 per 
cent. should be in cattle, eggs, and butter, 
while 15 per cent. should be in miscellaneous 
products, such as wool, feathers, hides and 
skins. 

4 trade agreement with Belgium was 
signed on February 15th. The relations in 
respect of trade at the time of the agree- 
ment indicated that the Free State imported 
from Belgium more than double the amount 
which Belgium took from this country. 
Certain tariffs existed in respect of the im- 
port of various descriptions of glass, asbestos, 
cement, and steel and iron products which 
Belgium desired to export to this country, 
and in view of the disparity of the trade 
between the two countries, there was a 
possibility that the Free State would increase 
the existing tariffs. On the understanding, 
therefore, that the 4ariffs would not be in- 
creased, the Belgian Government agreed to 
issue permits for the importation into Bel- 
gium of cattle from the Free State to the 
extent of 120,000 kilos per week, live weight. 
Licences were also to be issued for certain 
quantities of butter and for certain woollen 
piece goods. The Belgian Government further 
agreed to grant licences for the import of 
horses into Belgium, and to continue to 
purchase horses for army remounts on the 
same scale as in 1934. 

On April 1st a commercial agreement was 
signed with Spain, under which the Free 
State is given a substantial quota for the 
export of eggs to Spain, while the Free State 
agrees to accept from Spain a prescribed 
quantity of oranges. The Free State also 
undertakes to grant certain privileges to 
Spanish wines in this country. It also agrees 
not to increase the existing tariffs on 
Spanish wines, raisins, oranges, bananas, 
tomatoes and onions.

PROBLEMS CONSIDERED 


———- - 


OMMISSIONS of Inquiry were set up 

during the year for the purpose of 
making investigations regarding” the market- 
ing of fruit and vegetables, the working of 
the patents and trade marks laws, and the 
present position of the horse-breeding in- 
dustry. An inquiry was also instituted into 
certain aspects of the City of Dublin 
boundaries consequent on the working of 
the Greater Dublin Act, passed five years 
ago. | | 

Of these, the most important from the 
national aspect is the Commission on Horse- 
breeding. This was appointed in July, with 
Mr. Justice Wylie as chairman. It was re- 
quested to report on the present condition 
of the industry, and to recommend measures 
for its improvement. and development. A 
considerable number of public sittings have 
been held and much interesting informati..n 
secured. The Commission will not, however, 
be able to report for some time to come.

MARKETING FARM PRODUCE. 

The Marketing Tribunal was set up fol- 
lowing resolutions passed by the Dail and 
Senate requesting an investigation into 
grading, packing, marking and marketing 
of fruit and vegetables, and other matters 
connected with these operations. The mem- 
bers of the Tribunal are:—-Messrs. Henry 
O'Friel (Chairman), Joseph B. J. Whelehan, 
Hugh Bradley, with Mr. P. G. Dardis 
(Secretary). 

The Patents and Trade Marks Office in 
the Free State was established under the 
Commercial Property Act, 1927, and deals 
with a vast amount of business under these 
heads, After its operation ndw for over 
eight years, the Commission has been set up 
to inquire and report as to what changes 
in the law are considered necessary, if any, 
as a result of the experience gained. The 
Commission consists of:—Mr. James 
Geoghegan, K.C. (Chairman), Prof. Thomas 
J. Nolan, Mr. J. J. Dowling, M.A.; Mr. 
M. H. Whitton, Barrister-at-Law; Mr. J. 
Watker LAE Bees. ar. Eh LU. 
McEvov, Dr. J. J. Drumm, Mr. E. A. Cleary, 
Controller of Patents Office; Mr. W. Black, 
K.C.. and Mr. P. J. McKenna (Secretary). 

The Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
was appointed by the Minister for Local 
Government, under the Greater Dublin Act, 
to consider and report on what alterations 
are necessary, if any, in the boundaries of 
the City and County of Dublin; what ad- 
justments are necessary in the financial rela- 
tions of the city with the. surrounding 
administrative areas; and also what arrange- 
ments dre necessary regarding joint local 
government of public health services in the 
areas referred to. The Tribunal is presided 
over by Mr. George Gavan Duffy, F.C., and 
the other members are—Mr. T, C. Courtney, 
M.E., Chief Engineering Inspector of the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health, and Mr. R. J. Baker, Inspector of 
Audits in the Department. The Tribunal 
began its sittings on the 8th September last, 
and is expected to report early in the New 
Year. 

OLDER COMMISSIONS. 

Several Commissions appointed in the 
previous year have been carrying on their 
inquiries, and reports are expected from 
some of them shortly. ‘The Banking and 
Currency Commission is one of these. An 
important report on the working of the new 
currency in the Free State is promised in 
the New Year, but it is not thought that 
any revolutionary changes will be suggested. 
The question of the desirability of the estab- 
lishment of a Central Bank for the Free 
State is one matter upon which the Com- 
mission will probably make an important 
recommendation. 

As a result of the inquiry held by an inter- 
departmental’ committee last year into the 
claims of ex-members of the Connaught 
Rangers who took part in the mutiny in 
India in 1920, it was announced recently 
that legislation will shortly be introduced 
in the Dail for the purpose of awarding 
compensation to themselves or their de-

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IMPORTANT MEASURES FOR STATUTE BOOK 


HILE the year 1935 was not marked 

by any great upheaval in the political 
sphere, the work of the Dail was as 
strenuous as usual, and the legislative out- 
put was well up to that of previous years, 
both in quantity and importance. It was the 
third year of the Fianna Fail Party's tenure 
of office. President de Valera continued to 
direct the operations of his Government with 
the same skill, assiduity and political 
acumen which markéd his previotig years, 
and on several occasions showed that, as a 
party leader and an astute politician and 
tactician, he is probably without an equal. 
But this is not to say that he has developed 
the qualities of statesmanship. His failure, 
so far, to face up to big problems which 
not only the Opposition parties, but a section 
of his own following, earnestly desire to see 
settled, argues, in the opinion of many, a 
lack of capacity to do the big thing in a 
big way. The settlement of the dispute with 
Great Britain is an outstanding case in point. 
To achieve that end he has the full support 
of his own followers and the Labour group, 
and, in addition, he has been assured of 
the whole-hearted co-operation” of the Op- 
position parties. Yet, Mr. de Valera allows 
the matter to drag along. 


NEW MEMBERS 


There were no changes in the personnel of 
the Ministry. Two vacancies which occurred 
in the House in 1934 by death were filled 
after by-elections in County Dublin and 
County Galway. In the former case Mr. Cecil 
Lavery, K.C., was elected to succeed Mr. Batt 
O’Connor, and in the latter Mr. Eamonn 
Corbett succeeded Mr. Martin McDonogh.

National Executive as to President de 
Valera’s failure to take steps at Geneva 
towards a settlement of the dispute with 
Great Britain. When the Dail resumed its 
sittings after the summer recess Mr, Mac- 
Dermot took his seat on the Independent 
benches; but there is no reason to suppose 
that he has altered his ~iews on the general 
policy of the United Ireland Party. 

Two bills introduced immediately after the 
resumption of the House in October are 
worthy of special notice, because they dis- 
closed an amount of unanimity among all 
parties that is all too rare. One of these was 
the bill introduced by Mr. Sean MacEntee, 
Minister for Finance, authorising the conver- 
sion of the First National Loan. This Loan 
was floated by Mr. Cosgrave's Government 
in 1923-at 5 per cent., and the Minister in- 
vited stockholders to re-invest in a new Loan 
at 4 per cent. Mr. Cosgrave gave his fullest 
approval to the scheme, and Mr. MacEntee 
acknowledged this attitude in a graceful 
speech. 


INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


The other bill was that dealing with sanc- 
tions against Italy, President de Valera 
attended the meetings of the League of 
Nations at Geneva in September as the Free 
State’s representative, and approved the deci- 
sions arrived at regarding Italy's aggression 
of Abyssinia. He also committed the Free 
State to the imposition of sanctions. The bill 
introduced in the Dail was for the purpose 
of implementing these commitments. Presi- 
dent de Valera’s action had the general 
approval of virtually the entire country, but 
certain politicians raised the point that, as 
Great Britain was the country most closely 
affected, he should have taken the occasion 


“er (a 


at Geneva to endeavour to effect a settlement 
of the Free State’s dispute with that country, 
presumably using his support of the sanctions 
as a lever. It was on this issue that Mr. Mac 
Dermot separated himself from the United Ire. 
land Party. Other sections, cherishing the 
slogan, ‘“‘England’s difficulty is Ireland's 
opportunity,” thought they saw in the 
negotiations at Geneva a chance of scoring 
against an old enemy, and chamoured loudly 
against Mr. de Valera for aligning himself 
with Great Britain. ‘The President had no 
difficulty in making an effective reply to these 
critics. 


On the second reading of the bill in the 
Dail three deputies expressed their dissent— 
Sir Osmond Esmonde (®.1.P.) and Messrs. 
P, Belton and W. Kent (Ind.). 


AGRICULTURAL MATTERS 


Altogether between fifty and sixty bills 
came before the Dail during the year. Many 
were concerned with the agricultural and 
dairying industries, and so came under the 
care of Dr. James Ryan. The most im- 
portant and complicated of these was the 
Pigs and Bacon Bill. This occupied much 
time in the Dail and Senate. It provided 
for the setting up of boards with wide powers 
to fix prices and regulate the production and 
marketing of pigs and bacon. That these 
boards have had much difficulty in their 
activities is apparent from the complaints 
which have come from the country and the 
number of deputations which have visited the 
Minister. The fixing of prices, which may 
be raised or lowered as it becomes desirable 
to increase or decrease the production of pigs, 
is good in theory, but in practice experience 
has shown it is not so simple. The situation 
is not made easier by the fact that the volume 
of production has to be regulated in relation 
to the quota for export to Great Britain. In 
the case of pigs, just as in the case of cattle, 
the Minister is faced with the situation which 
his Government has brought about in its rela- 
tions with Great Britain. 


Other matters in which Dr, Ryan was con- 
cerned included amendments of the Cereals 
Act, the Stabilisation of Prices Act in rela- 
tion to dairy produce, and the Agricultura! 
Produce (Regulation of Exports) Act.

The President saw his) Aliens Bill and 
Nationality and Citizenship Bill reach their 
final stages. Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, negotiated the 
Widows and Orphans Pension Bill through 
the House. This measure was urgently 
pressed for by the Labour Party, and was 
rightly regarded as one of the most im- 
portant pieces of legislation yet put through 
by the Free State Legislature. It provides 
pensions for widows and orphans similar to 
those which have beeh in operation in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland for some years 
past. Mr, Lemass’s biggest job during the 
year was the Conditions of Employment Bill. 
In the Committee stage there was a big list 
of amendments, and again on Report stage 
there were over a hundred. A further Com- 
mittee stage had to be resorted to. In the 


Senate there was a further scrutiny of its 
provisions. 

Two bills which had been held up by 
the Senate were finally passed. These were 
the Dublin Commercial Register Bill, which 
revoked certain privileges given in the 
Greater Dublin Act for the election of six 
members of the Dublin Corporation on a 
special franchise, and the bill intended to give 
universal suffrage to all in the case of Loeai 
Government elections. The Electoral (Re- 
vision Of Constituencies) Bill just escaped 
being held up. The effects of this measure 
will be observed only when the next general 
election takes place. Its chief features are 
the rearrangement of some constituencies and 
the reduction of the membership of the Dail 
from 153 to 138. Any by-elections which may 
occur between now and the declaration of a 
general election will be on the existing basis, 
and in no way affected by the new measure. 

A bill introduced late in the year by Mr. 
Sean T. O’Keliy, Minister for Local Goverti- 
ment, was the Local Government (Dissolved 
Bodies) Bill. This was necessary to 
regularise the position in certain urban 
areas where Commissioners had _ been 
appointed to carry out the work of dissolved 
local bodies, and where, on the expiration 
of the term of the Commissioner’s office, the 
local electors declined to elect a new 
Council, | 

Existing laws had failed to envisage a 
state of affairs in which the Commissioner 
would have become so popular that the local 
people would have no desire to part with 
him. The new bill is designed to supply the 
deficiency. The fact that such a thing has 
happened is, of course, a tribute to the 
Commissioner system, and has been partly 
responsible for the new policy of placing 
urban areas in the hands of managers. It 
seems that in the immediate future this 
policy is likely to be extended to County 
Councils, and it is thought that a bill for 
this purpose affecting all county areas will 
shortly be introduced. 


PRIVATE TIME 


Apart from legislation, a very important 
part of the work of the Dail is the discus- 
sion of motions by private members. Un- 
fortunately, except in the early part of the 
session, private members’ time is rarely 
given. During the year, however, there were 
several interesting debates, mainly on agri- 
cultural matters. The difficuties of farmers 
under the restrictions imposed on the export 
of agricultural products, and particularly 
the issue of licences for fat cattle export, 
were discussed on several occasions. One 
evening was devoted to a proposal by Mr. 
Frank MacDermot to limit the speeches of 
deputies to half an hour, except with the 
unanimous approval of the House. No deci- 
sion was taken on this. It was withdrawn 
on the understanding that the Committee 
which deals with such matters would con- 
sider what could be done about it. 

A motion was put down in the names oí 
Mr. Frank MacDermot and General Sean 
MacEoin, apparently with the object of 
drawing from President de Valera a definite 
statement of his position and intentions with 
regard to the setting up of a Republic. The 
motion asked that the Government ‘‘ ought 
either to abandon the profession of 
Republicanism or to seek authority from the 
electorate for the immediate establishment

WICKLOW GOLD 


During July a question arose regarding 
the alleged action of Mr. Lemass ia connec- 
tion with certain facilities given to Senator 
M. Comyn and Deputy © Robert Briscoe for 
prospecting for gold in County Wicklow. The 
inference was that such facilities had been 
given because the gentlemen in question were 
members of the Government Party. This 
gave rise to several heated debates. and the 
matter was referred to a Committee of the 
House for investigation. During the Dail 
debates on the subject a decision of the 
Speaker regarding his acceptance of a motion 
without sufficient notice was challenged by 
Deputy MeGilligan. This led to a full-dress 
debate subsequently, when the House 
exonerated the Speaker from blame. 


From time to time adverse comment was 
made on the unseemly conduct of certain 
deputies during the course of debate. but on 
the whole there were comparatively few 
“scenes.” On a couple of occasions deputies 
were suspended for the sitting, and only 
once was there a suspension by resolution 
of the House.

6 kino passing of the Local Government 
Act, 1925, marked a definite advance 
in Public Health administration in the Free 
State. Before that time there was only one 
whole-time Medical Officer of Health—the 
Medical Superintendent Officer of Health for 
Dublin County Borough. The Act, however, 
provides for a whole-time Medical Officer of 
Health in each county. Despite opposition 
by local authorities, eighteen officers were 
installed by 1932, and by the end of 1935 
virtually every county had a County Medical 
Officer of Health. 

In addition to supervising Public Health 
services, these officers act as school medical 
officers, tuberculosis medical officers and 
supervising medical officers under the Mid- 
wives Acts. In most counties, where tuber- 
culosis officers were not operating, it has 
been found necessary to appoint assistant 
County Medical Officers of Health: County 
Cork, however, has three assistants and 
Donegal two. Sg Sia 


SCHOOL MEDICAL SERVICE. 


Before reorganising the Public Health ser- 
vices, the principal duty of each County 
Medical Officer was the establi:hment of a 
school medical service. This involves the 
inspection of each child attending elementary 
| schools, with the con- 
sent of the parent or 
guardian. In the case 
of poor children, 
physical defects are 
dealt with free of 
charge, while other 
children are referred 
for treatment to their 
private medical _ at- 
tendants. 

The latest complete 
figures for this service 
related to 1933-34, 
when the scheme 
operated in 18 counties. 
Separate schemes 
operated in the County Brroughs of Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick and Galway, and in the 
Borough of Clonmel. Approximately 414,000 
children (80 per cent. of the elementary 
school population) came within the scope of 
the schemes. In the year 107,954 children 
were examined, and, of these, 37.1 1 r cent. 
suffered from dental troubles ; 21.5 per cent. 
from affections of the tonsils, nose and 
throat; and 16.10 per cent. from eye defects. 
School medical inspection extends to the 
school premises, and many improvements 
have been made following recommendations 
by medical officers.

Virtually every county and county borough 
operates schemes for turberculosis treat- 
ment: Free treatment is provided . for 
necessitous patients, and, under certain con- 
ditions, for insured persons suffering from 
tuberculosis. In 1933 the total number of 
cases was 21,583, while the number of deaths 
was 3,417, or 1.13 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. This is the lowest figure recorded for 
some years, and is less than half the corre- 
sponding rate for 1904. Half the approved 
expenditure on these schemes is met by the 
National Tuberculosis Grant, and the amount 
issued for the year ending March 3lst, 1934, 
was £88,961. An additional annual grant 
of £27,750 is given in respect of free treat- 
ment for ineured persons suffering from 
tuberculosis. : 

Schemes for the welfare of expectant and 
nursing mothers, and children under five 
years of age, are administered or subsidised 
by the Corporations of the four county 
boroughs—Dublin, Cork, » Limerick and 
Waterford—18 urban districts and three 
county health districts. In addition, 105 
District Nursing Associations are engaged in 
this work. The most highly organised 
scheme is in Dublin County Borough, where 
the work is supervised by a whole-time 
medical officer and two part-time officers, 
assisted by 25 nurses. Activities include the 
operation of ‘a “child welfare centre in Lord 
Edward street and twelve baby clubs. 
Mothers and children are visited in their 
homes by nurse and voluntary workers. 
664.886 visits were paid to mothers and 
children in their homes. by health visitors 
during 1933. The total attendances at clinics 
was 60,503 for mothers and 90,709 for 
children, 

Free meals for necessitous children attend- 


mg national schools were provided by 48 
local authorities. These’ meale were sup- 
plied in 199 schools at a total cost of £20,727 
and an average cost of food per meal of 
1.06d. The number of meals was 4,151,546, 
and the daily average number of pupils fed 
22,295. The authorities received £9,240 
towards the cost of the food. 

Under the School Meals (Gaeltacht) Acts 
(1930 to 1933), 2,810,095 meals were provided 
to an average daily attendance of 16,751 
pupils at a cost of £17,706, or 1.5d. per meal. 
Half the cost of food recouped during the 
year ended March 31st, 1934, amounted to 
£7,209. 


PURE FOOD AND MILK. 


The Local Government Department is 
responsible for safeguarding the purity and 
quality of food supplies. As regards milk, 
two measures were passed by the Oireachtas 
in 1935—the Milk and Dairies Act and the 
Sale of Food and Drugs (Milk) Act. The 
first provides for the grading of milk and the 
precautions for. its freelom from impurities 
and infection. The second abolishes the 
defence for defective milk (sometimes made 
in courts by dairymen) known as “straight 
from the cow,” and provides that all milk 
intended for human consumption shall be 
at least of the prescribed minimum standard 
of quality. 

The use of preservatives in foods intended 
for human consumption is prohibited, with 
certain exceptions. Meat and milk supplies 
are subject to special supervision, and in 
many urban districts no meat can be sold for 
human consumption unless it has been passed 
hy a vetermary inspector. During the year 
ended March 3lst, 1934, 15,821 samples of 
foods were taken; of these, 353 proved to be 
adulterated, resulting in 295 prosecutions 
and 135 convictions. 


During the half-year ended March 3ist, 
1954, the State grant for supplying free 
milk to necessitous children was transferred 
to sanitary authorities; £50,000 from this 
grant was allecated in proportion to the 
numbers of dependants of persons in receipt 
of home assistance in each administrative 
area. During this period 761,546 gallons of 
milk were supplied to 81,840 children, at a 
cost of £43,678. 


BLIND WELFARE. 


Under the Blind Persons Act, 1920, 
schemes for the welfare of the blind were 
carried out at a cost of £33,071 for the year 
ended March 3lst, 1934. During that period 
1,903 blind persons were assisted in their 
own homes, and 413 were maintained in 
approved institutions. 

Payment for the support of blind persons 
in institutions is made by the State on a 
capitation basis. 

A sum of £7,690 was granted by the 
Government to the authorities of four county 
boroughs and thirteen counties who operated 
schemes for the treatment of venereal disease. 


EPIDEMIC DISEASES. 


Regarding the principal epidemic diseases, 
the latest figures available indicate a de- 
cline. According to the returns for 1934, 
the Free State can claim to be the only part 
of the British Isles where the incidence of 
diphtheria has decreased. This is largely 
due to the practice of immunisation now 
being widely adopted. The death-rate from 
diphtheria has also fallen, the number of 
deaths from this disease in 1933 being 418, 
and 341 in 1934.” 

There has been no smallpox in the country 
since 1923. Up to a few years ago the pre- 
caution of vaccination against this disease 
was adopted freely, but of late years there 
has been a falling-off in the practice. Where, 
formerly, there were hundreds of cases of 
typhus, the mumber is now almost negligible. 
In 1932 there ‘were 30 cases, in 1933 twelve, 
and in 1934 seventeen, 

Typhoid fever was severe in 1934, 580 
cases being reported, but the measures 
adopted for getting it under control are 
proving successful. Outbreaks of scarlatina 
are being reduced, and for the most part the 
disease has been of a mild type. In 1933 


“the total was 3,369, and in 1934, 3,271, 


Special precautions are now being taken to 
prevent the “spread of typhoid fever and 
diphtheria’ through the medium of ''car- 
riers.’ In this and many other ways much 
is being done to maintain the health of the 


people.

AGRICULTURE LINKS 
WITH INDUSTRY

SHOWS OF THE YEAR

Sed at agricultural shows were held 

during the year in the Irish Free State, 
but all the established fixtures in Northern 
In most cases 
the shows were well supported in the matter 
of entries, while the attendances generally 
were good: Recruits ‘to the ranks of ex- 
hibitors, however, are relatively scarce, 
especially in the sections for cattle, sheep and 
pigs. The competitive spirit at Free State 
shows is not so keen-as it was when Govern- 
ment policy did not interfere with the cross- 
Channel market for live-stock. “There is not 
the same incentive to keep pedigree stock, 
although the market for ordinary beasts is 
healthier than it was in 1934. Horse-breeders 
generally have made a better effort to keep 
up the standard, and in many instances their

101 guineas, and the total realised 51,260 
guineas. A successful Horticultural Show, 
under the auspices of the Royal Horticultural 
and Arboricultural Society of Ireland, was 
held at Ballsbridge at the same time. 

The total attendance for this five-day event 
was 109,688, the highest figure attained during 
the past ten years. 

BELFAST SHOWS. 

At the March Bull Show and Sale of the 
Royal Ulster Agricultural Society, held at 
Balmoral, Belfast, there was a good trade for 
animals of quality, and Mr. John Wallace’s 
champion Shorthorn, Anticur Wonder, by 
Kclipse, was sold at 520 guineas to Mr. 
Duncan Stewart, Millhill, Crieff, Scotland. 
The total of the three days’ sales amounted 
to £16,077. 

For the Belfast Summer Show, in May, 
there were 2,225 competitive entries, and in 
the cattle section Shorthorns predominated, 
though other breeds were fairly represented. 
There was quite a good turn-out of horses, 
sheep and pigs. In the King’s Hall there 
was a large and varied display of trade ex- 
hibits. Clever-and thrilling military perform- 
ances drew large crowds to the jumping en- 
closure, while the working machinery and

efforts have been rewarded by substantial 
prices, especially in the case of those who 
entered animals for the Ballsbridge Blood- 
stock Sales, or the Dublin Horse Show. 

Some important provincial shows. were 
partly marred by the intrusion of politics, 
through no fault of the Societies concerned. 
It would probably have been better if those 
who adopted a “ stand aloof’’ policy as a 
protest against Government action had shown 
their willingness to help the industry of agri- 
culture when possible. 

A feature of the Dublin, Cork, Limerick 
and Belfast Shows was the provision made for 
native industry exhibits. It displayed the 
growing desire of the country, North and 
South, to become self-supporting industrielly 
as well as agriculturally. At the smaller 
shows home crafts and imdustries were well 
represented, and at the autumn fixtures, in 


several places, there were good displays of 


farm and garden produce. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SHOWS. 


For the Royal Dublin Society’s Bull Show 
and Sale, in. March, 956 beasts were entered, 
and the top price, 260 guineas, was paid by 
the Department of Agriculture for Ballinakiln 
Red Eagle, Mr. R. A. Latta’s reserve 
champion Dairy Shorthorn. The total amount 
realised by the sales was £21,518, as against 
£23,981 in 1934. 

An entry in excess of that for 1934 was re- 
ceived for the Spring Show ‘and Saorstat In- 
dustries Fair, which was extended over five 
days. 

The Horse Show attracted a total entry of 
1,112, as compared with 1,042 in 1934, and 
there were in addition 480 entries for the 
various jumping competitions, In the recon- 
struction carried out during the. season 260 
extra loose boxes were provided, while ample 
stabling accommodation for horses intended 
for jumping only was found in the Sandy- 
mount Hall. 

At the Bloodstock Sales 546 yearlings 
changed hands at an average of 131 guineas 
each, with a total of 71,618 guineas. In 1034 
the number sold was 504; the average being 


other stands in the grounds were well 
patronised. This Society organised, with 
considerable success, an Autumn Show and 
Sale of Cattle, Pigs, Poultry, together with 
Horse and Dog Shows. 


OTHER SHOWS. 


At the Munster Agricultural Society’s 
Bull Show and Sale in Cork a total of 3,526 
guineas was realised, as compared with 3,973 
guineas in 1954. The chief averages were: 
61 premium Shorthorns 385 guineas, against 
42} guineas in 1934; 30 non-premrum Short- 
horns 10} guineas, against 144 guineas; 17 
premium Aberdeen-Angus 36 guineas, against 
374; 12 non-premium Aberdeen-Angus 16 
guineas, against 19; and 21 Herefords 10} 
guineas, against 16}. 

The same Society’s Summer Show, though 
held under difficulties, proved a financial 
success. Many entries received in the cattle 
classes were subsequently cancelled, and some 
stockbreeders who decided to stand by the 
Society were prevented from forwarding their 
exhibits. Quite a good show was held, never- 
theless, the section for horses being extremely 
creditable. In the cattle classes competition 
was limited, though the exhibits attained a 
high level of merit. 


Limerick Agricultural and Industrial Show 
received strong support from farmers in its 
2,300 entries. Horse-breeders were strongest 
in the list of exhibitors, but there were also 
good displays of cattle, sheep and pigs. The 
industrial arcade was filled to capacity, while 
in another hall was staged the largest display 
of fruit, flowers and vegetables seen in any 
part of the country. In addition, there was 
a big show of dogs. This event is easily one 
of the most important in Munster. 


Among other events, the County Antrim 
Agricultural Society’s Show in Ballymena re- 
tained its position as the biggest one-day, 
agricultural show in Ireland. Sligo, Nenagh, 
Longford, Gorey, Cavan, Carrick-on-Shannom 
and Mountbellew may be regarded as some of 
the most successful one-day shows during the 
year,

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HE Free State Government's elaborate 
programme of economic reconstruction. 
was pushed a stage further during 1935. The 
policy of protective tariffs, subsidies, 
monopolies and quotas continued, and at the 
end of the year there remained few industries 
which, in one way or another, were not in 
receipt of assistance from the State. Having 
in mind these factors, there is no doubt that 
extensive progress was achieved. Many 
new forms of industrial activity appeared, 
and many new firms were established; while 
in those industries which already had been 
in existence progress was made towards more 
vo-ordinated methods of preduction. 

During the year there appeared to be a 
thange in thought on the part of many 
economists who had preached of the dangers 
which a highly-developed protectionist policy 
might have on the circumstances of the 
people. There has heen evident recently a 
marked unanimity of opimion as to the 
ultimate success of the present policy and the 
application of artificial support for its pro- 
motion. The , however, has not 
yet been fully tried out, and a few more years 
will be necessary before any verdict can be 
pronounced. Industry has been pushed for- 
ward at the expense of agriculture, and, in 
the coming year, the Government propose 
to ensure that the latter will be relieved of 
some of its burdens. 


COST OF LIVING. 


A consequence of the increased industrial 
activity, under the circumstances surrounding 
it, has been the increase in the cost of living 
im the Free State. 

There has. been a greater distribution of 
wealth and considerably more opportunitics 
of employment, with better wages; but the 
prices for most commodities during the year 
were high, in comparison with those in Eng- 
land. The extent te which industries are 
protected appears to be the direct cause. 
Firms, newly started, are incapable of com- 
peting with large industrialists elsewhere, . 
and the result has been an increase in the 
Uharges. 

Official statistics show that the cost-of- 
living index number at mid-August, 1985, 
was 156, an increase of five points on the 
figure at mid-May, 1935. There was an in- 
crease of eight points in the food group and 
one point in the clothing group. There was 
a fractional decrease in regard to fuel and 
fight. The index figure for mid-August, 
1935, was higher by four points than that for 
the corresponding date of 1934. 

In pursuing this policy of industrial re- 
vival the declared policy of the Government 
has been that as many as possible of the new 
industries will be established in provincial 
centres, where the workers—to use the words 
of the Minister for Industry and Commerce— 
can carry on their occupations in sight of 
green fields. This policy has been successful 
up to the present, and, despite the hesitation 
on the part of industrialists to establish 
factories away from the main centres of 
population, new industries have been set up 
at Drogheda, Navan, Dundalk, Mullingar, 
Carrickmacross, Westport, Edenderry, Sligo, 
Slane, Killarney, Ennis, Galway, Limerick, 
Carrick-on-Suir, Athy, Newbridge, Nenagh, 
Portarlington, Tipperary, Tuam, Mallow, 
Thurles, Arklow, Aughrim, Bray, Kilkenny, 
New Ross, Waterford, Portlaw, Killaloe, 
Enniscorthy and Wexford. It will be seen 
from the list that a large majority of the 
new concerns are adjacent to sea ports and 
the towns better served by rail services, as 
the industrialist has found, in order to com- 
pete with other concerns, the fretghtage 
charges must not be too high. In 1935, as 
in the previous year, the expansion has been 
most marked in Dublin and Cork, where the 
production costs not only are lower, but where 
the demand for the goods produced is more 


intensive. 


Tt is estimated that several hundred ne 
factories and workshops have been established 
- gince 1932. These include’ twelve boot and 
shoe factories, 121 clothing factories and 
workshops, nine mills (including grain mills), 
and five foundries. The following new in- 
flustries were inaugurated, extended, or were 

ion :-—Children’s dresses, 


For instance, in 


paper, braces and garters, elastic, toys and 
games, ladders, face powder, perfume, face 
cream, ropes and twines, lipstick, metal nuts 
and belts, castings of various forms, shoes, 
aluminium Ware, lavender preparations, 
cotton thread, copper tubing, cartridges, meat 
meal, leather bags, tinned meats, motor car 
compoments, oil cakes, stoves, ranges, pencils, 
inks, tubular furniture, razor blades, cutlery, 
pmeumatic tyres and tubes, enamel ware, 
electric cables, uppers and insoles, hats for 
men, marble advertising tape, nails 
and tacks, alcohol, batteries, artificial silk 
hose and garments, buttons, hollow ware, hair 
preparations, ladies’ hats, patent medicines, 
clecks (assembly), leather trunks and attache 
cases, perambulators, woven underwear and 
Outwear garments, and waterproof. For 
instance, during the year the manufacture of 
electric light bulbs was commenced at Bray, 
linen thread in Dublin, cotton sewing-thread 
at Westport, bootlaces and glastic at Ennis, 
vegetable oils at Drogheda, and meat meal 
from old cows at Roscrea. 

Where the manufacture of articles reached 
a stage at which the home market could be 
virtually filled, the Department of Industry 
and Commerce introduced a system of quotas. 
Industries thus protected include the manu- 
facture. of tyres, boots and shoes; sugar, 
rubber-proofed wearing apparel, rubber- 
proofed piece goods, woven tissues, soaps and 
soap powders, candles, tapers and night- 
lights, and perambulators. 

In the same way, in order moré fully to 


protect young industries, new tariffs, under — 


the Control of Imports Acts, were made. For 


' example, since January Ist, 1035, an excise 


duty of 40 per cent. ad valorum was imposed 
on cotten ply-yarn in the hands of Free State 
owners; a Customs duty of 60 per cent., as 
from September 7th, on vitreous enamelled 
hollow ware of wrought iron or steel; and a 
Customs daty of 6d. a yard on paper felt, 
floor covering, cork carpets and carpeting, 


MOTOR ASSEMBLY. 


“The number of plants for moter car and 
moter vehicle assembly increased to 16. All 
the parta used in this work were imported, 
and the returns for the first eight months 
of 1935 show that motor parts to the value 
of £408,548 were imported, as compared with 
£103,191 for the corresponding period of 
1934. 

There remain, however, several branches 
of industry which could be developed con- 
siderably. Among these could be included 
the manufacture of cement and of fertilizers. 
In the first eight months of 1934 the amount 
of cement imported was 213,618 tons, which 
increased to 230,764 tons in the first eight 
months of 1035. In regard to fertilizers, 
the figures were 78,922 tons and. 95,184 tons 
respectively. In. connection with cement, 
steps are being taken to establish a factory 
for the manufacture of, at least, part of the 

State’s requirements. The difficulty in 
regard to this material is the maintenance 
oí production at an economic price. Any 
increase in the cost of cement would militate 
against. the building industry, which hes 
made great strides in recent years, despite 
the high cost of materials. 

There was continued expansion of pro 
duction of articles used in the building 
schemes, but there were numerous complarts 
from builders that the demand was greater 
than the output. This led to high prices, 
and the Prices Commission had to investigate 
the prices charged. 

Several new foundries undertaking the 
manufacture of ‘‘ rain-water’’ goods were 
started, and those in existence were extended. 
Slate quarries were kept busy, but still the 
demands of builders could not be met. This 
also applied to certain iron casting. 


MACHINERY IMPORTS. 


The machinery used in the establichment 
of new industrial concerns has to be imported. 
The result was that from. January to 

ugust, 1936, £1,238;460 worth of machinery 
was imported, the figure for the same period 

£1,348:108. This figure does 

include the equipment for the new in- 

dastrial alechel factories. Continental 
countries were the chief suppliers. sd 

In some cases, where. the products are 

tial to the needs of the community, & 
decline in imports is noticeable.

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there has been a decrease in imports from 
1925 to 1034 of 181,483 pairs, valved at

It will be seen that there has been a steady 
decrease since 1929, but that there is still a 
considerable quantity imported. The in- 
dustry is protected to the extent of 30 per 
cent. on boots and shoes, made wholly of 
leather, and 20 per cent. on footwear not 
altogether made of leather. Developments 
continued during the year, tLe latest addition 
to the number of footwear firms being at 
Edenderry. Other factories are in Carlow, 
Dublin, . Kilkenny, Louth, Meath, Cork, 
Kerry, Limerick, Tipperary, Waterford, and 
Monaghan. These factories are equipped 
with modern methods of production, although 
in some cases, especially in the manufacture 
of the finer types of ladies’ shoes, uppers have 
to be imported. A shertage of skilled labour 
was one difficulty faced by the new firms; 
this was overcome by introducing from Eng- 
land “key” workers, and -the sending to 
England of young Free State operatives for a 
course of training. In the middle of 1935 it 
was estimated that over 3,000 workers were 
engaged by footwear firms. 


INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH. 


The State seeks to secure that industrial 
progress shall be on the most scientific lines. 
Owing to limited resources, however, it would 
be impracticable for the State to embark on 
any ambitious system of research. The 
Government, therefore, has placed funde at 
the disposal of the Industrial Research 
Council to enable it to co-operate with Irish 
industrialists im supporting scientific investi- 
gations into their problems. During the year 
young graduates were appointed by the 
Council for a period of twelve months to work 
at problems proposed by industry or arising: 
out*of State needs. Arrangements were made 
also for the formation of a library of 
technical science, containing books dealing 
with technical processes in industries, to 
supplement the other libraries in Dublin. By 
this means. the Council hopes to co-operate 
with .the Irish manufacturer in supplying 
information and undertaking imvestigations 
which would not warrant the employment of 
an experienced scientist. 

The Control of Manufactures Act con- 
tinued to be a source of dissatisfaction. 
The origina Act was. passed in 1933, and 
alter a year’s working it was discovered 
that in some cases it was incapable of dealing 
with the problems for which it primarily was 
designed—the restriction of the movement by 
English and foreign firms to establish 
branches in the State for the preservation of 
their markets. In 1034 amending legisla- 
tion was passed. yet, at the end of 1955, com- 
plaints were made by Free State national in- 
dustrialiste that the Acts have been abused ; 
and that the number of “ foreign’’ firms 
starting new industries was as great as before. 
Allegations were made that efforts to obtain 
capital for nationally-owned industries had 
to be dropped owing to Government depart- 
ments giving preference to issues sponsored 
by or having the imprimatur of foreign firms. 
As against this, there is the suggestion that 
the opportunities exist for Irish nationals if 
the necessary capital is forthcoming. It is 
probable that the question will form the sub- 
ject of further legislation. 

Part III. of the Control of Manufactures 
Act, 1934; which provides that certain com- 
medities can be declared “ reserved ’’ com- 
modities arid the entire market of the Free 
State handed over to the industrialists 
engaged in tho manafactuare of such products, 
came into operation to a very considerable 
degree.

Exclusive rights of the Free State. market 
were_given to manufacturers of cotton thread 
at Westport, vegetable oil and cake products, 
and rubber articles. Later the Executive 
Council declared watches a ‘‘ reserved ” com. 
modity. Members of the Irish Jewellers’ 
Association then formed a company to pre-- 
duce the cheaper classes of watches. 


CONDITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT. 


Supervision of new industries continued, 
and, to make it more effective, the Con- 
ditions of Employment sill was introduced: 
before the summer Dail recess. The legista. 
tion, which is intended to replace the existing - 
Factories Acts, will regulate conditions in all 
factories and workshops. One provision, 
which led to considerable opposition from 
trade unions, is that restricting the em ploy- 
ment of female tabour. Another important 
condition -is that the majority of the repre- 
sentatives of employers and workers’ organi- 
sations relating to any particular industry, 
subject to the approval of the Minister, can 
fix the rates of wages to be paid in that in- 
dustry. There are other provisions ensuring 
holidays and hours of rest for workers. 

An important development, with which the 
Government is actively identified, is the pro- 
duction of industrial alcohol. An Act te 
enable the Government to undertake thie was 
passed in 1934, but it was not until the end 
of 1955 that the final arrangements were cem- 
pleted. The production of the spirit and- ita 
application to industry have become marked... 
features of the economic struccures of mang 
European countries, such as France, Ger- 
many, Sweden, Czechoslovakia, Italy, 
Hungary and Poland; and the Government, 
after exhaustive investigation on the part of 
its experts, decided to put the results to a 
test, in which the surplus potatoes grown in 
the Free State could be used as the raw 
material. In autumn, therefore, the tender 
of the Skoda Corporation, of Pilsen, was 
accepted for the equipment of plant in five 
new factories at Riverstown, Carley, Ge, 
Louth; Carrickmacross, Co. Monaghan; 
Carndonagh and Corkay, Co, Donegal: and 
Corroy, near Ballina, Co. Mayo. 

The production of. the spirit will be in the 
nature of an experiment.

It is computed 
that the substitution of industrial alcohol foe 
10 per cent. of the country’s consumption of 
petrol would have the effect of providing an 
outlet for 20,000 acres of potatoes each year 


SUGAR AND TURF. 


Other branches of industry in the Frees 
State, with which the Government -ia 
associated definitely, are the production of 
sugar and in the preparation of turf for fuck 
ling purposes. During the year the outpeat 
of the four sugar-beet factories at Carlew, 
Thurles, Tuam and Mallow met 80 per cent. 
of the State’s requirements. The other 20.per 
cent was imported under a system of quetaa. 
Irish sugar is equal, from the point of view 
of quality, te the best imported from other 
countries, although the price is considerably 
higher. 

In regard to the production of turf—an ia- 
dustry which is recognised generally as beng 
capable of extensive development—the Turf 
Development Board, which is under the con- 
trol of the Government, acquired the Turraan. 
Peat Works at Pullough, which produce 
machine-made turf for many years pest. 
The Board encouraged the development of the 
hand-won turf industry, but it waa found 
that the standard of fuel distributed for sale 
was poor, and, following complaints from 
consumers, at the beginning of the 1986 . 
season the Board decided that only machine- 
made turf would be available in the Bublin 
market. By this means they hoped to marm- 
tain the demand for the national fuel which 
publicity had secured for it. A consequence 
of the introduction of the machine-made turf 
has been an increase in the price to approxi- 
mately 2s. per sack, as against ls. 3d. last 
year. In the coming monthe the now 
briquette factory im Kildare will he in 
operation. 

In some industries production reached. a 
stage where the supply exceeded the demand. 
This haa made for competition and a dochna 
in pricea. but studente of industrial develep- 
ment are considering ways and means of 
avoiding over-production.

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OTOR car racing made great strides in 
Ireland in 1935, and the most im- 
portant motor cycle race ever held in this 
country, the Grand Prix of Europe, was run 
in connection with the Ulster Grand Prix. 
The season opened with a keen controversy 
in motor cycling circles over a rule passed at 
the annual conference of the Motor Cycle 
Union of Ireland, barring, competition tyres 
in all except one trial of each club. Although 
delegates to the conference voted unanimously 
in favour of this rule it seems that they mis- 
interpreted the opinions of the riders they 
represented ; shortly afterwards the rule was 
suspended. Interest in car racing was 
stimulated early in the year by the announce- 
ment that an important race would be run 
at Limerick by the Irish Motor Racing Club, 
while the Ulster Automobile Club arranged 
to transfer the County Down trophy race 
from Donaghadee to Bangor. 
After a series of trials, in which Dublin 
riders won the bulk of the honours, the speed 
season opened with the Red Brae hill climb, 


which produced nothing outstanding. Then 
came a Dublin and district grass track meet- 
ing, in which the brothers P. and E. Lyons 
won four of the five events. J. W. Shaw 
won the Ulster car rally, and R. G. Leask 
took the solo reliability championship of the 
M.C€.U.I. 
: first big event, the Leinster “ 200°’ 
moior cycle race, was won by L. W. Kitchen, 
of Liverpool. It was notable for the success 
of cross-Channel. riders. Only four of the 
fourteen finishers were Irishmen. James 
Guthrie, on a 348 c.c. Norton, broke junior 
and senior lap records at 82.10 m.p.h. 

n the following week Guthrie won the 
500 c.c. class in the North-West a. 
again on a Norton. W. R. Rusk (Norton) 
won the 350 c.c. class and made a lap record 
at 78.63 m.p.h., while C. H. W. Manders, 
on an Excelsior, won the 250 c.c. class. 
Then came the Bray “ Round-the-Houses ”’ 
race, which was won by D. H. McCracken in 
a Frazer Nash. F. A. Gannon (Lea-Francis) 
was second, and R. B. S. Le Fanu (Adler) 
was third. G. F. A. Manby Colegrave 
(M.G. Magnette) established a lap record at 
57.82 m.p.h. The Cookstown “ Hundred té 
motor cycle race was won by R. N. Hoey (548 
c.c. Norton) at 62.34 m.p.h., which was also 
the fastest speed. Early in June the Dublin 
and District Club held another grass track 
meeting, the outstanding performer being P. 
Gill. Yet another grass track meeting took 
place at Rathfarnham, and T. Carroll scored 
a “hat trick.” 


RACING IN ULSTER 


A Dublin rider, J. J. O'Neill, on a Velo- 
cette, won his second successive Enniskillen 
“ Hundred,” and was less than a mile per 
hour slower than H. Taggart, who, on a 
Norton, made fastest speed, at 72.51 m.p.h. 
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During the same week Stanley Woods won 
both the- Light-weight and Senior Tourist 


Trophy races in the Isle of Man, where he 


tode Italian Moto Guzzi machines. 


July’s big motor cycling event—the 
Dublin ‘‘ Hundred ’’—was won by H. M. 
Carson on a Norton; H. Taggart (Norton) 
was second, and T. G. Byrne (Rudge) third. 


Taggart’s was the fastest speed at 77.67 


m.p-h. 

Light cars dominated the Leinster Trophy 
race at Tallaght, which was won by J. 
Toohey in a Ford. A. P. Huet (M.G.) took 
second place, and C. G. Neill (Bugatti) was 
third. - Neill had fastest speed at 66.49 
m.p.h. Taggart and his Norton were again 
in the news when he broke the lap record 
for the Temple “ Hundred " race at 66.31 
m.p-h.

THROUGH LIMERICK STREETS 


On August Bank Holiday the most thril- 
ling race of the year was. held at Limerick, 


over one of the best street courses in Europe. 
The winner was Fontes, driving an Alfa 
Romeo; P. G. Fairfield (E.R.A.) was second, 
and P. N. Whitehead. (Alta) third. Fontes 
had the fastest speed at 64.91 m.p.h., while 
Fairfield took the lap record at 67.55 m.p.h. 

Fastest car speed at the Knock Club speed 
trials, Toome, was made by H. C. McFerran 
(Bugatti), who averaged 85.47 m.p.h.. over 
a flying kilometre. A few weeks later the 
Craigantlet hill climb was held, its most 
notable feature being a record ascent by KE. 
R. Hall (M.G.) at 46.30 m.p.h. G. Statham, 
in a Ford, was the fastest driver at Dublin 
University Club’s hill climb, in which he 
averaged 46.44 m.p.h. 

The Grand Prix of Europe, run in con- 
junction with the Ulster Grand Prix, pro- 
vided a splendid race. J. Guthrie, Norton, 
won the 500 c.c. class at 90.98 m.p.h., W. 
L. Handley (Velocette) the 350 c.c. class at 
86.65 m.p.h., and A. Geiss (D.K.W.) the 250 
c.c. class at 86.65 m.p.h. This was the 
fastest motor cycle road race ever held, and 
lap records were broken by Guthrie at 95.55 
m.p.h. ; Handley at 88.28 m.p.h., and Geiss 
at 83.20 m.p.h. 


PHENIX PARK SPEEDS 

The Phoenix Park Car Race, the last im- 
portant event of the season, was won by H. 
W. Furey (M.G. Magnette). Fontes, in his 
Alfa Romeo, was second, and he also made 
fastest speed at 90.96 m.p.h. L. R. Briggs 
(M.G.) was third. The most sensational 
feature of this meeting was Austin Dobson’s 
lap at 99.6 m.p.h. in a Maserati. | 

The motor cycle racing season concluded 
with the Belfast ‘‘ Hundred,” won by J. G. 
McConkey (Norton). J. Crawford (Cal- 
thorpe) took second place, with G. 8. Lowther 
(Excelsior) third. McConkey was the fastest 
rider in the race, and averaged 69.30 m.p.h. 


GROWTH OF AN INDUSTRY 
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TS assembling of motor cars and com- 


mercial vehicles in the Irish Free State 
is now an established industry. No matter 
what change pf Government takes place in the 
future, it is a certainty that this industry will 
continue to be protected by tariffs and en- 
couraged to extend and develop. A very 
considerable amount of money has been sunk 
in plant and premises, and while it cannot 
be claimed that the motor traders and agents 
were enthusiastic about being forced into what 
was virtually a new line of business for them, 
no Government could in fairness take any step 
that would endanger the capital thus invested 
or the employment of the many who have 
found work in the numerous assembling and 
finishing shops in Dublin and district. 


In the early stages of the present Govern- 
ment’s experimenting with car and car-body 
tariffs there is little doubt but that car sales 
in the Irish Free State fell considerably. There 
were fewer cars in use in 1934 than in 1933, 
and only 500 more in use in 1934 than in 1931. 


CARS ON THE ROAD. 


Although the tariffs imposed by Mr. 


_Cosgrave’s Government made cars approxi- 


mately one-third dearer in the Free State than 
in Great Brtiain and Northern Ireland, there 
was an increase of over 100 per cent. in the 
number of cars in use between 1925 and 1930. 
Had that rate of increase been maintained in 
the succeeding five years the number of cars 
in use in the Irish Free State to-day would be 
over 65,000, instead of something between 
36,000 and 37,000. However, the ground lost 
in 1931-35 is being recovered, although it will 
take some time to make up the deficiencies of 
four years. The latest figures available show 
that 5;307 cars were registered for the first 
time between October, 1934, and August, 1935, 
as compared with 4,232 in the corresponding 
period of 1953-34. This increase of 25.4 per 
cent. may not seem remarkable, in view of the 
fact that Northern Ireland in the same period 
showed an increase of 25.5 per cent. and 
Great Britain of 22.1 per cent. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that Britain has been 
experiencing something of a trade boom in the 
last twelve months, and that car prices there 
and in Northern Ireland are generally lower— 
with certain exceptions—than in the Free 
State. Consequently it can be appreciated 
that the Free State assemblers and traders 
have good reason to be satisfied with the pro- 
gress they have made in sales. 


IRISH ASSEMBLY FIRMS. 


One of the major reasons for this progress 
is the extensive range of Free State assembled 
cars now available. To-day virtually every 
type of car is assembled in the Irish Free 
State, except the real racing car. Obviously 
the demand is so small, and the desires of the 
racing fraternity so varied, that no Free State 
trader would be justified in setting up as an 
assembler of ultra-sports machines. This 
matter has caused some concern to the clubs 
promoting road races, and there are hopes 
that the Government may be persuaded to 
make some concession in the way of tariff re- 
missions to those importing cars for racing 
only. 


There is a great range of Fords, from the 
neat little eight-horse up to the powerful V-8 
models. Mr. P. J. Tracy, who was building 
Terraplanes and Hudsons, has added Singers 
to his list. Mr. T. McCairns has been doing 
remarkably well with Vauxhalls and Bedford 
trucks. Messrs. G. A. Brittain have been 
building 8 h.p. model Morris, and are to ex- 
tend their range. 
pany have undertaken the construction of 
Armstrong-Siddeleys and M.G. cars. Messrs. 
Lincoln and Nolan have got to work on 
Austins, and Mr. F. M. Summerfield has been 
building Chryslers of different chassis lengths 
and body types. Messrs. McEntagart Bros. 
are busy with Standards, and recently under- 
took to build Packards as well. Mr. John 
O'Neill, one of the pioneers in the assembly 
business, is building Dodges, as is also a Cork 
firm. The Adlers are being assembled by the 
Irish Exporters and Importers, and Messrs. 
Ashenhurst Williams have been assembling 
Crossleys and Leylands. Messrs. Hennessy, 
of Cork, are building Studebakers. Morris 
Commercial vehicles are produced in Dublin by 
Messrs. W. F. Poole and Co.

LANGUAGE 
“Mill Gas 


N addition to their duties as a police force, 
the Civic Guards during the year have . 
been occupied in extending their know- 
ledge of the Irish language. They are 
prompted in this work not only by enthusiasm 
for their native language, but by a desire to 
co-operate in the scheme for Gaelicising both 
head juarters and Depot within two years. 

There is a practical end in view as well as 
a national one. It is recognised by both the 
Government and the Civic Guard authorities 
that a time may come when Irish will be 
spoken exclusively in many parts of the 
country. 

A gramophone record system of teaching 
was found to be too advanced for the men, 
and a more elementary scheme was intro- 
duced. Special classes were established, and 
encouragement was given to the most dili- 
gent, who will be rewarded by a longer 
period in the city. 

Apart from Gaeltacht stations, there 
existed before 1935 twenty-one stations in 
County Galway, where every branch of police 
work, from the serving of a warrant to learn- 
ing of sections of statutes, is conducted in 
Irish. In October last new Irish-speaking 
stations were established at Dingle and 
Cahireiveen, and in Donegal twenty-two 
stations. By the middle of October the 
recent Road Traffic Act—of several hundred 
pages—and Firearms Acts were being studied 
entirely in the Irish language at these 
stations. At the headquarters of the Guards 
at Kilmainham.a special staff is translating 
administration forms, old Acts of Par- 
liament, police handbooks, and technical 
and legal terms for use in the courts. 
Before starting their work as trans- 
lators this staff had to spend much time in 


research work, dictionaries being of little 


value for a branch of the language involving 
the use of so many technical words and 
phrases. 

The authorities in Dublin appreciate that 
men in remote [rish-speaking stations are cut 
off from many of the amenities of life, and 
have acted accordingly. Barrack accommoda- 
tion in such districts has been improved, and 
in some of the Galway stations a 73 per cent. 
increase in pay has been given. It is hoped 
to extend this scale to other isolated dis- 
tricts. 

There was virtually no recruiting during 
the year, with the exception of the 100 Irish- 
speaking men taken in from the Gaeltacht. 
These received their training at the Dépét— 
including drill, gymnastics and first-aid— 
through the medium of Irish. 


TRACKING CRIMINALS 


While the Irish language is thus occupying 
much attention, the primary object of the 
force—the protection of the public from 
criminals—has not been neglected. The 
technical unit, established about two years 
ago, was perfected. during 1935. Acting 
Chief Superintendent Sheridan attended 
lectures in Stockholm, at which representa- 
tives of nearly all the police forces in 
Europe were present, and the latest scientific 
methods of criminal investigation demon- 
strated. These have now been put into use 
in the headquarters technical unit. 


The most commonplace instrument in the 
unit is a magnifying apparatus—with 
magnification of many hundred degrees—for 
the examination of clothing for blood and 
other stains. A more powerful instrument is 
used for differentiating between human and 
animal hair. It also enables human hair to 
be assigned to a definite person. By means 
of other ingenious instruments it is possible 
to pronounce with certainty whether a par- 
ticular bullet has been fired from a particular 
weapon. Another bullet is fired out of the 
suspected firearm. By means of the apparatus 
the marks made on both bullets by the 
grooving of the barrel are presented side by 
side, magnified at least forty times. Ultra- 
violet rays, too, have now taken their place 
in the detection of crime. 

Several weeks of training are given to 
selected men about the nature of material 
evidence required by the technical unit. 
Such evidence is now sought for im- 
mediately the local Guards arrive at the 
scene of a crime, and forwarded for examina- 
tion to the department.

INDUSTRIES GROW: PORT DEVELOPMENTS 


IFE in the South, and particularly in 
. Cork, during 19235, was affected to a 

considerably greater extent than usual by 
politico-economic developments in the Free 
State 

At the end of January a convention of 
farmers was held in Cork, at which the New 
Land League was imaugurated. The objects 
of the new organisation were, chiefly, to 
secure the suspension of the collection of 
land annuities for the duration of the 
economic war; an honourable settlement of 
the matters in dispute with Britain; de 
rating for agricultural land; a living wage 
for rural workers; and representation for 
the farmers on the Banking Commission. 

Several New Land League officials were 
among a group of prominent County Cork 
farmers arrested towards the end of February 
and charged before the Military Tribunal 
on counts concerned with. advocating non- 
payment of land annuities. The defendants 
were heavily fined, with thé alternative of 
prison sentences, which they elected to serve. 

During April, and the months following, 
seizures of cattle for non-payment of 
annuities were frequent in the county, and 
numerous sales of seized stock and other 
property took place at Fermoy, where the 
“flying squad ” carrying out the seizures 
had its headquarters. 

These developments had considerable reper- 
cussions in a varjety of ways. One was the 


acene in the Dail during May, when visitors s 


from Cork interrupted the proceedings. An 
number oí protest meetings were held, and 
lively incidents occurred at sales of seized 
cattle, culminating in a clash at Fermoy in 
July between a crowd of farmers’ wives and 
daughters and the Civic Guards. There were 
also scenes during a demonstration at 
Macroom, which led to court proceedings. 
Rural conditions were referred to in several 
discourses by Dr. Cohalan, Bishop of Cork. 


AGRICULTURAL SHOWS ABANDONED. 


Of greater import than these incidents, 
however, was the effect on agricultural shows 
in the city and county. Most show com- 
mittees decided to hold no fixtures because 
of agricultural conditions in general, and 
particularly while the imprisoned farmers 
remained in detention. Some shows were 
abandoned for the year; others postponed, 
and substitute fixtures held in the autumn. 
The County Committee of Agriculture agreed 
to withhold all the customary grants to show 
committees. The decision of the Munster 
‘Agricultural Society to go ahead with the 
Cork Summer Show was followed by three 
resignations of well-known farmer-members. 
The show itself was partially boycotted by 
the farmers, and receipts dropped heavily, 
with consequent loss of business in the city. 

There was a revival of interest in 
ploughing matches—a natural consequence of 
the development of tillage. Comparatively 
late in the year the County Agricultural 
Committee decided to co-operate in the wheat- 
growing campaign, members pointing out 
that in present conditions, and with the aid 
of the subsidy, farmers who had grown 
wheat this year were very pleased with re- 
sults. In the Mallow sugar factory’s area 
15.500 acres of beet were applied for, and 
the crop was generally regarded as satis- 
factory. ty 


MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


Cork made steady progress in municipal 
matters during 1935. Splendid work has 
been done in regard to the housing problem. 
The year was only a few days old when 
tenders were accepted and sanctioned for two 
housing schemes at a cost of over £90,000. 
Throughout the summer the work of erecting 
new houses proceeded, and the development 


of the Spongle Hill site went ahead according — 


to plan. In October came the announce- 
ment of a new issue by the Cork Corporation 
of £395,400 worth of 4 per cent. stock at 98. 

Five-sixths of this sum will be spent on 
heusing, and the remainder will partly 
finance the completion of the new School of 
Commerce. 

Building work on the £150,000 City Hall 
tontinues. The Cerporation’s staff moved 
into the Municipal Offices in the spring, and 
the Cork Corporation held its first meeting 
there in April. The Municipal Offices, or 
western wing, have been completed, but work 
still continues on the City Hall proper, which 


forms the other wing of this notable addition 
to public buildings in the South. Not until 
the builders have finally surrendered pos- 
session will the formal opening take place. 

Another big building is now rising a short 
distance from the City Hall—the £60,000 
School of Commerce. Its foundation stone 
was laid in June by the Minister for 
Education. - 

The city rates for the year remained un- 
changed at 20 shillings in the pound, and, 
having regard to the important advances 
made in many directions, the citizens 
acknowledge that they are getting good value 
for their money. ~ 

A Committee appointed in June is 
examining the question of an extension of 
the borough boundary. 

In public health matters good progress is 
recorded, and the immunisation scheme has 
greatly reduced the incidence of diphtheria. 

Cork’s annual municipal elections in June, 
when eighteen candidates contested the seven 
vacant seats, were interesting. They were 
the first Local Government elections on the 
adult franchise, or Dail register, basis. 

The subsequent election of Lord Mayor pro- 
vided an unusual aspect, deadlock being 
reached on two occasions, and it was on the 
third attempt that Alderman Sean French, 
who has several times occupied the Mayoral 
chair, was re-elected. 


HARBOUR BOARD’S WORK, 


The Cork Harbour Commissioners found 
the year a somewhat difficult one, the great 
trouble being falling revenue. The policy of 
industrial development at home naturally 
hits external trade, and so receipts from 
portal dues became smaller. Alive to its re- 
sponsibility in maintaining and developing 
the port with the same efficiency as in the 
past, the Board has been slow to reduce ex- 
penditure. A special Economy Committee 
examined the possibilities of economising in 
such a manner as would not hamper the 
proper maintenance and development of the 
port, and its recommendations, providing for 
an annual saving of £6,000, were adopted. 
The economies involved a salaries cut, and 
short time for certain workmen. The 
deficit for the first eight months totalled 
£3,538—much better than seemed likely from 
the indications of the early months—and, 
with special committees watching expendi- 
ture and investigating income, the position 
has been improving. It is worthy of note 
that the Board decided against any increase 
in dues. 

Despite the retrenchments, the  port’s 
facilities for shipping have been consistently 
improved and extended; and work on the 
Tivoli Reclamation Scheme continues. 


COUNTY ADMINISTRATION. 


The outstanding feature of Local Govern- 
ment administration in the county was the 
division of the county into three districts for 
public health purposes. For a long time the 
County Board of Health and its three Com- 
mittees had been regarded as cumbersome, so 
three Boards—one for West Cork, one for 
North, and one for South—were established 
to administer public health matters. Three 
Public Assistance Boards were also set up. 

In October a Local Government Department 

inquiry was announced, apparently with a 
view to reducing the unwieldy County Coun- 
cil, which now has 68 members. 
_ In April the County Council received Senior 
Counsel’s opinion regarding the legality of 
part of the agricultural grant being with- 
held in respect of non-payment of land 
annuities, and this led to the case at present 
occupying the attention of the Courts. - Cork 
has a vital interest in the result, as a large 
sum of money is involved. 

The Council’s rates this year, struck in 
July, show a slight decrease, but it is by no 
means clear of financial troubles; its over- 
draft is still around £200,000. 


INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 


The principal development in local in- 
dustries was at the Dunlop Company’s site, 
where a factory was completed early in the 
year, -and started production in April. It 
will supply the whole of the Free State with 
tyres and inner tubes; and, later, with other 
Dunlop products, including footwear, cushion 
seating, and mattresses. 

During the year the now oil refinery at 
Haulbowline started operations. 


is to be established at Passage, where times 
have been particularly hard since the harbour 
dockyards closed. Another factory, at the 
Marina Estate, will make knitwear. The 
company in oharge, Goodwear, Lid., was 
formed in October, by Messrs. T. Lyons and 
Co., Cork, and Messrs. 8. Davis and Co., of 
Leicestershire. 

The extension of business among milling 
companies has been fully maintained, and 
the Cork Milling Company’s Railway Bill, 
which was sent to the Dail this year, fore- 
shadows more speedy and efficient transport 
of products. | 

A shipment of half a million eggs to 
Germany early in March inaugurated a profit- 
able trade. 


Messrs. Henry Ford and Son, Ltd., con- 
tinue to prosper, and the production of motor 
cars keeps a big staff employed. They had a 
first-class exhibition at the factory early in 
the year, opened by the Lord Mayor, and 
visitors from all over Munster were greatly 
impressed by the efficient methods of pro- 


- duction. 


The E.S.B. introduced Cork’s first all- 
electric house in the autumn. Another 
modern development that aroused keen interest 
and appreciation was the putting into service 
of the all-steel train on the Cork-Dublin run. 
This, it is felt, will be an additional induce- 
ment to tourists and to visitors to Dublin to 
travel South. 

The year marked the suspension of all pas- 
senger services on the Charleville to Lime- 
rick line, and on the Cork-Macroom line. 

Legislation governing the pig-producing and 
bacon industry has come into operation too 
recently for the full effects to be apparent ; 
but the South’s opinion, expressed at the 
County Cork Agricultural Committee, indi- 
cates a belief that the Government must go 
further towards relieving this industry. 

Salvage work has continued off the Cork 
coast. The Italian vessel, Arpione, has been 
recovering copper from wrecks sunk during 
the war. A more ambitious venture is that 
of the Scottish . syndicate’s salvage ship 
Orphir, which has located the Lusitania, 
torpedoed off Kinsale. 

Tourism during 1935 was excellent. The 
numbers of visitors were within measurable 
distance of the record Eucharistic Congress 
year, and the South extended its hospitality 
to more cross-Channel tourists than ever. 


BUILDING ACTIVITY. 


Apart from the new tannery at Passage, 
the new clothing factory on the Marina 
Estate, the completion of the City Hall and 
the School of Commerce, a number of other 
important building projects are under con- 
sideration. Probably, the biggest will be the 
new fever hospital. This has been the subject 
of a Dail bill, the text of which was issued 
in June. The foundation stone of a new 
Catholic Church at Ballinlough was laid only 
a few weeks ago. Other important projects 
include extensions at Cork and Youghal, 
planned by the Cork Mental Hospital Com- 
mittee of Management. . The accommodation 
for patients at the Cork Mental Hospital is 
1,750, and, as there are now over 2,000 
patients in the institution, an early start with 
the extensions is essential. 


NEED FOR AN AIRPORT. 


Aviation in Cork has not reached that stage 
of development wherr people will take an all- 
the-year-round interest in it. So far as the 
South was concerned the flying season was 
given a good start in March, when the Cork 
Aero Club instructor, Mr. E. J. Dease, made 
the first flight to Aran. The Aero Club ex- 
tended its activities this year, and, in 
addition to forming a successful branch at 
Killarney, gave frequent instructional flights 
at its headquarters at Farmer’s Cross, Cork. 

But the major development—the establish- 
ment of an adequate airport—remains for the 
future. The Cork Aero Club adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring that “ the only rational site 
for a national airport is a site adjoining Cork 
Harbour,” and requesting the Government 
to have Cork’s claim fully examined. This 
resolution was later adopted by the Chambers 
of Commerce, the Cork Harbour Board, and 
other public bodies, but there apparently the 
matter rests. Everybody is agreed as to the 
wisdom of an airport. most people agree that 


Belvelly is the ideal site; the entire pro- 
ject has been discussed and approved on all 


sides ; but nobody seems to be able to get over 
the financial difficulty. 


Among other matters in which a good deal 
of public interest in Cork was centred during 
the year was the agitation by a large number - 
of traders against a central ’bus terminus for 
long-distance services. This, it was pointed 
out, operated against trade outside the centre 
of the city, and a deputation was appointed 
to consult the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce on the subject. 


Then there was the situation as regards the 
price of bread. The announcement by the 
Prices Commission indicated a considerable 
reduction in the price of bread in Cork : but 
the master bakers, considering that the Prices 
Commission’s decision did not carry statutory 
force, decided in August to make no change in 
their prices until the Commission’s direction 
was confirmed by the Minister. It was also 
indicated that it was likely that steps would 
be taken to test the legality of the fixed price. 


Victuallers, as elsewhere, vigorously opposed 
the terms of the Cattle Slaughter Bill, and 
the levies. A recent decision by another body 
of citizens, members of the Leaseholders’ 
Association, indicates a strong agitation 
against continued payments of existing 
ground rents. 


In the spring, fishermen in several centres 
expressed alarm at the reported recommenda- 
tions of the Inland Fisheries Commission. 


Appointments of more than ordinary 
interest included that of Judge T. O’ Donnell 
to the Cork Circuit to replace Judge O’Connor 
while the latter acts as referee under the 1934 
Military Pensions Act; and the choice of 
Mr. A. J. Magennis to act on the Governing 
Body of the National University. ‘The latter 
appointment followed quickly on Mr. 
Magennis’s resignation from the chairman- 
ship of the Cork Harbour Board, where Mr. 
Rohan succeeded him as chairman. In the 
county an important appointment was the 
choice of the Very Rev. Patrick Conan Casey, 
P.P., Newmarket, for the vacant Catholic 
Bishopric of Ross. He was consecrated 
Bishop at Skibbereen“ in September. Dis- 
tinguished visitors included the Australian 
Premier, Mr. Lyons, and Admiral the Earl 
of Cork and Orrery. 


CULTURE AND SPORT. 


Local literary, dramatic and musical 
societies prospered, and have ambitious plans 
this session. The Cork Drama League, the 
Cork Operatic Society—soon to appear at the 
Opera House again—the Cork Theatrical 
Company, the Musical Comedy Company, 
the Literary and Scientific Society, 
numerous off-shoots of the Cork Catholic 
Young Men’s Society, the Munster Fine Arts 
Club, and the Cork Camera Club are only 
some of those which are still making wide 
appeal to a great variety of tastes. A 
celebrity concert season was recently in- 
augurated with a recital—highly successful 
and much appreciated—by John Count 
McCormack, and other famous artistes who 
will visit Cork during the season are Richard 
Tauber, Paul Robeson, Toti del Monte and 
Kreisler. All the many literary and de- 
bating societies appear to be flourishing. 


Fishermen and anglers alike enjoyed an 
excellent season, during which salmon were 
more plentiful than in recent years; but 
there were two very unexpected “ catches ’’ in 
the Lee during 1935 a live shell on one 
occasion, and a basking shark on another. 


Unfortunately, the Cork City Regatta was 
not held this year, owing to financial difh- 
culties. It is hoped, however, that the fixture 
over the Marina Course will be revived. 


An innovation in preparation for 1936 is 
the proposed Cork car race. The project was 
launched in August, and already excellent 
progress in the preliminary organisation has 
been made. The race, to be held on Whit 
Monday, is expected to attract a first-class 
entry, and will be one of the fastest in the 
calendar, for the six miles’ circuit includes a 
perfect 24 miles’ straight concrete stretch, 
between Carrigrohane and the city, over 
which J. 8S. Wright, the English motor- 
cyclist, exceeded 150 miles per hour in setting 
up a world’s record some few years ago.

AMERICAN TRAFFIC 


oo 


TEADILY increasing revenue is being 
obtained in Ireland from the tourist 
industry, and the associations interested in 
encouraging the traffic have drafted plans 
for further development in the coming year. 
The improvement of economic conditions 
in the United States was responsible for an 
increase in the number of visitors from the 
American continent, and the total for the 
January-August period of 1935 was 10,338, 
as compared with 9,250 for the correspond- 
ing months of 1934. The report of the Irish 
Tourist Association on the 1935 season com- 


ments that the increased expenditure of . 


British visitors last summer, as « mpared 
with 1934, can be put at nearly £500,000. 

According to the report, the totals of in- 
coming traffic from all sources for the months 
of January to August, inclusive, for the years 
1929 to 1935 were :— 


The LT.A. is handicapped by lack of funds 
for advertising purposes, and the Free State 
Government is being asked to assist the 
propaganda by means oí a grant. Road 
improvements are desired by the organisa- 
tion, which believes a coastal road around 
Ireland would serve as a new attraction to 
tourists, as well as an unemployment relief 
scheme. 


BETTER HOTELS. 


Many hotels have still further improved 
their facilities during the past year, and 
plans were developed by holiday resorts with 
a view to extending their season. The 
organisation of one-day trips from North 
Wales and the English Midlands had a dual 
effect on the tourist industry—they brought 
people to Ireland and served to advertise the 
country as well, since many of the '“' one- 
day ” visitors returned to spend their holi- 
days on this side of the Channel. 

Each year the offices of the Irish Tourist 
Association in Dublin, Cork and London 
deal with an increasing number of inquiries, 
and large quantities of brochures «nd maps 
are distributed in Great Britain and the 
United States. 


IN THE NORTH 


The 1935 season in Northern Ireland lived 
up to its early promise of being the best ex- 
perienced in this area, the record of 1954— 
despite a temporary set-back during the 
latter half of July—being surpassed by about 


74 per cent. This provides adequate proof 


of the value of the publicity campaign con- 
ducted by the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association, and the individual efforts of 
transport companies and local authorities. 
Inquiries handled by “the Association's 
offices showed an increase of 20 per cent. over 
the previous year, and the season closed with 
stocks of literature depleted to such an extent 
that all-round increases in circulation have 
been arranged for the coming season. : 
The Association reports a steady improv 
ment in the general standard of accommoda- 
tion. During the past twelve months many 
hotels and private establishments have been 
enlarged and remodelled, and new premises 
erected. In addition, greatly improved facili- 
ties are being provided for the enjoyment of 
visitors in virtually all resorts, but there is 
still room for development, without in any 
way detracting from the natural attractions 
which they already enjoy. Local authorities 


fully realise this important fact; for a 


number of them have big schemes under cofi- 
sideration. 
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ELECTRICITY FOR. 
ALL PURPOSES 
. oig. me “RCS Pt 
GROWING DEMANDS 


AA. 
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HERE was a steady growth in electrical 
development throughout Ireland during 
1935. The Electricity Boards in both North 
and South are expanding the scope of their 
activities, and many new districts have been 
linked up with the national schemes. . 
The last revenue returns published by the 
Electricity Supply Board (Irish Free State) 
show an increase of £108,707, and a surplus 
over expenditure of £155,300. 
The following table gives the growth in 
revenue since 1930 :— 


MARCH 31st, EARNINGS. 


For the current year the earnings of the 
Board are increasing at approximately the 
same rate as for the previous financial year. 

As a result of its operations during that 
period, the Board has been able to pay 
capital charges amounting to £568,703, which 
consisted of £489,683 paid to the Minister 
for Finance as interest on capital advances, 
and £79,020 for interest and repayments of 
capital in respect of liabilities assumed on 
the transfer of Local Authority undertakings. 

The Board has not yet begun to repay the 
capital advanced by the Government, but it 
is expected that the Minister for Finance and 
Minister for Industry and Commerce will 
shortly fix the ‘‘appointed day” in that 
respect. 


POWER FOR INDUSTRY. 


The demand for electric current for 
domestic and power purposes shows that 
people in the Free State are becoming more 
and more “‘electricaily minded.’’ Consumers 
increased during the last financial year from 
89,890 to 103,307. All new industries, with 
the exception of the sugar beet factories, are 
using the national electricity system for 
lighting and power. 

An important feature of recent develop- 
ment is the increasing use of electricity by 
large institutions, such as hospitals, colleges 
and convents, for cooking, water-heating and 
space heating. The most striking example of 
the use of electricity in this respect is the 
National Maternity Hospital, Dublin. Here 
electricity is used for providing every ser- 
vice, including. general heating, cooking, 
water-heating, refrigeration, sterilisation, 
disinfection, signaliing, ventilation, radio- 
graphy, food preparation, carving and dish- 
washing.

INDUSTRIES HELP CANAL 
TRAFFIC 


-“ 


“BHRAFFIC returns on the canals of Ireland 
during 1935 give promise of further im- 
provement in trade in 1936. 

The Government schemes of encouraging 
tillage, and the establishment of factories in 
various parts of the countryside, are benefit- 
ing all transport companies, and the canal 
companies are enjoying a somewhat larger 
share of the increasing traffic than in the 
past. The Grand Canal Compang anticipates 
valuable new business arising from the new 
factory at Kilpatrick, near Carbury, County 
Kildare, which is to manufacture peat 
briquettes. The factory is situated beside the 
canal, and it will be in production shortly. 

Both the Royal and the Grand Canals are 
directly connected with the Port of Dublin. 
The Royal, which is owned by the Great 
Southern Railways Company, has a dock on 
the north side of the city; it goes to Tarmon- 
barry, on the Shannon, with a branch canal 
to Longford. It is used by private traders, 
who pay tolls to the company. 

The Grand Canal, the longest inland water- 
way in the British Isles, has extensive docks 
on the southern side of the quays. This com- 


_ pany employs five hundred men, and has its 


own fleet of fifty motor-driven barges, each 
carrying about fifty tons. There are also 
about thirty barges plying under private 
ownership on this canal, which goes through 
sixteen counties, as far as Limerick, in the 
Shannon direction, and Waterford along the 
Barrow route, 
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THE FREE STATE LAW COURTS IN 1935 


Forgotten Money : 


E> the many interesting matters that came 
before the Free State Law Courts during 
the year was one that Mr. Justice Johnston, 
who dealt with it, described as a most 
peculiar case under the Labourers Acts; and 
one the like of which, he said, he never had 
heard before. It was a sequel to the dis- 
covery by a solicitor who had been reading 
what is called ‘‘The Dormant Credit Balance 
Account,” of sums of money and new Consols 
amounting to over £1,750 that had been 
lodged in court by a Rural District Council, 
and that had remained there, forgotten, for 
thirty years. 

The story was this: In 1902 and in 1904 the 
Carlow Rural District Council promoted im- 
provement schemes under the Labourers 
Acts for the acquisition of plots of land. It 
became necessary for the Council to enter on 
some of the plots before the arbitrator had

made his award in respect of them, and the 
Local Government Board made orders for the 
payment into Court by the Council, by way 
of security for the purchase money, of speci- 
fied sums in respect of each plot on which the 
Council desired to enter. Pursuant to these 
orders, the Council paid various sums of 
money into Court, but in the great majority 
of, if not in all, the cases to which the fund 
related the Council appeared to have paid to 
the owners or occupiers of the various plots 
the respective sums awarded as compensation, 
irrespective of the fact that under the pro- 
viso of Section 4 of the Labourers Act of 
1896, the moneys paid into Court as security 
for the purchase money should have been 
applied in payment, or part-payment, of the 
purchase money, when determined. 

The solicitor to the Carlow County Council 
had procured from the Accountant of the 
High Court of Justice a certificate of funds 
showing the various sums in Court in “ The 
Dormant Credit Balance Account,’’ and to 
the separate ledger accounts of the Rural 
District Council and the owners or occupiers 
of plots acquired. He was unable to 
ascertain why the Rural District Council had 
not applied for payment out of Court of these. 
moneys lodged as security, because the Clerk 
of the Rural District Council who had held 
office at and subsequent to the time when 
the improvement schemes referred to were 
being carried out had died in 1921, and the 
solicitor who had acted for the Rural Dis- 
trict Council during the same period, and his 
successor when that body was abolished, both 
were dead. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, on an application on 
behalf of the Carlow County Council, directed 
a general inquiry into the ownership of the 
money. 


MINING RIGHTS 


The important pronouncement that a rule 
made by the Irish Land Commission under 
Section 4 of the Mines and Minerals Act, 
1931, was contrary to natural justice, ultra 
vires, and void, was made by the Supreme 
Court on the hearing of an appeal that raised 
the questicns whether an exclusive mining 
right is vested in the State in respect of 
minerals in the Rosses, in County Donegal ; 
whether granite is a substance that can be 
mined and taken under such exclusive right, 
or whether granite rock is a common stone of 
the area, and comes within the exceptions of 
the Land Act dealing with such rights.

The appeal was brought by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce from an order of the 
Judicial Commissioner deciding that the 
granite rock found on, or forming the surface 
of, specified townlands on the estate of the 
Earl of Mountcharles, in County Donegal, 
was a common stone oí the area, and that it 
came within the exceptions in Section 45° (5) 
of the Land Act oí 1923. The Minister asked 
to have that order set aside, and to have it 
declared that an exclusive mining right had 
been vested in Saorstat Eireann under Section 
45 of the Act in respect of the townlands 
referred to, and that granite is a substance 
that can be mined and taken under such 
exclusive mining right. 

It appea red that the Minister had referred 
the questions to the Land Commission for de- 
termination, and relied on Rule 6 of the Rules 
made by the Land Commission under Section 
4 of the Mines and Minerals Act of 1931, as 
enabling the Land Commission to dispense 
with notice to the tenants of the lands, and 
determine the questions and publish the de- 
termination in Iris Oifiguil. The Land Cotm- 
mission, exclusive of the Judicial Com- 

missioner, determined in favour of the 
Minister, and from that determination one 
of the tenants appealed. The appeal came 
before the Appeal Tribunal, who, holding that 
this was a question of law, referred it to the 
Judicial Commissioner. 

The Supreme Court held that appeals under 
the Mines and Minerals Act of 1931 should 
be heard by the Appeal Tribunal. The order 
from which the present appeal purported to 
be taken was an order by the Judicial Com- 
missioner alone, whereas if it was properly 
the subject of appeal it should have been 
heard by the tribunal established by Par- 
liament to determine it. That tribunal con- 
sisted. not only of the Judicial Commissioner, 
but also of two lay Commissioners, and as no 
order had been made by the Tribunai there 
was no appeal now before the Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court, therefore, set aside both 
the order of the Judicial Commissioner and 
the order of the Land Commission. 

Rule 6 of the Rules made by the Irish Land 
Commission under Section 4 of the Mines 
and Minerals Act of 1931, purported, said the 
Chief Justice, to determine in the absence of 
the tenant a matter in which the tenant was 
specifically interested, and consequently in so 
far as the Land Commission purported to de- 
cide people’s rights in their absence, their 
decision was void and inoperative. The rule 
was definitely incapable of being supported 
in common justice. It was ultra vires, and 
contrary to natural justice, and, therefore, the 
determination by the Land Commission was 
no determination, but a nullity. 


EX-SOLDIERS’ COTTAGES 


Four actions in the nature of test cases 
were brought, three by British ex-Service 
men and one by the widow of a British ex- 
Service man, against the Irish Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust, claiming the return 
of rent paid for cottages provided under the 
Irish Free State (Consequential Provisions) 
Act, 1922, the plaintiffs rel} mg on the judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court in the case of 
Leggett and other British ex-Service men 
residing at Killester against the Land Trust, 
that the occupiers of these cottages are not 
bound to pay rent. All the actions were 
dismissed. 

In his judgment in one of these actions, Mr. 
Justice Meredith said that before the modern 
development. of local government there was a 
number of local Acts under which commis- 
sioners or trustees were incorporated and 
given certain powers and duties to be exercised 
for the benefit of the various sections of the 
community. When the Irish Free State 
was about to be set up, and_this work of pro- 
viding accommodation for the ex-Service men 
could not, appropriately, be left under the 
control of a department of the Irish Free 
State Government, the Legislature reverted to 
the original plan. Such he took to be the 
meaning of the Supreme Court decision in 

’s case, holding that the Trust were 
trustees and had to execute a trust. Treating 
the Trust as having been, in effect, and held 
to be, in the same position as the old-time 
Commissioners, he could not think that the 


persons intended to be benefited by the pro- 
vision of accommodation were intended “to 
be equitable tenants for life; or, im fact, any- 
thing more than tenants at will. What he 
understood the Trust claimed in Leggett’s 
case was a right to charge commercial rents 
for the purpose of building up a reserve with 
which they coul extend their scheme in- 
definitely. Obviously, if the Trust could 
charge whatever rents they pleased, the whole 
object of the legislature would be defeated. 
A Treasury regulation prescribing maximum 
rents, permitted for the mere purpose of 
covering necessary upkeep and management 


expenses, did not, as far as he understood, 
come under consideration. 


WEARING OF BLUE SHIRTS 


Three actions, in which the wearing of blue 
shirts was referred to, were heard by Mr. 
Justice O’Byrne. A farmer’s son, and ex- 
officer of the National Army, residing at 
Westport, claimed damages against a super- 
intendent and a sergeant of the Civic Guard 
for assault and false imprisonment. He 
stated that, while he was addressing a public 
meeting at Westport on the 17th December, 
1933, the defendants unlawfully arrested him, 
and falsely imprisoned him in the Civic 
Guard Barracks for forty-eight hours 

The defendants denied that they unlawfully 
arrested and falsely imprisoned the plaintiff, 
and pleaded in defence that the sergeant 
suspected him of being a member of an un- 
lawful association, and that he was lawfully 
arrested under Article 2 of the Constitution. 

Mr. Justice O’ Byrne, in the course of his 
judgment, said that, taking all the circum- 
$tances into account, he was more impressed 
by the evidential value of the circumstances 
immediately surrounding the arrest, and came 
to the conclusion that this man was arrested 
solely because he was attired in a blue shirt. 
This, so far as he was aware, was a crime 
unknown to the law in this country. It 
seemed to him clear that the Guards were 
acting under instructions; namely, to pre- 
vent persons who were attired in this manner 
from addressing meetings there. He did not 
think it was a case for anything in the nature 
of punitive damages, and he fixed the amount 
of damages that he awarded to the plaintiff 
at £75. 

Arising out of incidents which took place 
at Westport on the same occasion, General 
O’ Duffy, ex-President of the United Ireland 
Party, brought an action against a superin- 
tendent and a sergeant; and a farmer of 
Clonakilty brought an action against a super- 
intendent and a sergeant of the Civic Guard 
for damages for unlawful assault and false 
imvrisonment. General O’ Duffy was awarded 


£200. and the farmer £75 damages. 
INCOME TAX ACTS 


An appeal by the Agricultural Credit Cor- 
poration came before the President of the 
High Court (Mr. Justice Sullivan) Mr. 
Justice Hanna, and Mr. Justice O’ Byrne, 
by way of a case stated by the Special Com- 
missioners appointed for the Special Purposes 
of the Income Tax Acts. The Inspector of 
Taxes had assessed the Corporation to income 
tax in respect of profits realised from the 
sale of securities, and the Corporation 
appealed to the Special Commissioners, con- 
tending that the main purpose for which it 
was formed was the financing of Free State 
farmers by way of loans; that trading in 
securities was not part of their business ; 
that any changes in its investments were 
made with the object of avoiding a loss on 
realisation ; and that any profits so mais were 
capital profits. On the other hand, the 
Inspector of Taxes submitted that the Cor- 
poration was carrying on a trade or business 
the object of which was to buy and sell the 
use of money; that the making of invest- 
ments was an essential part of its business; 
and that the profits obtained by the variation 
of investments must be treated as part of the 
trading profits. The Special Commissioners 
upheld the assessment, and the Court was 
asked: to determine whether gains made, or 
losses suffered, by the Corporation in the 
realisation of investments were gains or losses 
in the operation of a business carrying out 
a scheme of profit-making and formed part of

the profits or losses of a trade for ‘the purposes 
of Income Tax Acts. 

The President, delivering the unanimous 
judgment of the Court, said that, on the 
facts, there was evidence to support the 
finding of the Special Commissioners, and 
there was nothin: on the face of the case 
stated to show, or even to suggest, that the 
Special Commissioners had misdirected them- 
selves on any point of law in arriving at their 
finding. The Court could find nothing to 
support the contention that the Special Com- 
missioners had misunderstood or misapplied 
the test recognised by the authorities, by the 
Privy Council, and by the House of Lords, 
by which they answered the question whether 
gains made or losses sustained by the Cor- 
poration in the realisation of investments 
were gains or losses in the operation of a 
business of profit-making. Accordingly, the 


uppeal of the Agricultural Credit Corpora- 
tion was dismissed. 


TRADES UNIONS’ CASE 


A test action of great interest to trades 
unions was heard by Mr. Justice Meredith. 
This was an action that was brought by the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
of Parnell square, Dublin, aga@inst the Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, of West- 
minster, London, seeking an injunction to 
restrain the English union from carrying on 
business in Ireland as a trades union in the 
name of the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, or the Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, or any other name 
similar to that of the Irish union, or so 
nearly resembling it as to be likely to deceive 
members or prospective members of the Irish 
union, or the public. The plaintiff union also 
sought a declaration that the recording in 
the Register of Trades Unions in the Free 
State of the defendant union in either of the 
names mentioned, or of the rules, was 
illegal. 

The defendants admitted that they carried 
on business as the Amalgamated Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, but denied that 
that title caused any confusion. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in his judgment, 
said that it was obvious that the use in fre- 
land by the defendants of the name “ Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union ” would be 
bound to create confusion, and that any 
attempt by the defendants to obtain 
membership in Ireland for their union under 
that name must prejudicially affect the cood- 
will of the plaintiff union, in a wide sense. 
The contention of the plaintiffs that the re- 
cording of the defendants’ rules in 1922 and 
of the amended rules in 1925 was invalid 
was a contention in effect that the defendant 
union, -so far as Saorstat Eireann was con- 
cerned, was in the position of an unregistered 
union. But, if the defendant union was in 
this position, then, save as in respect of the 
declaration sought, the action was not 
sustainable. The plaintiffs’ claim in respect 
of tortious acts must be dismissed, brut on a 
ground that would warrant the making of 
the declaration sought. He made a declara- 
tion that the recording of the defendants’ 
rules or any amendment of the rules was in- 
operative and of no legal effect, and dismissed 
the plaintiffs’ action in respect of the alleged 
tortious acts of the defendants. He granted 
the request of the defendants’ counsel for a 
stay of execution, and a further stay after the 
expiration of twenty-one days, if notice of 


appeal should be served.

A few towns report the adoption of town-planning schemes, but, as yet, there has been 
me general move in this direction. Read improvements have been carried out in many 
counties, often as relief works, and, with the developments at seaside resorts, these should 
add to the attractions of Ireland for the tourists. | 


The changing economics of agriculture in the Free State is commented upon in messages 
from several districts, and there is a general indication that farmers are taking up the tillage 
policy in an endeavour te recoup their lesses on cattle production. Northern Ireland's 
marketing schemes for agriculture have been a help to farmers in Uister, and there appears 
te be a general brightening in the outlook ef agriculturalists in beth North and South. 


ARMAGH 


— Armagh City and County made pro- . 


gress during the year 1955. From an 
industrial point of view there was a marked 
improvement, particularly in the linen and 
building trades, resulting in a decrease: in 
unemployment. 

In agriculture and stock-raising there was 
batisfactory progress, largely due to the en- 
couragement by the County Agricultural 
Committee. The Regional Education Com- 
raittee for the county during the year provided 
several new schools, notably those in Lurgan 
and Portadewn. A scheme has been success- 
fully launched also for the extension of the 
Armach Convent National Schools; at a cost 
of about £20,000. The Armagh Technical 
School, which was under a Committee 
appointed by Armagh City Council, was trans- 
ferred by the Commissioner of the city (Mr. 
J. B. Hanna, jun.) te the Armagh Regional 
Education Committee. 

Armagh County Infirmary ‘Committee have 
decided to extend the old Infirmary, and pro- 
vide an operating theatre, additional sick 
wards and nurses’ apartments. This work 
will cost about £20,000, for which a grant has 
been secured from the Ministry of Financo. 
A sewerage scheme and sewage disposal works 
for the city was alse carried cut under grants 
from the Ministry. 


CINEMA CONTROVERSY. 


Early in the year the clergy of the Churches 
ef all denominations strongly protested 
against the opening of cinemas on Sundays 
and against matinees for children. This 
created a considerable controversy, and as the 
result of a plebiscite of the picture-goers of 
the city it was decided to close the cinemas 
on Sundays and to discontinue children’s 
Ma tinees. 


The Amateur Operatic Society successfull; 


Produced several operas, which were well 


tronised and appreciated. With regard to 

urch music a successful Choral Festival 
was held in St. Patrick's Cathedral, Armagh, 
im May. Over a hundred choirs from towns 
and country districts throughout the Arch- 
diocese of Armagh took part in the Festival, 
and the very high standard shown by the 
dhoirs in rendering the difficult programme 
exemplified the progress made in Plain 
Chant. 

In June the Armagh |Feis, under the 
Waspices of the Gaclie League, was revi

‘Armagh Museum, ‘fenovated, and with many 


interest, was reopened by the Governor- 
General of Northern Ireland in August, A 
feature of much ecclesiastical interest was the 
celebration of the Sacerdotal Golden Jubilee 
attained by His Eminence Cardinal MacRory 
in the month of September. On that ocea- 
sion His Eminence received a congratulatory 
letter from the Pope, an address and a motor 
car from the clergy of his archdiocese, and 
an address and a sum of over £2,000 from 
the laity of the archdiocese. His Eminence 
declined to accept this sum or any part of it 
for his own private use, and determined te 
devote it to some diocesan charitable pus 


Another matter of ecclesiastical interest was 
the laying of the foundation stone of a new 
church for Armagh—the Church of St. 
Malachy—to replace the old church in Chapel 
lane, which was built over a hundred years 


ago. 


CARLOW 


e ARLOW TOWN during 1935 improved its 
commercial and industr al reputation by 
the establishment of another industry—that 
of Steel Products, Ltd., which specialises ia 
the manufactare of razor blades. The com- 
pany acquired premises from Messrs. Thomp- 
son and Son, Hanover, and adjoins the 
Hanover Works—the headquarters of this 
firm of building contractors. Earlier in the 
year the Barrow Milling started 
an important flour-milling industry, which 
was formally opened by Mr. Sean Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, This 
company acquired the old mills in Graigue- 
Cullen adjoining the River Barrow, and which 
for many generations were worked by the old 
Shackleton family, The revived industry pre- 
vides considerable employment in the town, 

The Carlow Boot Factory, established by 
the late Mr. Michael Governey, has been 
working to full capacity. The mineral waters 
factory, under the same proprietorship, is 
also in a sound condition. The beet sugar 
industry has been the principal factor in 
bringing prosperity to the town, The present 
winter campaign provides employment for 
about 600 operatives, and will last for about 
three or four months. 


WATER AND SEWERAGE 


An important industry will shortly be 
started in Tullow, the nature of which has 
not yet been disclosed. During the year a 
large sewerage and water scheme was com:

The Carlow Board of Health has under con- 
sideration a scheme which includes the pre- 
vision of a county hospital, tuberculosis 
hospital, and a county home. It has been 
suggested that the Show Grounds adjoining 
the town should be acquired for this scheme, 
which has been based on the expectation of a 
grant from the Hospitals’ Fund. Consider- 
able progress has been made in the building

CAVAN 

NEW technical school, costing £7,000, 

has been built in the town of Cavan 
during 1935, and is being largely attended 
by the young people. The Urban Council 
built 58 workingmen’s houses in the early 
part of the year, and, at the same time, com- 
pleted water and sewerage schemes. Local 
Government Department inspectors have 
approved sites near the town for the erection 
of a county hospital and a_ tuberculosis 
hospital. A cinema, costing 26,000, is also 
being built. 

Unemployment is one of Cavan’s diffi- 
culties, and, unfortunately, an effort to have 
a boot factory established, proved unsuc- 
cessful. | 


HOUSING AND WATER. 


The Urban Councils of both Belturbet and 
Cootehill carried out water-supply schemes, 
and erected a number of new houses. 

All over the county many labourers’ 
cottages have been built by the Board of 
Health, and preparations are being made for 
the launching of further housing schemes. 
Many farmers have taken advantage of 
Government grants to build new homes or re- 
construct their existing buildings. In four 
of the smaller towns—Bailieboro’, Virginia, 
Blacklion and Killeshandra—water schemes 
were nearing completion at the end of the 
year. Roads throughout the county are in 
excellent condition, and the rate collection 
was satisfactory. 

Business, except in the pig trade, improved 
towards the end of the year. 

Two important events for the county were 
the celebration by the Most Rev, Dr. 
Finegan, Catholic Bishop of Kilmore, of the 
silver jubilee of his consecration, and the 
Cavan G.A.A. football team’s victory in the 
All-Ireland Championship. 


CLARE 


LTHOUGH it has a population of little 
more than 6,000, Ennis made substantial 
progress in 1935. The establishment of a 
Braid Mills, in which laces, elastics and 
webbing are being made, provided employ- 
ment for nearly 100 hands. A new joinery 
factory and a whiting factory were other en- 
terprises founded during the year. Further 
extensions to these industries are in contem- 
plation. To provide factory sites part of an 
old prison is to be demolished. As a result 
of this industrial expansion a number of busi- 
ness premises in the town were enlarged and 
improved. Their owners are taking full advan- 
tage of the facilities offered by the use of 
electric power for modern shop lighting and 
internal advertising displays. Lecal hotels 
have been still further improved, following 
this season’s encouraging tourist traffic re- 
turns. 
TOWN-PLANNING. 


Slum clearance schemes are being 


forward by the Ennis Urban Council, which 


has just completed the erection of sixty new 
houses. Plans have been prepared for the 
erection of an additional 240 houses, and it is 
anticipated that within two or three years all 
slums in the town will have been abolished. 
Town-planning forms an integral part of the 
Council’s slum demolition schemes. In the 
suburbs of the town the Clare Board of Health 
is erecting a County Hospital at a cost of 
£60,000. The Clare Vocational Education 
Committee has accepted a tender for the erec- 
tion of a new £8,000 Technical School, and 
the Clare Mental Hospital Committee is 
taking steps to spend £65,000 on additions 
and improvenients to the existing institution. 
Other bodies, such as the Ennis Chamber of 
Commerce, that recently undertook responsi- 
bility for the organisation of the Clare 
Agricultural Show, which proved an outstand- 
ing success; the Gaelie Athletic Association, 


Similarly the G.A-A. has purchased a new 


i playing pitch in the centre of the town. 


In the county the outstanding event, was the 
opening of a Central Creamery at Ennistymon 
with a number of auxiliaries in several 
parishes. Their operations have proved of 
great benefit.to farmers. At Kilkee a new 
water filtration plant is being installed, aad 
at Lisdoonvarna an extension of the existing 
medicinal baths has been made. A new 
Technical School is being built at Kilrush, 
Many houses have been erected by the Urban 
Council and private builders, and negotiations 
are now in progress for the erection of a new 
flour mills. 

Coupled with these activities in the different 
towns of the county are the usual publie 
works, which include peat development 
schemes, drainage of bogs, re-surfacing of 
streets and county roads, removal of dangerous 
bends, and the laying of new roads. All theese 
projects are controlled by the Clare County, 
Council, which has also in progress a number 


of land drainage schemes and minor relief 
works, | 


DONEGAL 


ARIFFS have benefited Letterkenny and 

Donegal County generally at the ex pense 
of Lendonderry, and their multiphcity has 
given the merchants of Letterkenny a chance 
for development. Following the recommen@a- 
tions of the Government Commission which 
investigated transport in Donegal, improve 
ments are to be made to Letterkenny port, 
At present only vessels of comparatively low 
tonnage can make the journey up to the towu 
from the mouth of the Swilly. The projected 
works, however, will open the harbour te 
Continental vessels, bearing mixed cargees, 
and so considerably improve distribution 
throughout the county. 

The population of Letterkenny has been 
steadily increasing, and it is now well ahead 
of its close rival of a few years ago, Bam 
crana. Most of the local government offices 
for the county are located in the town, and 
the Donegal Mental Hospital, nearby, now, 
has about 800 patients. A county hospital, 
to be erected shortly, will cost approximately 
£100,000, and the plans which have been 
prepared provide for a building bigger and 
better-equipped than any similar institution 
in the north-west of Ireland. 

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Industries have been progressing well. A 
hosiery factory now gives employment te 
more than one hundred girls, and a recently- 
established confectionery factory has de 
veloped a successful business, serving nes 
alone Donegal, but the adjacent counties. 
Local administration has been good during 
1935, and the Letterkenny Urban Council has 
undertaken several housing schemes to im- 
preve housing accommodation for the growing 
population. The provision of an adequate 
water supply has also been receiving atten- 
tion. 

The Diocesan Cellege of St. Eunan’s has 
been extended to cater for its. steadily grow- 
ing number of students, which it recesves 
from several counties in the South and Mid- 
lands. Extensions have also been made. te 
the Loreto Convent, and it is likely that 
further building will take place shortly. 

Irish has been well maintained, and many 
students from the South spent their holidays 
in the Donegal Gaeltacht fo improve their 

of the language. Bundoran and 
the other seaside resorts in the county report 
steady increases in tourist traffic, and several 
development schemes to improve their ameni- 
ties are under consideration. 


DOWN 


NCREASED industrial activity at ‘the 

Queen’s Island Shipyards in Belfast has 

reacted very favourably on parts of County, 
Down. 

Generally speaking the Marketing Boards 
have assisted farmers, but there has been a 
number of comp'aints regarding peor priced 
for stock and general produce. Tillage has 
made virtually no progress in thie county. 

The closing of two spinning mills in the 
south-east part of Ceunty Down has caused 
grave distress among the poorer classes. The 
position in the area became so grave that the 
Northern Ireland Ministry for Home Affairs 
issued special orders empowering the Beard 


of Guardians to administer exceptional poow 


law relief in the Killyleagh and Castlewellan 
districts. 

Bangor and other seaside resorts in ths 
eounty reported excellent seasons in 1835, and 
are steadily their facilities to em- 
courage still more : in 1036, 
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FERMANAGH 


LTHOUGH depending upon the agricul- 
tural community of County F 

for its existence, Enniskillen has maintained 
that steady advancement throughout 1934 
which has marked it for the past twelve years. 
The town has no industry in the usual sense 
of the word, but it possesses the largest co- 
operative stores in Ireland, and a creamery 
with the targest milk cooler in the world. 
Much employment is provided for the motor 
trade, since it it reckoned to have more motor 
cars in proportion to its size than any other 
town in Ireland. 

Many new houses, of the type having a 
rateable value between £50 and £80, were 
built during the early part of the year, and 
this development is being steadily continued. 
A new picture house is being erected for the 
town. Ths new Preparatory School at 
Portora is now in course of completion. 

BORDER HELPS TRADE 

The whole trade of the southern part of the 
county has now been gained by Enniskillen, 
since this area has not one village. Before 
the establishment of the Free State-Northern 
Treland frontier much of this trade went to 
towns such as Clones, Belturbet, Swanlinbar 
and Blacklion, which are now south of the 
border. 

Lisnaskea town has derived great benefit 
from the building of the new £30,000 bridge, 
opened early in the year, over Upper Lough 
Erne. The other towns in Fermanagh all 
report a steady improvement in trade. 

‘The ‘‘ economic war " has benefited New- 
townbutler, and it has now become a big 
marketing centre for a large area. 


GALWAY 


w ITH the passing of the £150,000 Galway 

Harbour Bill the Western town is em- 
barking on a new era as a port oí call for 
Atlantic limers. When the work on the 
harbour it completed it will mean that the 
tender can enter at any state of the tide, thus 
speeding-up the transfer of passengers. This 
is virtually certain to lead to an increase in 
the already large number of liners calling at 
the port. 

The establishment of a munitions factory at 
Earls’ Island marks an industrial advance in 
the life of the city, and has meant the em- 
ployment of over 100 hands. 

As a centre for the National University, 
Galway, with its University College, oceupies 
a unique educational position in Ireland. Its 
engineering school has a very wide reputa- 
tion. 


GAELICISING GALWAY 

Determined efforts are being made to turn 
Galway into a truly Irish city, but whether 
they will ever succeed or not is a moot point, 
Providing, as it does, the gateway to the real 
Gaeltacht, Galway has many opportunities of 
becoming Gaelicised. The Government. is 
helping, and by the installation of a purely 
Irish-speaking ferce of Civic Guards is giving 
an added impetus te the Gaelicising move- 
ment. 

Galway and its búir, Salthill, had a most 
successful tourist season. Year by year this 
‘‘industry’’ has been developed. Visitors are 
attracted by the beauties of the West, and the 
residents of the county are doing their best 
to improve local facilities. The Corrib River 


“ig a happy hunting ground for fishermen, and 


the past year has seen big catches recorded. 
Galway can boast one of the most unique 
salmon fisheries in the world, but it is 
privately controlled. Agitation has been 
carried on fer some time to get this fishery 
State-controelled, but so far without result. 
Publicity by the Salthill Gala Committee 
succeeded im extending the tourist season to 
September. This suburb is now to receive 
more attention from the local authorities, and 
a sewerage scheme is to be carried out in the 


near future. - - 


KERRY 


T a time whem many Irish Free State 
A port authorities are complaining of 
falling revenue, it is interesting to find 
Fenit, seven miles from Tralee, reporting an 
increase in tonnage at the port, and, there- 
fore, better revenue as compared with 1934 
figures. The total tonnage handled at Fenit 
in the first nine months.of, 1935 was 60,660, 
against, 57,390 i in the eorresponding period of 
the previous year.. The revenue was £7,088 
and £6,460 zespectively, 

Towards the end of the year efforts were 
being made to induce the Government to re 
deem its promise. to grant £24,000 towards 
the reconstruction in ferro-concrete of the 


Fenit viaduct. A similar sum will be raised 
by a loan of the Kerry County Council to 
assist the work. | 
Developments in industries in Tralee in- 
clude extensions to the timber works of 
Messrs. Robert McCowen and Sons, Ltd., and 
the installation of a de-hulling and drying 
plant for native grain by Messrs. Donovans’ 
at The Square. Both these industries are 
providing additional employment. Tralee’s 
two bacon factories—Messrs. J. M. Slattery 
and Sons, Ltd., and the Co-operative Whole- 


sale Society, Ltd.—fave regular employment 
to about 250 workers. 


MORE NEW FACTORIES 

Through the initiative of the local branch 
of the Women’s Industrial Development 
Association, a toy factory has been estab- 
lished in Tralee. Workers for the factory are 
being trained in the Technical School; the 
Tralee Vocational Education Committee en- 
gaging a special teacher for the subject. An 
enamel-ware factory has been established by 
a private company, of which Mr. Michael 
Dalton is the principal, and when in full 
production will give employment to about 
250 persons. Efforts are also being made to 
start a boot-making industry in the town. 

The Tralee Urban Council completed the 
construction of 183 working-class houses at 
Cloonmore, and these were occupied in July 
by families from insanitary dwellings, which 
have since been demolished. A further con- 
tract has been placed for 68 similar houses at 
Balloonagh. 

Killarney and other holiday resorts in the 
county all report successful seasons. 


KILDARE 


I year has been a pregressive one Íor 
Kildare County. Industrially, the county 
has made great strides forward ; the building 
trade is enjoying an unprecedented boom ; and 
the position of the agricultural community, 
while not of the rosiest, is growing brighter 
day by day. 

In Newbridge the Newbridge Cutlery Com- 
pany opened their new factory. Production 
commenced in October last. The company has 
a virtual monopoly of the cutlery trade in the 
Free State, and its managing director, Mr. 
J. W. Haigh, has had a world-wide experience 
in the trade. The Newbridge factory will 
employ about 200 hands when in full produc- 
tion. 

Irish Ropes, Ltd., extended their premises. 
This company is now embarking on the manu- 
facture of binder twine, on the import of 
which a protective tariff was placed last. April. 
This development will double the company’s 
production and also the number of operatives, 
which is now close on a hundred. Another 
Newbridge factory makes boot-lasts, and is 
run by Mr. R. Whitten, of Northampton. It 
is the only one of its kind in the country, and 
is rapidly extending its business. 

A woollen mills has started in Celbridge, a 
brick and tile factory in Ballysax, Curragh, 
and a tile factory in Monasterevan. 


COUNTY COUNCIL’S WORK. 

During the year the County Council voted 
nearly £11,000 for the erection of Vocational 
Education Schools, and work has commenced 
on two of them. The Board of Health started 
a scheme to build 592 houses at a cost of 
£240 each. Néwbridge Town Commissioners 
are building 68, and the Athy Urban Council 
106. A new hospital for Naas is planned, at 
a cost of between £30,000 and £40,000. In 
addition, thére are numerous private 
schemes, 

The peat development scheme has greatly 
benefited the turf-cutters in the west of the 
county. Their production has increased 
threefold, and with the opening of the 
briquette factory at Ticknevin, which is ex- 
pected early in 1936, when an even greater 
increase can be expected. Farmers are learn- 
ing to make the most of the new order of 
things. Kildare was always mainly a me 
county, but farmers are now turning to 
tillage and dairy farming. Wheat produc- 
tion, owing to the guaranteed price, has 
increased enormously. In the south the 
Carlow Sugar Factory has made beet an im- 
portant crop. Dairy farming is on the up- 
grade, the chief market being Dublin. Various 
relief measures introduced during the year 
have also helped the farmer to find his feet 


again. 
KILKENNY 
ILKENNY’S claim. to recognition among 
provincial centres 


was definitely esta lished during the year, 
and steady progress was made in various 


spheres of activity in city and county. One 
of the most important developments was the 


continuation of the housing schemes initiated 


by the Corporation, and the clearance of a 
further area of insanitary dwellings to make 
room for the erection of 170 new houses— 
the most ambitious building programme yet 
launched by the municipal authority. 

Reports from various industrial concerns in 
the city and county indicated that trade re- 
mained good. Messrs. Padmore and Barnes 
(Ireland), Ltd., at their first annual meeting 
in March, announced that their Kilkenny 
Boot Factory had reached a definite profit- 
making basis, notwithstanding the fact that 
distribution ‘of the factory’s products only 
began in June, 1934. 


CITY AND COUNTY RATES. 


In common with other parts of the country 
the volume of trade at monthly fairs slrowed 
a considerable decrease. As a result of the 
partial stoppage of the agricultural grant, 
owing to non-payment of land annuities, the 
Commissioner administering the affairs of the 
County Council found it necessary to increase 
the County Kilkenny rate by ls. in the £. 
Despite this the county continues to rank 
among the lowest rated in the Free State. 

The Kilkenny Bull Show and Sale, in 
March, and the Autumn Show, in September, 
were both up to the high standard of previous 
years. At the latter fixture the new jumping 
course on the continental style, the first of its 
kind in Ireland, attracted entries from the 
Free State Army jumping team and other 
noted competitors. 

The city ratepayers found themselves in a 
less enviable position than the agricultural 
community, and there was no reduction in 
the rate of 17s. 6d. in the £. This was prin- 
cipally due to the heavy charge on the 
Corporation for repayment of leans. 

The outstanding public event was the 
Catholic Truth Society Conference, sponsored 
by the Bishop of Ossory, and held at St. 
Kieran’s College during the closing days of 
June. It brought 20,000 visitors to the city 
on the final day. 

The Mayoralty of Kilkenny changed at the 
annual meeting of the Corporation in June, 
Alderman Michael McSweeney (Fianna Fail), 
who had held office for two years, being suc- 
ceeded by another Fianna Fail nominee. 
Alderman Patrick Bryan. An important 
appointmept was that of Dr. Kathleen 
McColgan as County Medical Officer of 
Health. 

The closing of Kilkenny Castle, éne of the 
city’s most historical possessions, and a fine 
example of early Anglo-Norman architecture, 
was announced by Lord Ossory in October. 


LAOIGHIS 


ou the inception of the Irish sugar 

manufacturing industry Laoighis has 
probably grown the largest acreage of the 
root of any county in the Free State. Only 
the limits on contracts imposed by the Irish 
Sugar Company have prevented the further 
extension of the beet acreage.  Agri- 
culturists were quick to take up the 
Government’s wheat policy. In 1934 a 
large acreage was put under wheat, and 
with such satisfactory results that for this 
year a much larger area was devoted to it, 
and the crop, which was successfully har- 
vested, gave a good yield, with a cash re- 
turn that compensated growers to some 
extent for their losses on live-stock. A seed 


‘potato development scheme promoted by 


the County Committee of Agriculture is 
being operated in the Rathdowney district. 

The year saw the establishment of some 
new industries in the county which give 
promise of development -and increasing em- 
ployment. At The Swan, Wolfhill, not far 
from the now-disused Wolfhill Coal 
(anthracite) Mines, Messrs. Flemings’ Fire- 
clays, Ltd., have set up a factory for the 
manufacture of fire bricks, earthenware 
piping, lavatory basins, and other such 
products. Immediately after the imposition 
of tariffs on sporting requisites last autumn 
a new company—Messrs. Gray, Russell 
and Co.—was formed in Portarlington for 
the making of cricket bats, tennis racquets, 
hockey sticks, etc.. The Chairman is Mr. 
R. G. H. Russell, head of Messrs. Russell 
Bros., proprietors . of Portarlington Saw- 
mills. Another new industry in Portarling- 
ton is the making of attaché cases and other

newly-formed company set up a factory for 

the making of ladies’ leather handbegs and 

other fancy goods of that kind.

give. much employment are:—Messrs. W. P. 
and R. Odlum’s flour mills at Portlaoighise 
(Maryborough) and Portarlington, both 
equipped with the most up-to-date 
machinery. In order to comply with the 
requirements of the Department of Agri- 
culture with regard to the drying and sfor- 
age of wheat, silos were built in 1935 at 
both mills with a joint storage capacity of 
35,000 to-40,000 barrels. The Mountmellick 
Bacon Factory (Messrs James Pim and 
Sons) gives good employment, and its trade 
extends to Britain and the Colonies. 


BARLEY AND MALTING. 


Progress in the malting industry has 
been retarded by. trade conditions, due to 
the liquor taxation imposed since. the Great 
War. The quantity of malt produced has 
fallen to a low figure, and the hope of an 
igprovement in this industry following the 
removal of Prohibition in the U.S.A. has 
not been realised. This county, in which 
barley is the cereal most extensively grown, 
has been badly hit by the slump. The 
quantity of barley purchased by the several . 
maltings this season has not, however, 
fallen below that of last season—it is about 
equal to it. Considering the very adverse 
conditions, the local maltings give a fair 
amount of employment. They are:—The 
Maryborough Maltings (Messrs. Robert 
Gibney and Co. Ltd.), Mountmellick 
Maltings (Messrs. E. F. Codd and Co.), 
Stradbaily Maltings (Messrs. Minch, 
Norton and Co.), and Donaghmore Maltings 
(Messrs. Robert Perry and Sons). 

The County Committee of Vocational 
Education has provided new technical and 
continuation schools in the county, and the 
Portlaoighise Technical School has been im- 
proved and extended. A new fever hospital 
(30 beds) at Abbeyleix is nearing completion. 
It will cost about £35,000. Improvements 
and extensions at St. Brigid’s Sanatorium, 
Shaen (cost, about £11,000), are in progress. 
A new county hospital (60 beds) at Port- 
laoighise will be established shortly. The 
estimated cost is about £60,000. The Port- 
laoighise Mental Hospital Committee is to 
build two new divisions for the accommoda- 
tion of mental defectives from the county 
homes of Laoighis and Offaly at an estimated 
cost of over £40,000. The work of the re- 
surfacing, with ferro-concrete, sections of the 
Dublin-Limerick and Dublin-Cork trunk roads 
was continued. 


LEITRIM 


OUNTY LEITRIM cannot be said te have 

benefited greatly from the industrial re- 
vival which has gone on since the present 
Government came into power. The county 
remains an agricultural one, and during the 
past two years has engaged in an increased 
growing of wheat, and as compared with 
former years this crop has proved to be of 
great benefit to the people. The one difficulty 
confronting growers.is that mills are not to be 
found in the county capable of dealing with 
the increased crop, and farmers are obliged 
to go outside to get their wheat milled. 

The Government has had a staff of foreign 
experts in the Arigna Valleys endeavouring to 
ascertain the mineral wealth within the con- 
fines of Slieveanerin and the adjoining moun- 
taims which comprise the Arigna coal-fields. 
Their report on the results has not yet been 
made known. Engineers are at present en- 
gaged in harnessing Lough Allen with a view 
to improving the Shannon Power Scheme. It 
is hoped that this work will also stop the 
flooding from the Shannon. 

The Leitrim Board of Health has completed 
the first part of its cottage scheme, and the 
full plan aims at providing 200 houses. 


SCHEMES IN HAND. 


The farming community and many thrifty 
people generally in the county have utilised 
the housing grants, and throughout Leitrim 
many modern houses have replaced old 
** shacks.’’ The County Board of Health, as 
in the other counties, have secured grants for 
the building of a new County Home on the 
old workhouse site at Carrick-on-Shannon, 
and when this is completed a new County 
Hospital will be erected at Manorhamilton. 
A new District Hospital has been provided at 
Mohill. The Board of Health also proposes 
te provide houses in the various towns of the 
county to replace the slum areas, while each 
area is being provided with modern and up- 
to-date water and sewerage schemes. Three 
schemes are ready at the present time’to go 
ahead > sewerage at Manorhamilton, a water 
scheme. at Drumshanbeo, and an ‘improved 
water acheme at Carrick-on-Shannon. Carrick-

New creameries have been established in 
several districts, and the ‘system of co- 
operation has reached a high standard. 
During the year a number of big farms were 
breken up, and this has helped to place many 
young men in the way of providing their own 
living, and has enlarged farms which were 
uneconomic. With the many sehemes in 
contemplation it is hoped to bring Leitrim up 
to the standard of the best county, and in this 
regard its Secretary of: the County Council, 
Mr. T. C. O'Mahony, is an earnest worker, 
with Mr. Stephen Flynn, T.D., as Chairman 
of the County Council, and Mr. Michael 


McGrath, as Chairman of the Leitrim Board 
of Health. 


LIMERICK 


IMERICK, centre of considerable indus- 

trial and business activity, continues to 
play an important part in social and economic 
progress. This is clear in local efforts to solve 
the housing problem, and to provide employ- 
ment for the people. Since the managerial 
system began to operate, less than twelve 
months ago, civic administration has greatly 
benefited. Three hundred and éighty working- 
class houses have been erected on the Island 
Field site, and at present another large hous- 
ing scheme is on hand. The Corporation has 
accepted a tender at £52,000 for the building 
of ninety houses on the Killalee site, where, 
ultimately, two hundred and seventy will be 
erected. The Limerick Utility Society has 
completed the construction of thirty houses 
on the North Circular road, the priticipal resi- 
dential part of the city; and, with private 
enterprise, many other dwellings have during 
1935 been erected in the suburbs. 

Work on slum clearance has been consider- 
ably advanced, and an Order is being sought 
in respect of six hundred condemned houses 
in the Carey’s road area. The Management 
Committee of the Limerick Mental Hospital 
are at present extending the institution to 
provide accommodation for patients now in 
the City and County Homes. A new isolation 
annexe is also included in this building, which 
will cost £120,000. A new tuberculosis 
hospital, erected at a cost of £15,000, was 
opened last summer at the City Home and 
Hospital, as well: as a £5,500 opthalmic 


annexe. 
BETTER ROADS AND LIGHTING. 


During the year the Corporation completed 
the. work of laying the city streets in concrete. 
It has taken since July, 1924; to accomplish 
this, and altogether thirty-five miles of 
carriage-way has been re-surfaced. Limerick 
has also improved its public lighting system, 


at least in O'Connell street, Patrick street 


and Rutland street. These main thorough- 
fares are now illuminated from the centre by 
suspendéd lanterns, which diffusé 50 per cent. 
more light than the old system. This light- 
ing arrangement will be extended to other 
streets. 

New premises for the National Bank are 
being built in O’Connell street, on the site of 
the old structure; and a new cinema—The 
Savoy—in Henry street will be opened early 
in the New Year by Irish Cinemas, Ltd. The 
dock extension scheme, providing berthage 
for four ocean-going vessels at one time and 
a new entrance to the basin, is due for com- 
pletion shortly. It will greatly facilitate 
shipping at the port, and the cost, £110,000, 
has -been defrayed without Government aid. 
A second silo, with a capacity of 6,000 tons, is 
being constructed for Messrs. Rank (Ireland), 
Ltd., at the dockside. It will be devoted 
solely to the treatment of home-grown wheat. 

At Foynes, twenty miles from Limerick 
City, a new wharf has been built. It has a 
big import trade in oil, coal, cement and 
timber, and the enterprise displayed by the 
Foynes Harbour Trustees, of which the late 
Lord Monteagle was chairman, is having its 
reward in increasing revenue. 


LONDONDERRY 


‘THe outstanding ie in London- 


“@erry’s public life in 1935 was His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester’s 
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visit in May, during his Jubilee tour of 
Northern ‘Ireland; The day was, unfor- 
tunately, marred by a fire shortly before the 
Duke arrived, at the historic Cathedral and 
Chapter “House, treasure store of Siege 
relics of 1688-89. The Royal visitor, who 
was to have inspected the relics, picked his 
way between lines of the firemen’s hose as 
he toured the outside of the Chapter House 
to see the damage. All the relics were saved 
by voluntary workers. 

In November there was the formal in- 
anguration by the Governor of Northern 
Ireland of the great Banagher Water 
Scheme, by which Derry draws its supplies 
from a reservoir.eighteen miles south-east 
of the city, in the Sperrin Mountains. 

What, in 1933, was a dry valley is now a 
lake one mile. long, holding 500 million 
gallons of water. This reservoir has been 
formed by means of a dam 90 feet high. 

A big development has also taken place in 
electricity, and the output of the Corpora- 
tion station has increased by 40 per cent. 
Before the end of 1936 it will have increased 
by. 60° per cent. This will necessitate 
doubling the running capacity of the station. 
The reason for expansion is the fact that the 
Northern Ireland Electricity Supply Board 
buys its supply for the North Tyrone grid 
scheme from the Derry Corporation. 

The city’s shirt and collar trade, its staple 
industry, has shown a welcome revival, and 
to meet the increased demand for current by 
local factones the City Eleetrica] Engineer 
(Mr. R. V. .Macrory) has planned exten- 
sions to the power station plant at a cost of 
£25,000. 


TOWN PLANNING. 

During 1935 Londonderry adopted the 
Town Planning Act, and the entire city has 
been “ plannéd.’”’ Building is proceeding at 
a moderate pace in the district. Most of the 
houses being on the County Londonderry side 
of the Foyle, and, as a result, the question 
of boundary extension may arise shortly. 

A £20,000 scheme for the extension of the 
Apprentice Boys’ Memorial Hall was started, 
but this will take two years to complete. 

A large new school, to take the place of the 
Model School, is nearing completion, the 
cost being £28,000. A new automatic tele- 
phone exchange and a labour exchange are 
to be provided for the city. 

Unemployment has been effectively checked, 
and the iigures for the city fell by about 
1,200 during the twelve months. The pro- 
blem of finding work for men is difficult, but 
the situation improved towards the end of 
the year. 

In May Sir Dudley McCorkell, M.B.E., 
D.L., retired from the Mayoralty, and the 
Corporation electe’ Alderman Captain J. M. 
Wilton, M.C., J.P., in his place. 


LONGFORD 


| RAYON yarn factory is proposed as one 
A of Longford’s new industries, and 15 per 
cent. of the required capital of £200,000 has 
been subscribed by local people. The balance, 
it is understood, is being guaranteed by a 
financial house in Dublin. ‘‘ Rayon yarn ”’ 
will be a regerved commodity, and the output 
of the factory is expected to be about 
300,0001b. per annum. Another industry to 
be established‘in Longford town is fellmonger- 
ing, the. premises acquired for the purpose 
were formerly used for a tannery. Mr. M. 
J. Lyons, of the Dromod Packing House, is 
supervising the project. 

Probably the most important public work in 
the county was the reconstruction of Long- 
ford water works at a cost of over £12,000, 
and the completion of three new terraces of 
houses in the Longford urban district. In 
Granard urban area twenty-four new houses 
have been built by the Council. The County 
Board of Health provided for the erection of 
over 200 labourers’ cottages. Plans for a 
new county hospital and the reconstruction 
of the existing fever hospital were delayed 
owing to the difficulty of finding a suitable 
site for the former. It is believed that this 
difficulty has now been overcome, and work 
will start in the near future. 

EDUCATION AND AGRICULTURE. 

To the newly-constructed Technical School 
in Longford the County Vocational Educa- 
tion Committee has added an engineering 
branch, and also established new training 
schools at Drumlish, Ballymahon and Augh- 
nacliffe. The County Gaelic Athletic Associa- 
tion acquired a site at Longford—Gaelic Park 
—as a sports ground. This will be formally 


. opened early in the new year. 


‘Considerably more attention was paid to 
wheat-growing and tillage generally through- 
out the county during 1935, following the 


. 


‘depression in the cattle-raising industry. 
Under the new legislation governing the 
butter industry farmers are now supplying 
the creameries with the milk from their dairy 
herds, and the country butter market has 
virtually disappeared — The recent set-back 
in prices of pigs had a serious effect on many 
of the farmers who had increased the pig 
population of their holdings in preparation 
for the opening markets of the season. 


LOUTH 


HE County of Louth is fortunate in 
having two important towns, Drogheda 
and Dundalk, one at each end of the county. 

Dundalk’s industrial progress took the form 
of development of existing industries. The 
most important development was at the 
G.N.R. works, which form the industrial 
mainstay of the town, A year ago the rail- 
way shopmen were working on short time: 
they are now in full employment, and addi- 
tional hands are being employed, chiefly in 
the motor garage and its adjuncts. The ‘out- 
put of the works included some all-steel 
coaches, rail cars and omnibuses adapted for 
running on the rails. From the boiler shops 
came a set of boilers for the new Monaghan 
Hospital. 

The building trades have been very busy. 
Nearly 100 houses for the Urban Council were 
completed and a further lot of 48 put in 
hands. The new church of St. Mary is 
almost completed, and plans: prepared for 
additions to both St. Patrick's and St. 
Nicholas’s parish churches. 

Among other public works in hands are a 
£50,000 main drainage scheme for Dundalk, 
one-third of which is to be completed this 
year, and a big sewerage contract and new 
schools for Ardee. Several water supply 
schemes for rural centres—Castlebellingham, 
Omeath, Collin and Gyles’ Quay—have been 
prepared by the local authority. 

The year has been, so far as imports are 
concerned, a busy one at the port, and the 
consequent comparative prosperity of the port 
is reflected in the amount of dredging and 
reclamation work done. The Harbour Board 
has now up to thirty acres of reclaimed land 
forming sites for factories. On the contra 
side, one of Dundalk’s bacon factories sus- 
pended operations owing to certain difficulties 
about quotas. 


DROGHEDA’S RECORD. 


Drogheda at the present time must be 
ranked aniong the first provincial towns with 
regard to the number of successful industries 
established and the proportion of its citizens 
who are in constant, well-paid employment. 
The new factory for the manufacture of vege- 
table oils and cakes has commenced produc- 
tion on a large scale. So fully booked up 
with orders*is the firm (the Irish Oil and 
Cake Mills, Ltd.) that the factory is working 
night and day, and it is stated that orders 
are in hand to keep the works going at full 
pressure for the next two years. 

Another important proposal is that for the 
establishment of a cement factory on the 
north bank of the Boyne. The firm 
interested in the matter has secured options 
on the lands concerned and permission from 
the Harbour Commissioners to build a wharf 
and make an overhead railway connection 
with the G.N.R. station. The town’s two 
boot factories, its successful clothing and 
linen mills, shirt-making firm, chemical 
manure works and large brewery, two large 
oatmeal mills, saw-mills and woodwork 
factories, bakeries and printing works, all 
continue to progress and expand, both in 
trade and employment. Altogether, 
Drogheda’s industrial activity provides work 


for some 2,280 of ‘its citizens, and the town 


is definitely on the up-grade. 
Trade via Drogheda port shows definite ex- 


. pansion. As well as ingreased imports of 


coal, there was a noticeable increase in the 
importation of cement, iron and steel, timber 
from Russia, sugar, chemicals, and vegetable 
seeds. 

The Corporation’s progressive housing 
policy was advanced a further stage. 
Hundreds of new houses, the majority of 
them artisans’ dwellings, were built during 
the year. The new Technical School has been 
virtually completed at a cost of £20,000. The 
Corporation’s new £30,000 auxiliary water 
supply scheme, which was necessitated by the 
heavy fresh water demands of new industries, 
has just been completed. 


MAYO 


ESPITE considerable poverty in some 
D parts of Mayo, virtually the whole of the 
county and urban rates have been collected,

and the cost of home assistance has declined. 
Towns, such as Ballinrobe, Charlestown, 
Swinford and Newport, are suffering severely 
as the result of the extended activities of 
travelling shops. Westport has been reduced 
to a low economic level, but the establishment 
of a cotton thread factory and a knit-wear 
factory may help to improve the situation. The 
port s trade has declined, much of its former 
trafhe being diverted to the free port of New- 
port. To assist housing in the district the 
Government has handed the old workhonse 
over to the local Council. 

Hundreds of new houses have been built, 
and the Board of Health scheme for 350 
cottages, at an estimated cost. of £100,000, is 
nearing completion. -A supplemental plan for 
50-80 more is under consideration. In Castle- 
bar a new County Hospital has been in course 
of construction for two years; the Mental 
Hospital is also being extended, £50,000 
having been raised by a loan for the purpose. 
District and fever hospitals are being con- 
structed at Ballina, Swinford and Belmullet, 
and others for Achill, Claremorris and Ballin- 
robe are expected to be built from the 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake funds. Schemes, each 
costing £40,000, for the extension of the 
County Home (Castlebar) and the Sanitorium 
(Ballinrobe) are under consideration by the 
Department of Local Government. £3,000, 
raised by a loan, was spent on graveyard 
improvements. Vocational schools at Ballina, 
Westport and Castlebar have been completed, 
and another is being built for Achill “and 
Belmullet. The County Council has decided 
to grant £15,000 for five more schools in rural 
areas. In Castlebar urban district the local 
authority carried out a housing scheme of 116 
houses, a defect in one section of this scheme 
led to a five-day inquiry at Castlebar during 
the autumn. 


HARVEST AND INDUSTRIES. 


The current agricultural scheme is costing 
£7,644, of which £1,550 is devoted to cattle 
production and £950 for poultry. Satisfac- 
tory yields from the harvests are reported. 
The disproportionate price of bacon to the cost 
of pigs has caused some discontent, and the 
quota of bacon pigs for Castlebar is 850 per 
week, three-quarters of the normal killing. 
The Balla Creamery and its auxiliary at West- 
port had a satisfactory year, but a second 
auxiliary at Castlebar was closed owing to 
lack of supplies. 

Although the turf scheme was extended last 
season the decision that only machine-made 
turf may be sent to Dublin has disappointed 
the county, particularly as its two largest con- 
sumers, the County Home and Mental 
Hospital are having central heating plants 
installed. Ballina has developed its harbour, 
and a new silo has been built. A modern 
flour mills is in course of erection. The Urban 
Council built 275 houses, and has a further 
scheme for 174 more. One of the industrial 
alcohol factories, to be erected under the 
Government plan, is being located in North 
Mayo. 

Two railway services—Ballina to Killala 
and Westport to Achill—have been dis- 
continued. 


MEATH 


LUM clearance and general reconstruction 
were the chief features of the year in this 
county. Navan, its chief town, made rapid 
progress in house erection, and several new 
streets have been built on what, a year ago, 
was merely waste ground. New terraces are 
now finished, and occupied, on both the 
Dublin and Kells sides of the town. On the 
Trim side, thirty-five houses are in course of 
erection. The total amount spent by the 
Navan Urban Council on slum clearance and 
general housing now totals £50,000. New 
concrete footpaths replace the slab and 
cobbled pathways throughout the town, and 
another constructional work was the levelling 
and tarring of the “ Fair Green.” Adjoin- 
ing this was a stream which has been covered 
in, a feature which helps to improve the tidie 
ness of the town. The Meath Gaelic Athletic 
Association also constructed a new sports 
ground. Industries in Navan have done well, 
and the two furniture factories have been 
extended and two sawmills developed. Trade 
in the woollen mills has been good, while 
two new factories are engaged in the produc- 
tion of shirts and clothing. A foundry is 
now being added to the town’s industries, 
and, a few miles away, a tobacco re-handling 
station is giving considerable employment. 
Kells Urban Council has also spent a con- 
siderable amount of money on house-building 
and slum clearance. The same applies te 
Trim, and the County Council has built 750

cottages throughout Meath. This body is.

GAELIC COLONIES. 


The transplanting of families from the 
Gaeitacht was carried out during the year, 
and an Irish-speaking colony established at 
Rathcarne, near Athboy. Four miles from 
Navan, at Gibstown, a block of houses is 
being erected for people from the Donegal 
Gaeltacht.

AN EARL’S GIFT. 

There has been a good deal of building in 
Offaly during the year—mainly cottage 
schemes by Offaly Board of Health, Birr 
Urban Council, Tullamore Urban Council 
and Edenderry Town Commissioners. A new 
county hospital has been planned for Tulla- 
more, and new district hospitals for Eden- 


Kells, Trim and Navan technical schools derry and Birr. In connection with the latter, 


are now fully equipped, and the old Dun- 
shaughlin workhouse has been converted into 
an agricultural and horticultural training 
establishment. New vocational education 
centres are under consideration for Athboy 
and Nobber. To develop the county's sea- 
side resorts at Laytown and Bettystown, ex- 
tensive sewerage schemes were startel and a 
water supply system installed. Water supply 
and sewerage schemes sanctioned by the De- 
partment of Local Government, for Dun- 
boyne, Moynalty, Athboy and Oldcastle, will 
be carried out shortly. Roads throughout 
the county were further improved, sevcral 
dangerous corners have been removed and the 
thoroughfares widened. 


MONAGHAN 


HE year 1935 was not very eventful in 

County Monaghan. Farmers in this area 
are mostly on small holdings and carry on 
mixed farming. They are, however, getting 
restive over some matters, and in recent 
months a number of largely attended meet- 
ings were held with a view to organising a 
Farmers’ Protection Association. 

Farmhouses have been considerably im- 
proved, and £15,000 has passed through the 
branch of the Public Utility Society in 
Monaghan for the building of new houses and 
the reconstruction of others. 

The unemployment problem in Monaghan 
is not serious, and there has been quite a 
number of public works, the most important 
being the erection of a new County Hospital 
in the county town, which will cost about 
£70,000. The Urban Council also has a build- 
ing scheme on hands, and the Board of Health 
is erecting 200 labourers’ cottages throughout 
the county. 


NEW. FACTORIES. 


The first sod was cut in October for a new 
boot and shoe factory at Carrickmacross. The. 
boot factory at Mullan Mills, in the north of 
the county, has become a progressive concern. 
Carrickmacross is also to have one of the 
alcohol factories. Four new clinics for 
medical treatment are to be built at Ballybay, 
Carrickmacross, Clones and Castleblayney, 
and a new wing is about to be erected to 
Monaghan Mental Hospital. 

In March the Minister for Education opened 
a new Vocational Scheol at Rockcorry. 
Another new school is to be erected at once at 
Castieblayney. 

The total cost of administration in County 
Monaghan for the current year is £132,202, 
an increase of £16,364 over the previous 
financial year. Senator T. Toal was elected 
chairman of Monaghan County Council for 
the thirty-sixth time in succession. His tenure 
of this office constitutes a record. 


OFFALY 


O' E oí the most important events in Offaly 
was the holding oí the National Turf- 
Cutting Festival at Walsh Island, Daingean. 
It was the first time that the festival had 
been held in the county, which is a great 
turf centre. The large attendance included 
Mr. de Valera, President of the Executive 
Council, and other Ministers of State. 

Two new boot factories have been established 
in Offaly, at Edenderry and Birr. . The 
Edenderry factory was formally opencl by 
Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce. The Birr factory, which owes its 
existence mainly to the efforts of the Birr 
Industrial Development Association, is 
situated im the former Birr Workhouse. The 
machinery has been installed, but the factory 
is not yet in full production. In Tullamore 
an Industrial Development Association has 
been established, but, so far, Tullamore has 
not added to its existing industries. 

The progress of the Birr Little Theatre 
was the outstanding event of the year. It is 
one of the most promising developments in 
the Irish dramatic movement. Four plays 
are each season. It originated in 
the idea of Mr. J. I. Fanning to unite the 
existing dramatic societies in the town, and 
the Birr Players now possess s theatre well- 
equipped, mainly through the voluntary 
labour of their own members. Last October 
they gave the premiére of “ Brandon,” a 


the Offaly Board of Health specially thanked 
the Earl of Rosse for the gift of a free site. 

Qn March 17th a new church was dedicated 
at Raheen, Geashill, by the Most Rev. Dr. 
Cullen, Bishop of Kildare and Leighlin. It 
replaced a church which had done duty from 
Penal Days. In May the Golden Jubilce of 
Kilcormac Convent was celebrated, and, in 
June, the Rev. T. Norris, P.P., Rhode, cele 
brated his Golden Jubilee. 

In May Mr. Henry Barlow, Town Clerk, 
Birr, retired after almost sixty years’ service. 
Mr. Barlow was probably the oldest town 
clerk in the Saorstat. Previously he had 
been Clerk to the old Birr Town Commis- 
sioners, and, before the establish ' of the 
Free State, he was Clerk of Birr, Kilcormac, 
and ‘Thomastown Petty Sessions Courts. 
Birr-Roscrea Cow-Testing Association, at its 
annual meeting, congratulated Mr. J. F. 
Powell, Streamstown, a member, on winning 
the McCarthy Cup, the ' blue riband”’ of 
the Cow-Testing movement. 


ROSCOMMON 


OUSING has been Roscommon’s chief 
development within the past twelve 
months. During the preceding years there 
was comparatively little development on the 
part of the public bodies or private individuals 
in this direction, with the result that the pro- 
gress of 1935 has been all the more marked. 
In Roscommon Town the Board of Health, 
acting for the Town Commissioners (abolished 
some years ago), prepared a scheme for the 
erection of a large number of houses of the 
artisan type. There is a further project in 
hand for labourers’ cottages, each with two 
acres of land, on the outskirts of the town. 


. At both the north and south ends of Ros- 


common many new private houses have been 
built. 

Several thousand pounds are being spent on 
the construction of a modern outfall works for 
the disposal of Roscommon town sewage, 
which was formerly discharged into open 
drains alongside the road. A large, unsightly 
refuse dump has also been cleared away. The 
townspeople have provided themselves with a 
new sports ground, with accommodation for 
30,000, and the Connacht Gaelic football final 
of 1935 was the first important event held in 
it. 

At an estimated cost of £64,000, a new 
County Hospital is to be built at Roscommon, 
and two district hospitals have been planned 
fer Boyle. On the Harristown Estate at 
Castlerea a £240,000 auxiliary mental hospital 
is in course of construction. 


EDUCATION AND INDUSTRY 


Roscommon Vocational Education Com- 
mittee is building a, new technical school on 
the eastern side of the town, and further 
schools, each providing for 100 pupils, will 
be established at Castlerea and Boyle.. The 
subjects to be taught are domestic science, 
manual instruction, commerce, and rural 
science. 

A foundry has been started by Mr. Peter 
Casey, a motor engineer, for the manufacture 
of shovels, rain-water pipes, and similar goods. 
Key-men were introduced from Scotland to 
train local workers. A tile factory has also 
been established, and is working to capacity. 

The Neilan Estate, which runs to the Ros- 
common Town boundary, was divided among 
tenants of labourers’ cottages and occupiers 
of houses built for ex-soldiers and small 
farmers. Tenders have been accepted by the 
Board of Health for a water supply for 
Elphin, where, up to the present time, the 
town’s source of supply was an open well. 


SLIGO 


Cer so far, has taken little part in the 
new industrial development of the Free 
State. Recently, however, a joint effort on 
behalf of the counties of Sligo and Leitrim 
has been launched, and the possibilities of 
factories for ladies’ light footwear and men’s 
hats are being investigated. 

Port receipts for the past twelve months, 
as against the previous year, dropped £927 
in revenue from shipping, due mainly to a

falling-off in maize and sugar imports and a 
reduction in the export of live-stock. Imports 
which have increased are timber and 
cement. These increases are due, principally, 
to housing and similar schemes undertaken 
by local authorities. Flour as an import has 
practically vanished, but wheat, most of 
which finds its way to the mills of Messrs. 
Pollexfen, Ltd., Ballisodare, shows an in- 


crease. 


HARBOUR IMPROVEMENTS 


Despite trade handicaps, the Harbour Com- 
missioners are anxious to provide the best 
possible facilities. They are preparing speci- 
fications for the reconstruction in concrete of 
a jetty at the deep water berths. The Com- 
missioners are contemplating other harbour 
improvements, including travelling cranes 
and continuation of the railway siding, at an 
estimated cost of £10,000. Improvements to 
the harbour entrance, at a probable outlay of 
£30,000, so that overseas vessels can come 
direct to the berths, are also under considera- 
tion. The Commissioners have put forward 
their schemes to the Government, urging a 
grant-in-aid. The financial position of Sligo 
Harbour Board is thoroughly sound. At the 
close of 1934 the sinking fund was realised 
at a profit, which enabled the Commissioners, 
in January, to pay off at par £48,000 of the 
£56,000 Debenture stock. Mr. H. Campbell 
Perry, Chairman of the Commissioners for 
eleven years, died last March. He was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Arthur P. Jackson, whose 
father has been a member of the Board since 
1886. 


PUBLIC WOI.KS 


The building trade provided much employ- 
ment during the year. Sligo Corporation 
completed 112 dwellings at Knappagh and 100 
at South Gallows Hill, making a total of 
533 in the past three years. 

In June an extension for the Sligo-Leitrim 
Mental Hospital Committee, at a cost of 
£85,891, was started. The total outlay on 
this work will be £120,000. 

The County Sligo Board of Health had com- 
pleted 63 labourers’ cottages by October, and 
there were 91 in progress and tenders accepted 
for 41 others. Arrangements are bein made 
to erect an additional 55, making a total of 
250 cottages, at an all-in cost of £75,000. 
Water supply schemes are virtually complete 
at Ballymote, Collooney and Strandhill, at a 
total cost of £21,000, and estimates have been 
submitted for water schemes in the smaller 
towns and villages at an approximate cost of 
£30,000. The Board, in co-operation with 
Sligo Corporation and the Mental Hospital 
Committee, have approved of a joint sewerage 
scheme serving the public institutions, cost- 
ing about ‘£10,000. Arrangements have also 
been made by the Board of Health to erect 
a new county hospital and improve the fever 
hospital], at a cost of £100,000. 

Some local employment was provided by 
the establishment of an iron foundry at 
Finisklin for the manufacture of grates, 
ranges, water pipes and building contractors’ 
requirements. 

Sligo-Leitrim and Northern Railways Com- 
pany recorded another bail trading year. 
There was a loss on the railway’s working of 
£3,378 5s. 8d., which brought the total net 
debit to £11,038 13s. 11d. 

Sligo Feis Ceoil, now in its thirty-first year, 
established a new record. Feis Shligigh, run 
at the same time, also scored a success. The 
promoters of the latter have lost by death 
their Hon. Secretary and organiser, Mrs. 
Mary Mulcahy. An effort by Sligo Chamber 
of Commerce to widen its field by abolishing 
the entrance fee and reducing its subscrip- 
tion, met with some success. 


TIPPERARY 


HE industrial life of County Tipperary 

during the year showed very satisfactory 
progress. In Thurles there is the beet 
factory, and in Clonmel a boot factory. 
Nenagh has an aluminium-ware industry, 
and Roscrea a meat factory. Most of these 
have been working some time, and their effect 
on business is now well apparent. 

In Tipperary town, ‘however, building 
appears to be the most important develop- 
ment of the year. A local housing scheme 
did much to relieve unemployment, as well 
as helping to remove a fairly large section 
of the community from. houses which were 
deemed insanitary. The ' Irish House ”’ 
has been rebuilt as a Central Technical 
School. Large, airy and modern in the 
interior, its appearance from the outside is 
softened by old contours. Lectures by some 
notable persons will be delivered there during 
the winter months; these will not be con- 
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fined to the pupils alone, and should do muoh 
to stir up the intellectual life oí the town. 
Another important development is the 
establishment of two factories. One of these 
is for the manufacture of gloves, and may 
really be termed a re-establishment, because, 
up to the years of the Great War, this same 
industry, under the auspices of Messrs. 


Fownes, flourished in the town. The present 


factory, which will be run on the most 
modern lines, will, it is hoped, provide con- 
siderable employment. The other factory is 
for the manufacture of linoleum and floor 
coverings generally. This is known as Irish 
Floor Coverings, Ltd. Both factories will, it 


is anticipated, be opened by Government 
Ministers 


TYRONE 


ARKETING schemes instituted by the 
Government of Northern Ireland have 
proved most beneficial to farmers in Tyrone, 
according to general opinion in the county. 
They have definitely assisted in putting a 
larger amount of money in circulation. Omagh 
is the centre of a large dairying industry, and 
about twelve creameries are located within a 
radius of ten miles; it is estimated that, in 
equalisation grants from the Government, 
£12,000 is paid yearly to the milk suppliers. 
The pig population of the district has doubled 
since the Pigs Marketing Board was insti- 
tuted, and there is now a good live pig 
market in Omagh, as well as the pork market, 
which was always one of the best in Ulster. 
The number of fat cattle in the county 
has substantially increased as a result of 
encouragement given by the 5s. per cwt. sub- 
sidy, but the steady slump in the general 


‘prices of fat cattle has largely nullified the 


subsidy. 

As the centre of county affairs, Omagh 
benefits to the extent of £50,000 per annum 
by the circulation of money in wages and 
contracts.. The town also derives a big benefit 
as the headquarters depot of the Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers and Royal Irish Fusiliers. 
Although no Urban Council house-building 
schemes were undertaken in 1935, private en- 
terprise provided plenty of employment in the 
building industry. 


PUBLIC SERVICES. 


The improvement of the Council’s gas- 
works, however, and the laying of new mains 
at a cost of £5,000, was decided upon, and, 
besides creating employment, greatly im- 
proved the gas services. Funds for this work 
were raised by a loan. A small, but im- 
portant, sanitary scheme was also carried 
out, the cost being defrayed out of revenue. 
Resurfacing classified roads is being carried 
out under the direction of Tyrone County 
Council, and long stretches of the Omagh- 
Dromore road and of the Omagh-Ballygawley 
road have been laid in concrete. Omagh 
Regional Educational Committee is prepar- 
ing a scheme for a new.academy and tech- 
nical school, to cost about £20,000, and a 
new primary school at Gillygooley will cost 
£2,000. The Management Committee of 
Tyrone and Fermanagh Mental Hospital 
undertook a big improvement scheme, in- 
volving the expenditure of some £15,000; 
this work included the installation of modern 
equipment, a new sanitary system and water 
supply. Electric light and a new heating 
system has also been put into the buildings. 


WATERFORD 


WO events during the year which 
indicate Waterford’s march of progress 

were the opening of the city flour mills and 
the Portlaw tanneries. Work in the flour 
mills was begun without any formalities, and, 
although it is not working to full capacity. 


production is at the rate of 12.870 tons of 


flour per year. The mill commands a hi? 
market im the south-east, and affords con- 
siderable employment. 

The Portlaw Tanneries were opened im 
September by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, in the presence of a distinguished 
gathering, including the Most Rev. I. 
Kinnane, Bishop of Waterford and Lismore, 
who blessed the premises. The company has 
now extended its activities to the tannins 
of sole and insole leather from the raw hides. 
This marks a considerable advance, since tho 
factory was first opened. The products of the 
factory are finding a ready market al! over 
the Free State. Waterford City derives co” 
siderable revenue from the tanneries, 14% 
much as all raw material and other requir 
ments for the factory pass through the port:

service from Knockaderry to the city. A 
secondary pipe was laid down from the 
reservoir, joining the main some six miles 
outside the city. The cost of the work was 
£60,000. 

Perhaps the biggest project yet undertaken 
by the Corporation is its housing scheme. 
Already several hundred houses have been 
erected in the Ferrybank, Rathfadden and 
Airmount districts; and another scheme, em- 
bracing the construction of a further four 
hundred and thirty dwellings, is in progress 
in the elevated western part of Waterford. 
This area—Rathfadden—is rapidly develop- 
ing into a small town, planned on artistic and 
hygienic hnes, and the old unsightly and un- 
healthy slum areas are fast disappearing. 
Private building enterprise has also been 
active, and many new houses of the more 
elaborate type are being erected in the resi 
dential quarter of the city. 

The Mental Hospital Management Com- 
mittee is preparing a scheme of improve- 
ments and additions to the institution on a 
large scale, which will cost about £90.000. 

The cattle exporting industry has shown an 
upward trend during the past six months, 
and during the past three months the average 
shipments from Waterford total about 5,000 
per week. i 

Late in 1935 Messrs. Henry Denny and 
Sons, Lid., completed a cold storage addition 
to their already extensive factory. This new 
department can accommodate ten thousand 
carcases, and a curing bed, with a capacity of 
forty thousand cubic feet, is to be added in 
the near future. 7 


WESTMEATH 

Replacement of the County Council of 
thirty-three members, dissolved by a 
Ministerial Order, by a Commissioner (Mr. 
P. J. Bartley) in June last was one of the 
most important happenings in Westmeath. 

One of his first decisions was to proceed 
with the establishment of a _ tuberculosis 
sanatorium, and this work will be started 
when a site is approved. Dangerous 
corners have been removed on several county 
roads, and sewerage schemes initiated for 
Kilbeggan, Castlepollard and Moate. Im- 
provements in Mullingar include the light- 
ing of the town by electricity and the 
widening of streets. Slum clearance is being 
continued, and the Town Commissioners 
built about 90 houses during: the year. 
Athlone Urban Council’s schemes, coupled 
with others in the county, have resulted in 
plans for no less than 500 new houses for 
Westmeath. 

The new Cathedral at Mullingar, started 
in 1933, is now nearing completion, and the 
Bishop (the Most Rev. Dr. T. Mulvany) 
expects to have it opened in July, 1936. The 
estimated cost is £200,000. 


| BUILDING ENTERPRISES. 


Work on the new County Hospital, on the 
Longford road outside Mullingar, was com- 
pleted in January, 1935, and is of the most 
modern design. Another big building on 
which work was carried out during the 
period under review is the Mullingar Mental 
Hospital. Other building work in the county 
qncludes a new Courthouse at Delvin, a 
British Legion Hall: for Ballynacargy, and 
a vocational training school at Castle- 
pollard. A similar school is planned for 
K innegad. 

Two new industries are being established 
im Mullingar—a brick and tile factory by 
Messrs. Kelson’s. Ltd., in Harbour street, 
and a pencil factory in the old military 
barracks. 

The revival of the Mullingar Operatic 
Society was welcomed in the county, and it 
gave good performances of ‘‘ The Pirates of 
Penzance” in Mullingar, Navan, Tullamore 
and Kells. This season’s production is “ The 
Gendoliers.”’ 


WEXFORD 


gpesscssara, production oí machinery and 
farming implements from Wexford Town's 
#hree foundries during 1935 absorbed a 
number of the workless. 

A scheme for the deepening and develep- 
ment of the harbour was launched by the 
Harbour Commissioners, and is being 
examined by the respensible Government 

It is intended to have a Wexford 
Harbour Bill introduced in the Dail in order 
hat a Special Committee may be set up to 
examine the feasibility of the project, Opposi- 


tion to the bill is expected from ratepayers. 
The County Council and Wexford Corporation 
have agreed to the levy of separate rates to 
meet the annual sinking fund and interest 
charges on the loan which will have te be 
raised to finance the scheme. 

Messrs. Brockhouse and Co. (Ireland), 
Ltd., established a factory for the manufac- 
ture of various types of iron and steel goods, 


and acquired a site of six acres from the 
Corporation. 


NEW TOWN HALL. 


A housing scheme for 154 dwellings was 
initiated by the Corporation, who also agreed, 
at the opening of the current financial year. 
to a rate in order to erect a Town Hall. 

A mineral water factory will be established 
in the town at an early date. Trade in the 
factory of the Wexford Meal Supply Co. 
Limited, continued to maintain its stead¥ 
level. The general commercial trade was up 
te the standard of the preceding years. While 
prices for live-stock dropped, the agricultural 
community was, to some extent. recom pensed 
by receipts from farm produce, butter, eggs, 
and kindred commodities. There was a boom 
im recent months in the horse trade, many 
animals, particularly of the hunter class, 


being purchased for cross-Channel require- 
ments. 


WICKLOW 


Mass most other centres can record a 

rapid industrial development, Wicklow 
cannot boast of such great progress, but when 
the accumulated activities are examined it is 
surprising what has been accomplished. The 
main evidence of this progress is in the im- 
provements in the tewns and villages where 
the County Board of Health undertook relief 


works. At a cost exceeding £20,000 water | 


and sewerage schemes have been provided for 
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not only the comparatively large centres of | 


population, but many villages as well. Now 
there is searcely a collection of houses in the 
county without an adequate water supply, 


and nearly every village and town has a | 


modern system of sanitation. 
The E.S.B. has extended the lighting to 


all towns with a population above 500, except 
in the south-west corner of the county. 


Housing constitutes an important advance. 


At Rathnew nearly 100 labourers’ cottages | 
have been built, and as many more are | 


planned for the future. Half the town of 
Newtownmountkennedy is being virtually 
rebuilt, and in Rathdrum forty-eight cottages 
have been completed. 

Other features of rural development include 
the development of Greystones, Brittas Bay 
and other seaside resorts; the reopening of 
the Aughrim flour mills, which are now at 
work the full round of the day, and the con- 
templated opening of Rathdrum flour mills; 
the increased employment at Kilcavan slate 
quarries, Ballecce whinstone quarries, and 
Glenealy sawmills. 


~~ 


WHEAT AND BEET 


Agriculturally, progress is particularry 
evident in increased tillage—wheat, tobacco 
and beet—the growth of poultry and egg 
farms, orchard and nursery farms, and the 
support given to all the schemes promoted by 
the County Committee of Agriculture. There 
is a steady development in the Government's 
forestry schemes, and the State Forestry 
School is at Avondale. 

Electric light, improved reads and streets, 
extension of water and sewerage, the erection 
of fifty houses by the Urban Council, and the 
preparation of a scheme for 100 additional 
houses to replace condemned dwellings are 
the main features of development in Wicklow 
Town. Early next year a new town will have 
sprung up on the slopes of Ballyguile Hull, 
when the big Council scheme will be com- 
pleted. 

Tourist traffic is rapidly imereasing, and 
several old mansions are being converted into 
hotels or clubs. Wicklow has also become a 
favourite district for people on walking tours, 
and a chain of hostels has been established.

CARE OF MOTHERS AND CHILDREN 


HANGING conditions are always ae- 
companied by a change in ideas, and 
in 1935 women were fully alive to the part 
they must play in providing adeguate social 
services in consonance with modern reguire- 
ments. A new: technique in charitable ad- 
ministration has arisen, and the different 
aspects of national welfare have been 
gradually co-ordinated into a combined 
statutory and voluntary social service. 

The best example of this combined social 
work may be found in the Infant Aid Society 
for the Prevention of Infantile Mortality. 
At its inception this society was worked by 
a small band of pioneers who were shocked 
at the toll taken of infant life in the poorer 
districts of the city. They found the remedy 
and awoke the civic conscience to a sense 
of its responsibility. This resulted in the 
formation of the Child Welfare Centre, into 
which the Infant Aid Society was absorbed. 
The Society has both official and voluntary 
workers. 

Its main work is the distribution of 
tuberculin-tested milk for the poor children

of the city. There are twenty-seven milk 
depots, and the Department of Local Govern- 
ment makes an annual grant of £100,000 
towards the expenses. In the Dublin City 
area 75,000 pints, of milk are distributed 
each day. | 

The Welfare Centre is directed by Dr. 
Kerry Reddin, who works with a _ fully- 
trained nursing staff. The health of the 
mothers and children of the city areas is 
in their charge. In addition to the clinical 
work at the centre, the nurses Visit the 
children in their own homes, and, when 
necessary, they recommend certain cases to 
the Infant Aid Society. It is at this point 
that the Infant Aid and the Public Health 
Services coalesce. 

Child welfare is the foundation of social 
service. In 1915 for every 1,000 babies born 
163 died. By 1934 the mortality had been 
reduced by 50 per cent, and 1935 stands out 
as the year in which child’ mortality was 
the lowest on record. 

Dr. Reddin attributes the improvement 
largely to better housing conditions and to 
the work done in the pre-natal care of 
mothers. This work, so long neglected, has, 
with the co-operation of the three maternity 
hospitals in the city, made rapid progress. 
& few years ago only 800 mothers out of 
every 10,000 received pre-natal care; 4,000 
now receive it. 


DISTRICT NURSING. 


The welfare department of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade provide daily dinners 
for mothers; 54,558 dinners were provided 
in 1935 and 25,657 pints of soup distributed 
in their homes. The cost of this charity 
amounted roughly to £15,000 during 1935. 
£800 was contributed by the Department of 
Public Health, the remainder by voluntary 
subscriptions. Baby clothes and garments 
for the mothers were also supplied. The 
diningrooms are in Various centres—one at 
the rear of Merrion square. Meals are 
served to these mothers under the best pos- 
sible conditions in pleasant surroundings, 
and food values are carefully calculated. 


AA. 
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The sick poor throughout Ireland have the 
benefit of skilled nursing in their own homes. 
The work could not be carried out without the 
splendid co-operation of the nurses from the 
Queen’s Institute of District Nursing, who 
have frequently to endure many hardships in 
the discharge of their duties. -Miss Colburn, 
the Superintendent for Southern Ireland, 
has made this service her life work, and it 
is to her spleridid organisation and admini- 
strative abilities that the institute owes much 
of its success. 


The Women’s National Health Association 


has a wide range of activities, including . 


baby clubs, the Peamount Sanatorium and 
its resultant activities, in the after-care, in- 
dustries and settlement work; the Children’s 
Fresh Air Fund and the Children’s Folk 
Dance Festival. 

There are nine baby clubs in the city. 
Throughout the year lectures are given to 
mothers at each club, and a Mothercraft 
Shield is offered for competition, Free dinners 
and nutriments are dispensed to the children. 

The Settlement Scheme in Peamount Sana- 
torium progressed in 1935, and it is 
anticipated that the necessary capital will be 
forthcoming in 1936 to provide for the erection 
of houses for the married settlers. The 
Children’s Fresh Air Fund is generously sup- 
ported by the Dublin traders, theatres and 
cinemas, and there is no lack of supplies for 
the outings in the summer. The Folk Dance 
Festival, held in Lord Iveagh’s grounds, was 
well supported by children from the baby 
clubs, schools and playgrounds. 


CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUNDS. 


The Civics Institute in Ireland had a very 
comprehensive programme in 1935, and its 
method of instruction in good citizenship 
by means of the radio was very effective. 


Perhaps the institute’s most effective work 
was the establishment of playgrounds. Two 
Municipal Playgrounds are under its manage- 
ment... With the development of housing, 
the need for more playgrounds is a very 
urgent necessity. It is a disheartening thing 
for social workers to find juvenile courts filled 
with children summoned for such offences as 
twirling with a rope around a lamp-post, or 
catching on to trucks and playing on for- 
bidden ground. It is an injustice that a 
child should have to undergo the humiliation 
of a court—even the humane Children’s 
Court—for no greater crime than the urge to 
play. 

Foremost in welfare work is the care of the 
blind. The National Council for the Blind 
had many increased activities during the 
year. They held weekly Braille and handi- 
craft classes, and found it necessary to in- 
crease their staff of home visitors. Blindness 
may often be prevented if taken in time, 
especially in the case of young children, and 
in this connection the Council does much 
useful work. Two residents in the Merrion 
Home won diplomas for teaching from the 
London College School of Music. Miss 
Armitage, the President of the Council, is an 
indefatigible worker in the cause of the blind, 
and is following her father, who introduced 
the Braille system to England from France. 


HOSPITAL LIBRARIES. 


For over two years the Library Association 
has been working to arouse the Hosp:tal Com- 
mission to the necessity of providing 
libraries in*public hospitals. The ideal aimed 
at is to give each large hospital its own 
library, librarian and library staff. Or, as 
in London, a great central hospital library, 
which supplies 2,600 hospitals. On the Conti- 
nent this phase of welfare work gets more 
consideration than either in England or Ire- 
land. The system in Germany is especially 
comprehensive, and in America hospital 
libraries have become a great feature of wel- 
fare achievement. 


Housing may be considered the key of all 
social services. In 1935 the various legislative 
measures were given effect, and the authorities 
made a great effort to cope with the housing 
shortage. The lack of a proper water supply 


_menaced the effective working of some schemes 


earlier in the year. 


Women’s efforts in welfare oust in 1935 
were not limited to the schemes already 
mentioned. Meals for school children, the

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eyes woman sets out to waylay ‘destiny 
she generally does so in a smart frock 
and becoming hat, and, in 1935, she was no 


' different in this respect. In fact, the number 


of fashion shows seemed to indicate that 
Irishwomen are taking a keener interest in 
clothes—especially clothes in Irish materials. 
. To most women there is no more absorbing 
way of spending an afternoon than by 
attending a mannequin parade. Their 
popularity is largely due to the fact that one 
may rest and assimilate new ideas in dress 
with an open and receptive mind without the 
onus to buy. Looking back at the number of 
dress shows held in Dublin during the past 
year it seems impossible to remember more 
than their general atmosphere. Individual 
groups and firms held a number of exhibi- 
tions, some with the definite intention of 
stimulating interest in Irish products, and 


_others in the Continental fashions. Their 


gesture was not merely to the purchaser, but 
the public generally. 

At the Spring Show the attractiveness of 
Irish tweeds, poplin, and linen was demon- 
strated through the enterprise of the Women’s 
Industrial Development Association. — And, 
at the end of October, another important 


mannequin parade was staged in a Dublin 
cinema. 


DUBLIN’S MANNEQUINS 


Creations from the fashion marts of the 
world and models by Irish designers were 
shown at this latter exhibition. In grace, 
poise and heauty the Dublin mannequins 
were quite as charming as their sisters on the 
screen. In former years one sometimes 
watched shows where the very gait of the 
mannequin spoke of the office stool instead of 
the open spaces indicated by the sports clothes 
she was showing. The evening frocks often 
showed how much more attention the manne- 
quin paid to the make-up of her face than to 
the rest of her toilette. But the mannequin 
parades in 1935 were unusually’ good, 
especially the one staged at the Capitol, and 
showed what Dublin can do to keep in line 
with the salons of Paris and London. 


EVENING FROCKS 


The evening frocks did not turn for in- 
spiration to Paris alone, but the designers 
let their gaze roam over the Orient as well. 
China was seen in a mandarin-like stiffness 
of rich brocade, and Japan in Obi sashes. 
The coolie coat was much favoured for the 
sherry party. And Abyssinia was brought 
to Ireland in models of black velvet, white 
satin and hooded evening cloaks. 

Skirts became long when the winter season 
settled in. This was first seen in the shorter- 
in-front evening frock, and skirts draped or 
slit at the end. Ankle-length evening frocks 
began to replace trained and floor-length 
gowns. Waistlines proved elusive, or else 
they were non-existent, and the frock on 
princess lines and beltless was favoured. 

Turning attention to Irish designers, it is 
impossible to speak too highly of the artistry 
that has succeeded in making alluring even- 
ing frocks out of linen and poplin. When the 
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were other activities, together with many 
private and parochial charities.

Miss ffrench Mullen, the energetic Secretary 
of St. Ultan’s Hospital; Dr. Kathleen Lynn, 
Miss Overend, Mrs. Maurice Cosgrave, Mrs. 
Kettle, Mrs. Maud Walse; Miss S. C. Harri- 
son, whose devotion to the poor of Dublin is 
conceded by everyone; Mrs. Felix Hackett, 
Chairman of the Child Welfare Committee. 
But the list is virtually endless. 

Women may, perhaps, in future genera- 
tions, through economic causes, be debarred 
from doing so much voluntary work in social 
services. It would seem that the social worker 
of the future’ must make the work her career 
and livelihood. The universities have 
awakened to this fact, and Trinity College, 
Dublin, now provides a course in social 
studies, and there is no reason why the social 
worker should not occupy the same place pro- 
fessionally as the doctor or nurse. 


first creative impulse of designers found an 
outlet in linen and poplin for evening wear 
some years ago, the result was stiff angularity 
in primary colours—but in 1935 a return to 
beauty was apparent, for pleasing lines ant 
softness crept into the new models, especially 
those designed of linen lace. 

Then there was taffetas, velvets and rich 
satins. Things went with a “ swish” in the 
ballrooms of 1935, for they were full of much 
elegant rustling and fluttering. 


TWEEDS AND SPORTS WEAR 

The art of looking distinguished is captured 
in Irish tweed. No smart woman is without 
a suit. No longer do women wear them 
merely from a sense of duty and feel that 
they possess something of a Joan of Arc in 
their make-up when attired in tweed of drab 
colour and incoherent pattern. Now there is 
an abundance of design and variety of texture 
to choose from. The smartest tweeds, 
fashioned for Lelog, Patou, Schiaparelli and 
Marcel Rochas, are generally of Irish manu- 
facture. Great strides have also been made 
in tailoring these materials in Irish work- 
shops.. Some of the intriguing sports models 
and tweeds made in Dublin showed a dis- 
tinction in cut and quality—models that 
definitely showed their designers as disciples 
of youth and gaiety. 

During recent years some effort has been 
made to put Irish tweeds across the barriers 
of other countries. The industrial exhibi- 
tions abroad indicate that these markets 
could be developed on a larger scale, and 
foreign dress designers have frequently stated 
that the Irish do not show sufficient enter- 
prise in pushing their products. This would 
seem to call for a combined advertising cam- 
paign abroad by manufacturers. | 

Every season new hats appear, and 1935 
saw them in all moods. They were influenced 
by coolies, Abyssinians, Mexicans and 
jockeys. Some crowned with aigrettes, or 
made of checked taffeta with matching scarf 
for wear with tweeds. The beret appeared 
again in a new style; the little hat, with an 
apology for a brim, that could be pulled on 
with a forward or backward tilt to suit the 
mood. 

A big market has been opened up in recent 
years for Irish underwear manufacturers. 
The day of linen or nainsook is gone, and the 
Irish factories have not been slow to respond 
to the lure of delicate silks in all shades of 
pastel colourings. In hosiery, too, progress 
was well marked in Ireland. The manu- 
facturers have now succeeded in capturing 
the most subtle shades. 


FUR COATS 


Up to last year fur coats seemed almost 
conservative in design, but in 1935 they 
gained in versatility. The three-quarter 
length fur coat proved very popular. It was 
a particularly becoming style for the older 
woman, endowing the figure with youthful- 
ness. 

Many cunning devices to improve the figure 
were incorporated in the tailoring of coats. 
A too heavy upper arm was often discuised 
either with flowing cape sleeves or an adroitly 
arranged scarf. Most of the coats showed an 
effect of pleasing shapeliness. Sometimes 
straight flowing lines give a poker-like 
appearance, and in disguising overflowing 
contours line has often to be sacrificed 

But now the fashions of 1935 are losing 
their contemporary significance, and women 
turn their attention to those of 1936, with 


their promise of further uses for Irish 
materials.

NG RECORD 


HE two main industries of Northern Ire- 

land, apart from agriculture, are ship- 
building and linen manufacture. There 
are other minor, but growing, industries, such 
as rope and twine-making, tobacco manufac- 
turing, shirt and collar-making, engineering, 
mineral water manufacturing,“ and whiskey 


distilling ; while clothing factories are a more 
recent development. 


Ship-building on the Lagan is not a young 
enterprise. For the early history one must go 
back to 1858, when Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff was founded. Subsequently the firm of 
Workman Clark was started, but it was 
finally closed in 1935 under the ship-building 
rationalisation scheme. Five of their building 
slips, however, and engine works were 
acquired by Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
bringing the total number of building berths 
of the latter up to nineteen. 

in recent days Messrs. Harland and Wolfi 
have produced such vessels as the Britannic 
and Georgic, Winchester Castle and Warwick 
Castle, and are now completing the Sterling 
Castle, a 25,000 tons motor liner, for the 
Union Castle Line, and her sister ship, the 
Athlone Castle, which was launched by Prin- 
cess Alice towards the end of the year. In- 
cidentally, Harland and Wolff, Limited, have 
held the blue riband for the largest annual 
tonnage output of any firm on twenty-two 
occasions, During 1935 the firm launched 
over 100,000 tons of new shipping, which is 
not only a United Kingdom, but probably a 
world record for the year. 

At the present time the firm’s Queen's 
Island Shipyards and Engine Works at Bel- 
fast cover an area of about 200 acres, and at 
the present time gives employment to 14,000 
men.

was nine new vessels, with a total tonnage 
ef over 101,000 tons. Vessels launched during 


, 
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the year included two Blue Star Line motor 
vessels (Australia Star and Empire Star) of 
approximately 10,800 tons each; the 25,000 
motor mail, passenger and cargo liners, Ster- 
ling Castle and Athlone Castle for the Union 
Castle Line ; the motor vessel, Calabar (2,000 
tons), for Messrs. Eder Dempster; the motor 
vessel, Rothesay Castle, a refrigerated cargo 
vessel, of 7,100 tons, for the Union Castle 
Line, and the turbine steamer, Duke of 
York (3,700 tons) for the L.M.S. Belfast- 
Heysham service. 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff have on order, 
or under construction at Belfast at present, 
fourteen vessels of over 140,000 tons, includ- 

ing the two Union Castle mail boats, two 
Union Castle intermediate vessels, two Burns 
and Laird vessels, three cargo boats for this 
firm’s coasting trade, one for the Erin Steam- 
ship Co., and a 10,000-ton passenger ship for 
Australian owners and several smaller vessels. 


LINEN INDUSTRY. 


Next to agriculture, linen manufacturing 
employs the largest number of people in 
Northern Ireland. The total nominal capital 
of the Northern Ireland textile industry is 
approximately £20,000,000, and the paid-up 
capital is nearly £15,000,000. The capacity 
of the industry can be estimated from the fact 
that the mills contain approximately 875,000 
spindles and the weaving factories 28,000 
looms. The manufacture of linen nominally 
employs directly, or indirectly through sub- 
sidiary trades, over 70,000 people, or nearly 
one-fifth of the gainfully occupied population 
of Northern. Ireland. . The 1934 output of 
the linen industry was valued at nearly 
£10,000,000, of which almost £6,000,Q00 was 
exported. Forty per cent. of the total output 
of the linen industry is now absorbed by the 
United Kingdom market. In 1934 the United 
States took 26.16 per cent.; British Domi- 


nions, 17.15 per cent. ; China, 3.41 per cent. ; 
Latin-America, 4.02 per cent.; all other 
countries, 7.79 per cent. 


In addition to the regular household linen 
and canvas goods, in recent vears there has 
grown up a demand for dress linen, especially 
in the United States and some of the 
Dominions. There has also been a demand 
for linen for aeroplane fabric. Since the War 
this fabric has been standardised and is now 
made to one specification for both Govern- 
ment and civil work. 

There has been a considerable improvement 
in the linen industry during the last few 
months of the year, and the outlook is 
brighter than it has been for several years. 


OTHER INDUSTRIES. 


Allied to the linen and shipbuilding indus- 
tries is the general engineering trade. Over 
fifty firms are engaged in this industry, and 
their products cover a very wide range. They 
include: textile and marine machinery of all 
kinds, machinery for the preparation of tea on 
the estates of India and the East, rubber 
plantation machinery, heating, ventilating 
and drying plants. Steam engines for pump- 
ing and mill driving, electrieal plant and 
accessories, agricultural machinery, equip- 
ment for tobacco and mineral water factories 
and for distilling are all manufactured in con- 
siderable quantities, both for lecal use and 
export. The value of the work done in the 
mechanical engineering trades (gross output) 
and the selling value of machinery and parts 
made amounts to about £3,695,000 a year. 

Tobacco and cigarette manufacturing are 
important industries in Belfast. There are 
two factories, and one of these, that of 
Messrs. Gallaher, is regarded as the largest 
single tobacco factory in the United Kingdom. 
Some idea of the output of the industry will 
be realised when it is mentioned that the duty 
payable on the output amounts to the sum 
of nearly £6,000,000 per annum. 

The making of rope, cord and twine employs 
ahout 3,000 persons in Northern Ireland. Bel- 
fast possesses the largest rope works in the 
world, covering 40 acres. Utilising 5,000 h.p., 
it can. produce nearly 400 tons per week of 
all classes of ropes and twines, in addition 
to a large number of traw! and other nets. 


THE PORT OF DUBLIN -

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Im feature of 1935 in shipping at Dublin 
Port was the drop in tonnage entering 
the port, both foreign and cross-Channel. 
For the first nine months foreign tonnage 
was 629,707, as compared with 789,359 in 
1934; and _ cross-Channel tonnage was 
1,106,784, compared with last year’s figure of 
1,269,578. Dues on tonnage fell from £58,478 
to £56,650. 

All lighthouses and buoys in Dublin Port 
and its environs were altered to conform with 
the international system. A new tobacco 
warehouse, with a capacity of 15,000 hogs- 
heads, is now under construction and will cost 
£70,000. The North quay extension, to pro- 
vide 800 ft. of additional deep-water berthage 
at a cost of £40,000 is also being built. Work 
was begun on a £10,000 extension of the 
Alexandra quay ; this will add another 100 ft. 
to the deep-water berthage. A £13,000 plan 
for a retaining wall for the East Wall recla- 
mation scheme is being carried out ; 700 ft. of 
foundations have been laid and 400ft. of wall 
completed. 

Good cross-Channel services were main- 
tained between the Free State and Great 
Britain. The Royal Mail service, operated 
by the L.M. and 8. Co., via Dun Laoghaire 
and Holyliead, frequently required additional 
steamers of their fast twin-screw fleet to bring 
Horse Show visitors, excursionists and holi- 
day-makers to Ireland during the year. The 
British and Irish Steam Packet Co. also had 
a successful year, particularly on the Dublin- 
Liverpool route, which is appreciated by 
passengers who like to obtain a full night’s 
sleep on board. The cargo steamers of this 
company, which serve a number of cross- 
Channel ports, did good business. 

Fach of the cross-Channel services has 
attractions peculiar to itself, and there are 
many passengers who find their requirements 
conveniently met by the Great Western Rail- 
way Co.’s Rosslare-Fishguard service. This 
company operates between Fishguard and 
Waterford also. Limerick and Cork were 
well served for cross-Channel communication 
by the Limerick Steam Packet Co. and the 
City of Cork Steam Packet Co. 
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ANY Irishmen are finding a new life 
within the bounds of the Empire in 
the Colonies. ,Medical, engineering and police 
services all have their attraction in these 
countries to the man who seeks life in a fresh 
country, and in the public service of virtually 
every Colony or Protectorate an Irishman 
will be found in a high position. 

During 1935 a well-known Irishman, Mr. 8. 
M. Lanigan O'Keefe, C.M.G., was appointed 
to be High Commissioner for Southern 
Rhodesia in London. One of his first enter- 
prises, in conjunction with the Overseas 
Settlement Department and the Labour Ex- 
changes, was to choose twelve unemployed 
miners and send them as an experimettal 
party to the gold mines of Southern Rhodesia. 
If the experiment proves successful, further 
parties will follow.

Southern Rhodesia was formally annexed 
to His Majes¢y’s Dominions in 19235, and a 
responsible Government was elected. The 
Legislative Council consists of thirty 
members, and, since 1928, the franchise has 
been extended to all British subjects over the 
age of 21 years. The area is 100,544 scuare 
miles, and the estimated population about 
1,300,000. In 1933 the mineral rights in 
Southern Rhodesia were purchased by the 
Government. Land, amounting to 21,500,000 
acres, has been set aside for native preserves 
or tribal settlements. The country is well 
adapted for agric.Iture, and many Emropean 
setilers are engaged in producing live stock, 
maize, tobacco, legumes and fodders. Large 
fruit orchards have been planted, and the 
cultivation of oranges and lemons is a rapidly 
expanding industry. The sale of dairy pro- 
duce also shows considerable expansion during 
the past few years. 

A land and agricultural bank makes loans 
to settlers on easy terms for the purpose of 
improving their agricultural holdings. Of 
course, the gold mining industry is one of the 
important in the country, and the output 
in 1933 was valued at more than £4,000,000. 

Northern Rhodesia has an area of 290,000 
square miles, and consists for the most part 
of high plateau country—much of it suitable 
for farming, and containing areas of good 
arable and grazing lands. Agricultural 
products are maize, tobacco, wheat, coffee and 
cattle. Gold, silver, copper, zinc, lead and 
vanadium are mined in large quantities.

IRISHMEN IN AFRICA 


| AIKENYA) SOCIETY 


In the East Afrian dependencies there are 
many prominent Irishmen and they have 
formed a society in Nairobi, Kenya Colony, 
known as the East Africa Irish Society. This 
was formed in 1922. it is non-sectarian and 
non-political, and its objects are to foster 
social intercourse and maintain a brother- 
hood among Irish residents in East Africa. 
It assists Irishmen and Irishwomen in dis- 
tress, and only persons who are Irish born or 
of Irish parentage are eligible for member- 
ship. 

The society has branches at Kakamega 
(Goldfields), Eldoret, Mombasa, and in 
Uganda. The Tanganyika Irish Society has 
its headquarters at Dar-es-Salaam, and all 
the branches of the East Africa Irish Society 
and the Tanganyika Society keep in close 
contact with each other, and with the home 
country, principally by means of the Empire 
Air Mail,.which affords rapid and easy com- 
munication. 

The membership of the ast African Irish 
Society in.Nairobi is about a hundred, and 
includes :—His Excellency the Governor (Sir 
Joseph Byrne), Patron ; the Chief Justice (Sir 
Joseph Sheridan), President (1935-1936) Cap- 
tain E. Hutchinson, Vice-President; Mr. E. 
K. Figgis, K.C.; Mr. O. B. Daly (barrister), 
the Attorney-General (Mr. E. J. Harrigan), 
the Solicitor-General (Mr. falsh), the 
Administrator-General (Dr. Keatinge), Mr.

Mr. F. G. Gamble (Resident Magistrate), and 


Messrs. M. J. Hogan, R. G. Buckley, J. L. 

A Cork man, 
Captain E. L. T. (“ Paddy ’’) Lester, is Hon. 
Secretary of the Society, and in a letter about 
Kenya he describes it as “a wonderful 
country, with a glorious climate and few 
taxes.”” Any drishman going to Kenya, he 
says, may be assured of a cordial welcome 
from the members of the society, which holds 
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a dinner and dance on each St. Patwick’s Day, 


which is one of the chief events of the social 
season. : 


SOUTH AFRICA. s 


The Union of South Africa has become a 
new home for many Irishmen, and the 
European farms in the five provinces of the 
Union produce large quantities of wheat, 
maize, kaffir corn, potatoes and tobacco. The 
live stock generally consists of cattle, sheep, 
goats, pigs, horses and ostriches. Cotton- 
growing is now undertaken by many farmers. 
In this territory mining is of great im- 
portance, and the principal products are 
gold, diamonds, coal, copper and tin. From 
the industrial point of view, virtually every 
branch of manufacture is covered. Mining 
in 1935 gave employment to nearly 36,000 
Europeans. The principal trade is done with 
the United Kingdom, which, in 1934, pur- 
chased about £12,000,000 of South African 
goods ; in return, £50,000,000 of British goods 
were purchased. The banking system is inter- 
esting, because of the fact that it provides 
for a Central Reserve Bank, which was estab- 
lished in Pretoria. Subsequently, branches 
were opened at Johannesburg (where there are 
numbers of Irishmen), Cape Town, Durban, 
Port Elizabeth, East London, and other 
cities throughout the Union. 

The land area of the Nyasaland Pro- 
tectorate is 37,500 square miles, but the 
European population at the end of 1933, the 
last year for which figures are available, was 
only 1,817. These were mostly resident in 
the Shiré Highlands. There are good motor 
roads in all directions for the transportation 
of the coffee, tobacco, cotton, tea and cattle 
which form the principal products. Direct 
purchases from Great Britain and British 
possessions make up 63 per cent. of the total 
imports, while direct shipments to the United 
Kingdom are Bbout 94 per cent. of the total 
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Uganda and Zanzibar Protectorates are two 
other areas in the African Continent whith 
offer great scope to the Kuropean who is seek- 
ing to make his home in a congenial climate 
in a country which is rapidly developing. . 

Little has been said of the attractions of 
Africa for the tourist. From north to south, 
the colonies and protectorates are full of 
interest. The Victoria Falls are world 
famous, but they are not the sole attraction 
of this great Continent. One of the oldest 
and most historical spots in East Africa is 
Mombasa, the port of Kenya, which is the 
coastal terminus of the railway which winds 
through nearly 600 miles from Lake Victoria 
and Nairom, Travelling inland by this line, 
the traveller sees the great Kilimanjaro peak 
on his way to Nairobi, while at Kisumu, 
further on towards Lake Victoria, the rail- 
way track climbs more than 700 feet for nine 
miles. [t has been said of South Africa that 
“where the vanguard camps to-day the rear 
shall rest to-morrow.’’ This is literally true, 
for it is a progressive new country, offering 
great possibilities for the man with ambition, 
Its great spaces are awaiting development, 
and the fact that the country is largely agri- 
cultural should be of considerable interest to 
Irishmen and women, whose life is ‘* rooted 
in the soil.”

7 HE possibiities associated with recent 
developments in the Free State relating 
to unemployment may prove a support for 
the suggestion that 1935 is likely to be re- 
membered as the starting point of an inten- 
sive drive towards the solution of the 
country’s most acute internal problem. 

The system on which the effort is based 
aims at dividing the country into a number 
of areas, in each of which money ¥ rill be 
allocated to be used in carrying out relief 
works under the Board of Works. The em- 
ployment given will depend on the claims of 
each workless person as indicated by the 
amount of relief to which he is entitled and 
his period of unemployment. The employ: 
ment cannot be permanent in any instance, 
as the period representing the volume of work 
must be divided between the claimants. It is 
anticipated that, with public works schemes 
in preparation, the idea will afford at least 
half a year’s work per annum to every un- 
employed man. Time will prove a judge of 
its merits. 

The number. of people given as unemployed 
in 1935 is much higher than in 1932; but in 
& memorandum by the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce on the trend of em- 
ployment—the first of its kind ever issued in 
this country—it was shown that, in spite of 
the stoppage emigration, and consequent 
increase in po ion by 20,000 in 1934, there 
was no evidence of any increase in vin mploy- 
ment. This is supported by the explanation 
that a difference in methods of registration at 
Employment Exchanges prevents any exact 
comparison, and that it has been found that 
mereased facility for employment offered 
through) an intensification of industry caused 
the live register total to rise considerably. 
Improved prospects of work induced larger 
numbers to visit the Exchanges, among them 
many people, such as small farmers, who en- 
joyed at least some means. 


INCREASES RECORDED 


The unemployment total disclosed by the 
1926 Census was 78,071. In April, 1935, there 
were 135,001 applicants for unemployment 
assistance, but it was estimated that 75,467 
of these were non-registering persons under 
the sytem prior to 1932. Persons insured 
under the Unemployment Acts in 1933-34 
totalled 380,773, as compared with 246,134 
in 1925-26. Allowing for changes in the rate 
of contribution, an increase of 27,000 between 
1931 and 1935 is recorded as contributing to 
the fund. This figure refers only to in- 
dustrial amd commercial classes. On the 
basis of fluctuation in the National Health 
Insurance contributions, the increase in em- 
ployment in 1934, as compared with 1926, was 
equivalent to additional work in each week 
of the year for approximately 85,000 persons. 


All the available evidence gathered in the 
memorandum went te show that employment, 
in the aggregate, was considerably greater in 
1934 than in either 1926, 1931 or 1935. Even 
in agriculture an improvement had been 
shown. 

The table below affords a comparison of the 
unemployed figures in 1954 and 1955. It is 
to be noted that the imcreased scale of 
registration in recent years is due mainly to 
administrative changes in May, 1932, by 
which the selection of applicants for relief 
work wus transferred, and the operation of 
the Unemployment Assistance Act, 1935. It 
will be noted that the decline in the figures 
for August, 1935, is due to the operation of 
the Unemployment Assistance (Employment 
Periods) Order, 1935, the employment period 
being from July to October. This also ex- 
plains the increase in October.

Earlier in November Mr. J. P. Walshe, 
secretary, Department of External Affairs, 
and Mr. Sean Leydon, secretary, D-nartment 
of Industry and Commerce, went to Ottawa 
for a conference with representatives of Great 
Britain, Canada and Newfoundland regard- 
ing the establishment of a trans-Atlantic air 
service. The general ir. icatio,;s are, how- 
ever, that the Free State will be unable to 
secure the establishment of the eastern ter- 
minal or refuelling base on its shores, and 
that Londonderry will be selected in pre- 
ference. 

There are several privately-owned machines 
in the Free State, but some of these are not 
on the Irish register (which shows a total 
of eight civil aircraft in the country, 
although 29 have been registered at one time 
or another). 

Mr. F. Hill has a Miles “ Hawk,’’ a nice 
little machine which he uses for flights be- 
tween Dublin and London; Lady Nelson has 
an American aircraft—a Stinson monoplane ; 
Mr. E. J. Dease, a Klemm “‘ Swaliow,”’ and 
one or two others own D.H. Moths. Mr. 
Hill’s machine was damaged in a forced 
landing near Reading during the autumn, 
but he was unhurt. Another Irish aircraft 
which came to grief in England was a D.H, 
Moth, owned by Dublin Air Ferries. This 
made a forced landing in Staffordshire in 
November, and was destroyed by fire. The 
pilot, Mr. G. A. R. Williams, and his pas- 
senger, Miss N. M. Wilson, escaped un- 
injured. In the same month a group of pri- 
vate uireraft owners—including Miss Lily 
Dillon, Mr. A. OhUadhaigh, Mr. R. Good 
and Mr. D. Johnston—flew to Carlisle for 
the Border Aero Club’s annual dance.

CLUB ACTIVITIES. 


The Irish Aero Club continued its opera- 
tions at Baldonnel aerodrome, and increased 
its membership. It has 120 members, thirty 
having joined with the intention of becoming 
pilots. The flying time for the Club's air- 
craft, from January to October, was 532 
hours. Financial difficulties continue to 


handicap this organisation, but new plans, 


were drafted late in the year to overcome 
the problem. A change in personnel during 
the yea? was in the chief instructorship; Mr. 
O. F. French, who was, with the Club for 
geveral years, left to take up special flying 
duties in England, and was replaced by Mr. 
E. J. Dease, formerly instructer of the Cork 
Aero Club. 

Incidentally, the Cork Aero Club made 
Bome progress, and established a branch at 
Killarney. This club has an enthusiastic 
and growing membership. 

The latest figures of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce show that 57 yrivate 
pilots’ licences have been issued, but only 
27 are current; of the fifteen 'B' (com- 
mercial) pilots’, licences issued only seven 
are in force at the present time. 

The Pou-de-Ciel aircraft (popularly known 


in- 


as the “ Flying Flea’’) attracted the atten- 
tion of a number of aviation enthusiasts, and 
about a dozen of these machines are under 
construction in the Free State. Special re- 
gulations regarding the flying of these air- 
craft are being drafted for the Department 
of Industry and Commerce. 

One trans-Atlantic flight—that of Lien- 
tenant Felix Waitkus, who was flying solo 
from New York to Lithuania—ended in the 
Free State in 1935. He landed near Ballin- 
robe, County Mayo, on September 22nd ; his 
machine was wrecked, but he escaped injury. 
Sleepiness and a failing petrol supply were 
the causes of Lieutenant Waitkus’s forced 
landing. The aircraft, a Lockheed ‘‘ Vega,”’ 
was dismantled by Army Air Corps engi- 
neers and shipped to Lithuania. 

Sir Alan Cobham’s air “circus” visited 
Ireland in the spring and made a successful 
tour of the country, and also participated 
in the National Aviation Display in the 
Phoenix Park on May 12th, which attracted 
a large crowd and aerial visitors from Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and France. 


DUBLIN AIR FERRIES. 


In January, 1935, Everson Flying Services 
disposed of Kildonan aerodrome, Finglas, to 
Dublin Air Ferries, Lid., an organisation 
operated by Mr. G. A. R. Williams and his 
wife (formerly Lady Heath). The company 
was inaugurated in March by the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, and since that time ten pilots 
trained at Kildonan have obtained their 
“A” licences—including Miss Denise Beatty, 
the first woman soloist from this aerodrome. 

The company’s machines carried out a 
large amount of charter work, and the total 
time flown on this work was over 600 hours. 
The flights included trips to London, Gal- 
way, Belfast, Manchester, Liverpool and 
Cork. 

With headquarters at Baldonnel aero- 
drome, Co. Dublin, the Army Air Corps forms 
a small, but important, part of the Free 
State Defence Force. The aircraft, mostly 
of a training type, are Vickers “ Vespas’”’ 
and Avro ‘‘Tutors’’; four of the latter were 
added to the equipment of the unit during 
the year. 

In addition to its military duties, the 
corps acts in an advisory capacity on civil 
aviation for the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. During the year one fatal acci- 
dent occurred at the aerodrome—it was the 
only one in the country—and Lieutenant 
Michael Kennedy was killed while rehears- 
ing an attack on a ground target for the 
National Aviation Day display. 

Developments at Baldonnel included the 
adoption of a new scheme for traiming ap- 
prentice mechanics in the Air Corps work- 
shops. The post of Director of Military 
Aviation was abolished by the Government. 
The unit is now commanded by Major Mul- 
cahy, formerly of the Artillery Corps. A 
gliding club has been formed among the 
personnel of the station. 


ULSTER’S PROGRESS. 


In Northern Ireland considerable progress 
has been made in civil aviation. Im 1935 
three services were operating between Ulster 
and Great Britain. These used Newtown- 
ards airport, County Down, as their Irish 
terminal. Mails are carried on the London- 
Belfast service. 

Early in the year Newtownards was closed 
for drainage, which considerably improved 
the aerodrome. The Airwork School of 
Flying, which operates there, completed its 
first year’s operations on August 31st, having 
flown 458 hours and qualified twelve pupils 
for “AA” licences. Flight-Lieutenant R. W. 
Bryant is in charge of the airport, which 
was a control point in the King’s Cup air 
race around Britain in September. 

Radio and meteorological ‘facil:.ies are 
available at Newtownards to assist pilots on 
cross-Channel services. 

Aldergrove aerodrome, Co. Antrim, was 
improved, and formed the temporary home 


of some.of the additional squadrons formed 


as part of Britain’s improved defence pro- 
gramme. No. 502 (Bomber) Squadron, the 


- regular tenants of Aldergrove, transferred to 


Manston, Kent, in July, 1935, for a short 
period of mancuvres with regular unite. 
They will shortly be joined in Ulster by 
No. 9 (Bomber) Squadron. | 

The Ulster Gliding Club has a good mem-

BROADCASTING IN 1935. 


THE NEW DIRECTOR AND HIS PLANS 


RISH hsteners entered 1935 with feelings of 
hope, bolstered up by Ministerial promises 
of better things to come. At the end of the 
year they still possessed hope, but the 
promises had not been fulfilled in their en- 
tirety. It is well to take stock of the position 
at this time; for, with the close of 1935, a 
decade of Irish broadcasting has passed. It 
would appear that the radio authorities have 
not made proper use of our opportunities, 
and, judged by the standards of other 
countries, we are little better off now than 

ten years ago. 

Successive Governments have shown a re- 
luctance to face up to the problem of shifting 
the broadcasting service to surroundings 
where it could expand. So long as the service 
is governed by Civil Service routine it can 
make little progress. The people in key posi- 
tions—outside the actual broadcasting service 
—are untrained in the art of entertainment, 
and very frequently are the means of annul- 
ling plans which are designed to improve the 
service. 


DIRECTOR CHANGED. 


Mr. Seamus Clandillon, the first Director 
of Broadcasting, finished his period of service 
with the opening of 1935, and returned to 
his old department. Some time was allowed 
to pass before an _ Acting-Director was 
appointed—Mr. John MacDonnell, a higher 
official of the Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs. Mr. MacDonnell’s appointment was 
made because the Appointments 
sioners were ‘‘unable to recommend a 
candidate for the vacant Directorship.’’ 

Towards the end of March, however, it was 
announced that Mr. T. J. Kiernan, Ph.D., 
Secretary to the Saorstat High Commissioner 
in London, had been appointed Director. Dr. 
Kiernan took up his new duties on May Ist. 
He was not long at headquarters before he 
realised the shortcomings of the service, and 
he took steps to make improvements. Two 
additions were made to the staff as a result of 
his survey. Mr. John MacDonogh was 
appointed Director of Productions, and Mr. 
Frank Gallagher was appointed Assistant 
Director. Mr. Seamus Hughes was made 
Director in charge of Gaelic programmes. 


TALKS. 


Perhaps the most important changes made 
by Dr. Kiernan have been in the Talks De- 
partment. The first innovation was the 
political commentary on Mr. Sean MacEntee’s 
Budget. All the parties were given an oppor- 
tunity to criticise the Budget before the 
microphone, thereby lifting a ban which was a 
cause of annoyance to listeners. 

In the field of literature a number of dis- 
tinguished people were introduced to broad- 
casting for the first time, and such well- 
known names as Frank O’Connor, L. A. G. 
Strong, F. R. Higgins, Sean O Faolain, 
Francis Stuart have appeared in the pro- 
grammes. Successful attempts, too, were 
made in the matter of organising talks which 
dealt with questions of public interest, their 
contributors being people of established 
reputation and authority. The immediate 
reaction of the public was to write congratula- 
tory letters to the Press, but as the months 
passed the tone of the letters got less 
enthusiastic and more critical. Listeners felt 
that talks were dominating the programmes 
to the exclusion of other things. 


RADIO DRAMA. 


The radio drama has never flourished in the 
Saorstat,.and, in fact, it was not until St. 
Patrick’s Day, 1935, that anything approach- 
ing a radiodramatic programme was really 
attempted. The honour fell to Gabriel Fallon, 
a young civil servant, who is not unknown in 
drama circles, and who has a number of sound 
productions to his credit. He both wrote and 
produced the special St. Patrick’s Day pro- 
gramme, and also the programme com- 
memorating the Easter Week Rising. This 
latter was described as a “ Pageant in 


Sound,” and showed much imagination and 


careful work in its compilation. 

Another ‘series of “sound pictures” of 
Irish cities showed distinct promhise, but these 
were discontinued after a few months. Their 
author, Ian Priestley-Mitchell, had much ex- 
perience of radio production work, and is now 
incidentally announcer of the pro- 
grammes from the Dublin Studio. For the 
past few months there has been a decided 
dearth of radio plays, and it is reported that 
suitable material is not now being offered to 
the station authorities for production. 

Vaudeville is virtually non-existent in

Saorstat broadcasting. Variety programmes 
are, in the main, very weak, lacking in 
essential humour, and slow “ off their mark.” 
It would seem that. the technique of the 
studio is not get understood, and is being 
confused with the concert hall, producers and 
artists being for some reason or other unable 
to project their personalities beyond the 
studio in which they are placed. 

They seem to lack the radio sense, and in 
this can only be overcome by making vaude- 
ville a separate department of broadcasting. 
In other words, a Director of Variety should 
be appointed with his own staff. 


MUSIC AND IRISH 


No outstanding musical broadcasts were 
arranged during the year, although the 
Station Orchestra, under the direction of Dr. 
Vincent O’Brien, has been -working harder 
than ever. During the last few months five 
symphony concerts were broadcast, the con- 
ductors, in addition to Dr. O’Brien, being: 
Mr. E. Godfrey Brown, Director of Music at 
the B.B.C. Belfast Studio; Colonel Fritz 
Brasé, Director of the Army Schoo] of Music, 
and Herr Aloys Fleischmaun, of Cork. 
Other concerts are in course of preparation, so 
that in the near future some serious musical 
works will be undertaken by the Station 
Symphony Orchestra. Traditional 
music has received little attention. 


Dr. Kiernan, being interested in the 
Irish language movement himself, was not 
long in power before he took steps to improve 
the standard of talks in Irish. New speakers 
were recruited, and the active co-operation of 
the-Gaelic League and other language organi- 
sations was enlisted. The new feature, 
“Sgathan na nGaedheal,” or the Gaelic 
“radio journal,’’ appears to be popular with 
many listeners, and has been given increased 
time in the programmes. A number of plays 
in Irish have been broadcast, and the quality 
of these shows marked improvement. The 
Keating Branch of the Gaelic League has a 
dramatic club, which is devoting special 
attention tg the study of studio technique, 
and this should lead to further improvements.

OTHER FEATURES. 


Announcing at the Dublin Studio has been 
in a state of flux since the resignation of 
Maighread Ni Ghrada some months ago. No 
definite appointment to the position has been 
made, with the result that strange voices hava 
been coming and going before the microphone. 

The “ Newcomers’ Hour ” was an admir- 
able idea, borrowed from the old-established 
American ‘‘Amateur Hour,” but lacking that 
feature’s distinction in the methods of its 
presentation. But it was taken far too 
seriously, and badly needs a compére with a 
sense of humour. 

The long differences between the Dublin. 
Studio and the Abbey Theatre were settled 
during the year, aud Saorstat listeners heard 
the National Theatre Company on several 
occasions. 

A “find’’ in sports commentators was 
made when Mr. T. L. M. Fuge was brought 
to the microphone to give listeners an account 
of some of the big Rugby matches. News 
bulletins have been improved, but there is 
still something lacking in the method of pre- 
sentation. | 
_ ™ Effects’’ and the modern technical 
methods of production are not understood in 
the Irish studios. Dramatic control panels 
are unknown, and there appears to be no dis- 
position to obtain one. Multiple studio 
work has rarely been tried, and the few 
oceasions that attempts were made to use 
more than one studio for dramatic purposes 
the switching arrangements were not fast 
enough, the slight time-lag rather destroy- 
ing the utility of the idea.

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IRISH AUTHORS OF 1935 


A YEAR FOR HISTORIANS 


HE year 1935 will hardly figure as a 
‘‘ vintage ” year for Irish writers. The 
creative writers have been mainly dormant 
or working below their usual level, and it 15 
to the historians ‘that the Irish reader will 
turn for the outstanding literary work of the 
year. It is true that the year was graced by 
Mr. W. B. Yeats’s “A Full Moon in 
March,” but the younger poets have been 
lethargic about publication in book form. 

What was a rumour at the end of 1934— 
that A.E. had bade farewell to poetry with 
“ The House of the Titans’’—was, unfortu- 
nately, confirmed in: the middle of the year 
by his lamented death, His loss will be deeply 
felt now, and more deeply as the years pass, 
and the study of his poetry by Mr. W. M. 
Clyde should be welcomed in Ireland. There 
were no novels during the year from Frank 
O'Connor, Brinsley MacNamara Peadar 
O'Donnell or Sean O Faolain; but two new 
novelists in the persons oí Seamas McCall 
and Margaret O'Leary made a welcome 
appearance. 

Irish poets are tending to become as few 
in number as the dramatists, so that only 
Mr. Yeats carries: the banner high during 
the year. The volume, “ A Full Moon in 
March,’’ includes two short plays and a 
series of new poems. In her second volume, 
“The Fox’s Covert,’’ Blanaid Salkeld 
demonstrated that she possesses remarkable 
power and versatility. Brian Guinness joined 
the list of the poets with a charming little 
volume entitled “Under the Eyelid,” and 
A.E. is represented with ‘‘ Selected Poems.’’ 
From Padraic Gregory came a volume of 
“Collected Ballads ’’. which greatly pleased 
his admirers, and Cecil Day Lewis (who is

said to be Irish) both solidified his already 
fine reputation with ‘‘ Collected Poems ” and 
pressed onward with “ A Time To Dance.” 
An excellent anthology, entitled ‘‘1916,’’ was 
published by Miss Edna Fitzhenry, and the 
delightful “New Broadsides,’ edited by W. 
B. Yeats and F. R. Higgins, deserve to be 


remembered. | 


DRAMA 


In published drama only one new Irish 
playwright has appeared—Michael Egan, 
whose play, ‘‘ The Dominant Sex,”’ is a witty 
trifle that nas taken the fancy of London 
playgoers. Denis Johnston js represented by 
two plays, which have been successfully per- 
formed in Dublin—‘‘ Storm Song” and “A 
Bride for the Unicorn’’; while the Earl of 
Longforl published ‘‘ Ascendancy,”’ presented 
by the Gate Theatre in Dublin, and ‘‘ Armlet 
of Jade.” In “ More Plays ” Lennox Robin- 
gon published two plays which have been 
seen in the Abbey Theatre—‘‘ All’s Over, 
Then,” and the unusually interesting 
“Church Street.” For “A Saint in a 
Hurry ” Mr. Hugh de Blacam went to the 
Spanish of Sefior Penam, and suggested a 
fertile field for Irish translators from the 
drama of Europe. onal O'Riordan re- 
Appears as a playwright with ‘‘ Captain Fal- 
staff and Other Plays,’’ and the Rev. M. H. 
Gaffney published dramatised versions of 
-stories by P. H. Pearse. Two short plays 
were also published by Martin J. McHugh, 
who had a particularly humorous play pre- 
sented some years ago at the Abbey. 

Irish fiction shows a welcome tendency to

_authors really reverted to them in search of 


material. Francis Plunkett is grimly 
realistic in VAS the Fool,’’ and Lord 
Dunsany satirical and fantastic in ‘‘Up in 
the Hills.'” Desmond Ryan is fantastic at 
the expense of the present in ‘‘ St. Eustace 
and the Albatross,’” while Joseph O'Neill is 
fantastic about Roman England in the 
enthusiastically-received ‘‘ Land Under Eng- 
land.”” Maurice Walsh remains in Ireland, 
touching the Black-and-Tan warfare, in the 
comparatively gentle “ Green Rushes,”’ and 
Patrick McGill returns to his native Donegal 
in “ The Glen of Carra’’ and “ The House 
at the World’s End.”’ Francis Stuart figures 
in the list with two books—the Hollywood 
frolic, ‘‘In Search of Love,’’ and the philo- 
sophical ‘‘ The Angel of Pity’’; Liam 
O'Flaherty published. his worst novel in 
“ Hollywood Cemetery,’’ and John Brophy 
presented a series of essays connected by a 
character in ‘‘ I Let Him Go.” The loss sus- 
tained by the early death of Eimar O’ Duffy 
is attested by “ Head of a Girl,” but that loss 
is somewhat assuaged by the promise of 
Seamas McCall’s ‘‘Gods in Motley.”’ The 
historical novel is not so well represented in 
1935 as in 1934, bilt its quality is sustained 
in Conal O’Riordan’s ‘‘Soldier’s Wife’’ and 
L. A. G. Strong’s youthful “ Mr. Sheridan’s 
Umbrella.’’ L. A. G. Strong also contributed 
a delightful volume of short stories, '“ Tues- 
” and the not quite successful 
“The Seven Arms,” while Sean O’Faolain’s 
contribution was limited to the short story 
entitled ‘‘A Birdie in a Cage.’’ Two new 
story-tellers of promise appeared with J. D. 
Sheridan’s “ Vanishing Spring’’ and P. 
Rooney’s sporting ‘‘ All Out To Win,’’ which 
may be a Nat Gouldish débit. 


WOMEN NOVELISTS 


It is probable that in retrospect 1935 will 
be regarded as the year of the Irish women 
novelists, about a dozen of the novels pub- 
lished by Inmsh writers having been written 


by women. Of these, at least four are works | 


of unusual importance. The four are: “ The 
House I Made,” by Margaret O'Leary ; 
‘Holy Ireland,’’ by Nora Hoult; ‘*‘ Printed 
Cotton,’’ by the Countess of Longford, and 
‘Full House,’’ by M. J. Farrell. In “ The 
House I Made " Margaret O'Leary makes as 
brilliant a beginning as a novelist as she 
made with her play a few years ago. Norah 
Hoult’s magnificent‘study of what is possibly 
the most significant aspect of Irish life to- 
day in “Holy Ireland’”’ places her in the 
front rank of Jrish novelists. Both Lady 
Longford’s “ Printed Cotton’’ and M. J. 
Farrell’s ‘‘ Full House “ are lighter in theme 


and texture, but both are charming contribu- 


tions to the growing number of worthwhile 
Irish novels. With two novels during the 
year Deirdre O’Brien pursues her victorious 
way among the purveyors of popular fiction. 
““Many Roads to Heaven ” and ‘‘ Made to 
Care ” are in the Garvice tradition, as is also 
Annie M. P. Smithson with “ The Marriage 
of Nurse Harding.’’ 

If Bernadette Murphy’s “ An Unwilling 
Player ” hardly fulfils the promise of her 
“An Unexpected Guest,” it maintains that 
promise of something really good to come, as 
does also Pamela MHinkson’s ‘‘ Deeply 
Rooted.’’ Two volumes for children were 
contributed by women: ‘‘The Turf Cutter’s 
Donkey Goes Visiting,’’ by Patricia Lynch, 
and '“ Pomona’s Island,” by W. M. Letts. 
In fiction by Irish authors, it remains only to 
be said that George A. Birmingham’s con- 
tribution for 1935 was two volumes—‘‘ Love 
or Money” and “ Millicent’s Corner ”— 
which brings the total up to 33 volumes by 
27 authors. 

Biography and autobiography contributed 
eighteen volumes during the year, of which 
probaby “The Fays of the Abbey Theatre,” 
“ Portrait of a Rebel Father” and “ Wolfe 
Tone ' appeal to the widest circle of readers. 
In “ The Fays of the Abbey Theatre ” W. 
G. Fay and Catherine Carswell relate in vivid 
fashion the conception and birth of the 
National Theatre Society, while in “ Portrait 
of a Rebel Father ” Nora Connolly O’Brien 
presents the most intimate picture yet given 
of her father, James Connolly. Aodh de 
Blacam’s ‘‘ Wolfe Tone ” is a book that was 
neéded, so that its excellence will be at once 
appreciated. The studies of patriots con- 
tinued to come from the press during the 
year, which brought forth ‘‘ Thomas Davis,’’

drama, the films they held sway. Many 
academic distinctions were also theirs, and in 
the professions they were aso to the fore. 

In the world of films, Miss Geraldine Fitz- 
Gerald did some good work. In ‘‘ Turn of the 
Tide ’’ (which won the prize of the year) she 
proved herself a fine artiste. Miss Fitz- 
Gerald comes of a Dublin family, and, before 
going to London, achieved some success in 
‘‘ Children in Uniform ” at the Gate Theatre. 
She is a relative of Miss Sheila Richards, the 
Abbey Theatre actress. ' 

Maureen 0 Sullivan works so hard as a 
screen artiste in Hollywood that she has to 
break off her arrangements for a holiday to 
Ireland on three different cccasions. <A 
daughter of Major and Mrs. O'Sullivan, of 
Killiney she starred in many. pictures. during 
1935, including “ David Copperfield’’ and 
“ The Barretts of Wimpole Street.” 


THE UNIVERSITIES. 


In Dublin University, Miss Daniels was 
awarded a Scholarship in Natural Science, 
and Miss McGuinness and Miss Cunningham 
obtained scholarships in Modern Languages. 
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by J. M. Hone; ‘‘Robert Emmet,” by 


Catriona MacLeod; “ Irish Martyrs of the 
Penal Laws,’’ by the Rev. Myles Ronan; 
‘Blessed Oliver Plunket,’’ by Mrs. T. Con- 
cannon, and “' Irish Swordsmen of France,” 
by Dr. Richard Hayes, and ‘‘ The Home Life 
of P. H. Pearse,” by Margaret Pearse. A 
delightful biographical study of “Oliver 
Goldsmith ’’ came from Stephen Gwynn, and 
one of “‘W. Be Yeats” fromw Dr. J.. H. 
Pollock, while John Eglinton collected some 
charming essays in “ Irish Literary Por- 
traits.” Horace Plunkett’s great effort to 
remake Irish economy was treated sym- 
pathetically by R. A. Anderson in “ With 
Horace Plunkett in Ireland,” and Sir Evelvn 
Wrench continued his thrilling autobiography 
in “‘Struggle.’’ Two Irish authors go out- 
side [reland—Gerald Griffin for his study of 
“Gabrielle D’Annunzio’’ and Pat O’Mara 
for “ Irish Slummy in America.” 


ABOUT IRELAND 


Selling the country in these days of inten- 
sive tourist traffic propaganda is something to 
be encouraged. Irish authors have been doing 
excellent work in that department, so that 
Lynn Doyle’s “ The Spirit of Ireland,” Con 
O'Leary 's ‘‘A Wayfarer in Ireland,” Stephen 
Gwynn's “ Ten Days in Ireland,” Hugh de 
Blacam’s “ Gentle Ireland,” and Pamela 
Hinkson’s “ The Light on Ireland’’ should 
all contribute to an increase in the number 
of visitors to Ireland. In economics there was 
a new edition of Berkeley’s ‘‘The Querist,’’ 
by J. M. Hone; “ The New Querist’”’ and 
“National Economic Recovery,” by an 
anonymous writer, and “ Economics for Our- 
selves,’’ by “ Goban Saor.” W. S. Armour 
followed his biography of his father by a 
study of Irish politics, and Dr. W. J. Law 
rence collected a series of his original essays 
in “ Old Theatre Davs and Ways.” In ‘‘ The 
Seals *’ Monk Gibbon contributed something 
quite original, and Shaw Desmond studied 
Africa. in “ African Log.” Cecil Day Lewis 
is the only critic, with his ‘‘ Revolution in 
Writing,’’ and A. P. Graves touches folk-lore 
in “ [rish Fairy Book. 

History was fairly strongly represented in 
the year’s publications, and in that depart- 
ment probably Frank Pakenham’s ‘‘ Peace 
By Ordeal ” takes pride of place. Ancient 
Irish history was represented by Eoin Mac- 
Neill s “ Early Irish Laws and Institutions,”’ 
R. A. S. Macallister’s “ Ancient Ireland,” 
and C. P. Martin’s ‘‘ Prehistoric Man in 
Ireland.” Educational history was _ con- 
sidered in “ The Hedge Schools of Ireland,’’ 
by P. J. Dowling; ‘Trish Colleges on the 
Continent,’’ by Rev. J. O'Boyle, and ‘‘ The 
Schools of Kildare and Leighlin.” Com- 
mander Stephen King-Hall concluded his 
“Our Own Times ” in brilliant fashion, and 
Michael MacDonagh gave a splendid picture 
in his “London During the Great War.” 
But the most important historical study pub- 
lished during the year was undoubtedly 
“Church and State in Tudor Ireland,” by 


that painstaking. young scholar, R. D. 
Edwards.

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Dr. M. C. Sheppard, a former graduate of the 
College, was called to the Bar in Gray's Inn 
in Hilary Term, 1935. She is also the 
Assistant Medical Officer to the Walthamstow 
Borough Council. 

Miss H. Chevenix, another graduate, was 
the representative of the Irishwomen’s 
Union at Geneva. Miss M. Clayton was one 
of the first women to obtain a post in 
museums in Great Britain. Indeed, the 
record of Trinity women’s achievements in 
1935 are too numerous to enumerate. 

At University College, Dublin, Miss Mairin 
de Valera took an honours B.Sc. degree in- 
Botany and Zoology. Miss Mollie O'Leary, 


of the National Museum, was awarded the 


degree of Ph.D. for research in 1935. Pro- 
fessor Mary Hayden received the honorary 
degree of D.Litt. from the Senate of the 
National University, and Miss Mary K. Ryan, 
of University College, Cork, was awarded the 
Legion of Honour by M. Guerlet on behalf of 
his Government for her work in connection 
with French literature in 1935. Miss Eliza- 
beth Curran, daughter of Mr. Con Curran, 
has gone as an exchange student to the 
University of Munich. 

Irishwomen continue to hold their place in 


the professions. Many women hold important 


medical appointments in the Irish Free State. 
A woman is Professor of Law in Trinity 
College—Miss Frances Moran—and another 
woman is Dublin’s Chief Librarian—Miss 
Roisin Walsh: 

Irishwomen are developing native arts and 
crafts with great success. Among the pioneers 
in this work is Mrs. O’Kiersey, who has held 
three successful exhibitions in Irish handi- 
crafts in London during 1935. The Cuala 
Industries have made their work famous 
throughout Europe and America. A feature 
of their work in 1935 were the Cuala “' Broad- 
sides.’” The Cuala press have made an artistic 
achievement on the old-fashioned ballad. 

Mrs. George Atkinson continues to develop 
her art in interior decoration. Her successful 
exhibition held during 1935 shows what 
beautiful work can be done for Irish homes. 


ON THE STAGE. 


In 1935 Irish actresses had some good per- 
formances to their credit. Miss Meriel Moore 
returned to the Gate Theatre in 1935, and 
Betty Chancellor came back from Cambridge, 
where she had played many leading roles. 
Perhaps among the best things Miss Moore 
did was her part with Mr. Hilton Edwards in 
Kilmer Rice’s amusing play, “ Not for Chil- 
dren,’’ at the Dublin Gate Theatre. Miss 
Moore also gavé a fine performance in 
“Crime and Punishment’”’ as the mother. 
As “Sonia ” in the same play, Miss Betty 
Chancellor did good work, but in delightful 
and vivid contrast to the dignity of this per- 
formance was her portrayal of the hard-boiled 
young woman in “ Not for Children.” 

At the Abbey Theatre Miss Ria Mooney was 
appointed Director of the School of Acting. 
The Hurst-Flanagan production of ‘‘ Riders 
to the Sea,” made in 1935, features Miss Ria 
Mooney, who plays a leading part, with Miss 
Sara- Allgood. During 1935 Miss Mooney 
started on her work of dramatising Mr. Frank 
O’Connor’s novel, “ The Saint and Mary 
Kate.”’ : 

In the musical world Miss Laelia Finneberg 
is another Dublin artist who achieved great 
success in 1935. Miss Finneberg was a Feis 
Ceoil discovery, where she broke all musical 
records. She studied in Vienna, sings in six 
languages, and has toured all over the world, 
where she has sung in grand opera. Her per- 
formance in the Queen’s Hall recently in the 
“ Messiah,’’ with Sir Thomas Beecham, has 
confirmed: musical critics in their opinion of 
this young artist’s talent. 

Among the women playwrights, perhaps, 
Mrs. Maura Molloy takes first place with her 
play “ A Summer’s Day,” produced for the 
first time in the Abbey Theatre in December. 
Mrs. Molloy also had a number of her plays 
for children broadcast from 2RN. One 
woman who has worked consistently for the 
theatre in Ireland is Mrs. May Carey. Apart 
from being a capable producer, she is a 
finished actress and has developed a high 
standard in her Dublin School of Acting. We 
have also many brilliant women artists in 
Ireland, among whom may be mentioned Miss 
Letitia Hamilton, Miss Neol Guinness and 
Miss Brigid O’Brien.

The 40 per cent. ad valorem ‘tariff im- 
posed on horses bred in the Free State 
entering Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land has not prevented. huyers purchasing 
our best-class stock. The tariff has reduced 
the number of sales of, and prices paid for, 
but it has not injured our breeding 
It has oceasioned the 
removal to English stud farms of a group 
of the best-bred sires; but, as against their 
departure, many desirable young sires have 
been brought into the country. Blandford was 
taken from Ireland to an English stud farm, 
but (had he lived) he would have been sent 
back here, for the Irish climate swated him 
better than the English.

Irish-bred yearlings continue to make big 
prices at English sales.

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IRISH RACING IN 
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HE racing season in Ireland was one of the 

most successful for several years back, 
and there were many notable happenings con- 
nected with it. One was the exceptional 
achievement of Sir Victor Sassoon’s Museum, 
who won all the three classic races he was 
eligible to compete in—the Irish Two 
Thousand Guineas, Irish Derby and Irish St. 
Leger. Another was the feat accomplished 
by the Crotanstown Lodge trainer, Mr. J. 1. 
Rogers, of training the winners of all the 
classic races, as well as the winner of the 
Madrid Plate: a clean sweep of the three 
years old races. In addition to Museum’s 
triumphs, Mr. Rogers was responsible for the 
preparing of the late Mr. R. J. Duggan’'s filly, 
Smokeless, to win the One Thousand Guineas 
and the Irish Oaks. 

Mr. Harry™ Ussher, the Brackenstown 
trainer, to whose care Smokeless, since her 
purchasy by Mr. Joe McGrath, has been en- 
trusted, brought off an autumn double by 
winning the Irish Cesarewitch with Mrs. 
Croft’s Golden Rock and the Cambridgeshire 
with Mr. Joe MeGrath’s Cabintcely. 


FIRST SEASON HORSES. 

It would not be an easy matter to estimate 
the merits of the two years old. There was 
one outstanding achievement, however, and 
this was the success of Mr. J. H. H. Peard's 
Dancing Comet in the Phoenix Plate. This 
two years old won this valuable race in a 
common canter, and in record time for this 
course, and was then turned out on grass. He 
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handicaps. H.H. Aga Khan, whose Irish 
stud farm is at Sheshoon, near Newbridge, 
has had a wonderful return from horses 
which he bred at that nursery. His Highness 
is not the actual owner of the farm, but 
owner of the brood mares there. The owner 
of the stud is his son, Prince Aly Khan. 
His Highness has been leading breeder in 
Great Britain and Ireland three times since

The Aga Khan 1s also interested in stallion- 
owning in the Free State, for his sire, Ut 
Majeur—who holds out much promise— 
stands at Senator Parkinson’s stud, First 
Flier, Co, Kildare. Mr. D. Sullivan—of 
Windsor Lad fame—is third in the Breeders’ 
List in England this season, and the National 
Stud—where Blandford was bred—is fifth. 
Not only was H.H. Aga Khan the most 
successful breeder during the past season, 
but, as well, he was the leading owner in 
England, with a total of £49,201 prize money, 
more than double that credited to the owner 
holding second place. | | 
The champion winning horse in England 
(Bahram) is owned by His Highness. 
Bahram—begotten by Blandford—is un- 
beaten; he has won £43,0864 in two years. 
Bahram has won the Two Thousand Guineas, 
Derby and St. Leger. The great son of 
Blandford was bred at Sheshoon Stud. 


RUSSIAN BUYERS. 

Another important event during the year 
was the visit to the Free State of the Russian 
Horse Purchasing Mission, under the leader- 
ship of G. Alechin, of the Department of 
Agriculture of U.S.8.R. The Mission was 
invited by Senator Parkinson and Mr. 
Dulanty, the High Commissioner in London. 
Senator Parkinson selected 22 stallions, 
which were bought and shipped to Russia 
by the Mission. 

Satisfactory results were obtained at the 
Ballsbridge Yearling Sales in conjunction 
with the Horse Show in August, The sales 
are conducted by Messrs. Goff and Co, The 
market was overshadowed by the 40 per cent. 
duty payable on bloodstock entering Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. The aggregate 
realised was 62,2264 gns., an increase of 
approximately 19,500 gns, over the aggregate

The successful season enjoyed by the 
Crotanstown Lodge stable, and the individual 
achievements of Museum, put Sir Victor 
Sassoon and Mr. J. T. Rogers in the top posi- 
tions as leading owner and trainer. 

W. T. O'Grady was the most successful pro- 
fessional rider, and. with a total of 54 win 
ning rides, he headed the list for the second 
year in succession. Mr. T. V. Ryan, with 18 
winning rides, was the leading amateur. 

Owing to the doubtful parentage of Museum 
the position of leading sire was left an open 
question. Sir Victor Sassoon’s colt was sired 
by either Phalaris or Legatee, and these 
stallions consequently are placed in joint 
leadership with a total of £5,082 in stake 
money. 

The continued improvement in racing 
generally was reflected by the Totalisator re- 
ceipts, which went up from £105,681 9s: 6d. in 
1934 to £120,786 17s. 6d. for the period of 
1935, ending on 20th November. 

The setting up of a commission to investi- 
gate the best means for advancing the horse- 
breeding industry was a move for which racing 
people owe a debt of gratitude ‘to the Govern- 
ment. ‘The views of all people interested both 
in breeding and racing were heard, and the 
outcome is sure to be beneficial to both 
branches of the industry.

ABBEY AND GATE PRODUCTIONS 


DRAMA REGAINING PUBLIC INTEREST 


S the Irish dramatic movement played 
out '? The questi.n is not altogether 
serious, for as long as Dublin’s interest in 
drama can reach the fever-pitch of the pre- 
sent year, it is anything but dead. Yet the 
very fact that there has been so much excite- 
ment, especially over the Abbey Theatre, 
shows that there is something wrong with 
Irish drama. The plays, for some reason or 
another, are not being written, and the most 
significant event of the Irish theatrical year 
was that the Abbey bowed to the fact and 
changed its policy. 

At the time of writing, the Abbey and the 
Gate between them produced seven new plays 
in the year. Only Mr. Fred Higgins’s 
“A Deuce o’ Jacks”’ and Lord Longford’s 
** Ascendancy’’ are worthy of much notice— 
and there is a temptation to exclude the 
latter, which gives a rather grotesquely 
untrue picture of Irish life. But 
* Ascendancy’’ must be admired for its 
technical skill, and ‘‘A Deuce o’ Jacks,”’ 
incoherent as it seemed to be, showed by its 
imagination and the strength of its dialogue 
that Mr. Higgins may become a force in Irish 
drama. But, among the other new plays, 
there was little sign of original thought, 
except in Mr. Tom Carnduff’s “ Castlereagh,’’ 
and he still has some way to go before he 
becomes a good dramatist. Compared with 
the early days of the Irish theatre, the 
output of 19355 was almost negligible. 


“ THE SILVER TASSIE.”’ 


The Abbey raised a great deal of contro- 
versy when it decided to alter its policy and 
to include continental plays in its pro- 
grammes, but it took the only possible, step. 
Faced with the lack of good new Irish plays, it 
had been -forced to depend on “ revivals.’’ 
That sort of thing could not be carried 
beyond a certain point, and the gradual 
decline in public support showed that already 
the point had been passed. It decided, 
accordingly, on a “new deal.” It reformed 
its Board of Directors, bringing in Senator 
Ernest Blythe, Mr. Fred Higgins and Mr. 
Brinsley Macnamara—who later resigned over 
“The Silver Tassie’’ affair, and gave place to 
Mr, Frank O'Connor. It also brought over Mr. 
Hugh Hunt, a young English producer with 
a considerable reputation. The effect has 
been seen in the improved standard of pro- 
duction, and Mr. Hunt already has scored 
a success with ‘‘ Noah ’’—a most unusual and 
interesting play, which, so far, is easily the 
best of the year. There has been some argu- 
ment that the Abbey will tend to lose its 
individuality by the pursuit of the new 
policy, but there should be no danger of that. 

The new policy had only been working for 
& few weeks when a major upheaval took 
place. Mr. Sean O'Casey’s play, ‘‘ The Silver 
Tassie’ was refused by the Abbey some years 
ago, and since that time there has been an 
estrangement between the author and the 
theatre. During the summer it was decided 
to heal the breach by producing ‘‘ The Silver 
Tassie,’ and the production led to a storm 
of indignation in all parts of the country. 
The play was denounced on the grounds of 
blasphemy—and, indeed, for nearly every 
other reason except that it was rather a poor 
play—Mr, Brinsley Macnamara resigned his 
new directorship, and the Abbey got an 
advertisement which filled the house for 
weeks afterwards. However, peace reigns 
Once more. 

The Abbey Players, incidentally, returned 
from their American tour at the beginning 
of the summer, and among Dublin. theatre- 
Boers it is hoped that another tour will not 
take place for some time. There is no denying 
that these tours greatly increased the Abbey’s 
prestige in America, but their effect in Dublin 
was not good, and the theatre’s loss of 
popularity here was partly due to the fact 
that it was so often empty. When the 
‘Abbey has built up its “ No. 2”’ company, it 
will be time enough to think about other 
tours, especially in Ireland itself. The Little 
Theatre at Birr—now entering on its second 
year—shows that there is plenty of interest 
in drama in the provinoes, which only reeds 
& little encouragement in order to produce 
Fesults. 


LONDON AND THE GATE 


As regards the Gate Theatre, one of the 
events in its year was a visit to London, 
where the company appeared in Denis John- 
aton’s ‘‘The Old Lady Says “No,” Lord 


Longford’s “ Yahoo,’’ and ‘‘Hamlet.’”’ The 
reaction of the London audiences was very 
interesting. It was to be expected, of course, 
that they would not understand “ The Old 
Lady '’—that strange, e.centially Irish play, 
which is crammed with allusions that only 
an Irishman can be expected to recognise. 
They treated it with great ‘respect, however, 
and seem to. have liked .it. ‘‘Yahoo”’ got 
critiques which were uniformly good, but the 
surprise of the visit was the reception of 
“ Hamlet.”’ Naturally, accustomed as 
Londoners are to a very high general level 
of acting, they were disposed to feel that 
the minor parts could have been better 
played, but some of the criticisms on Micheal 
Macl-iammoir’s Hamlet are rather hard to 
understand. Some of the papers praised him 
highly, but others, as most Dubliners will 
feel, did little justice to his fine interpreta- 
tion of the part. 


* Nearly all the Gate plays are interesting 
by reason of their production, and there have 
been many excellent examples during the 
year. One of the most elaborate and 
imaginative was the staging of “ The Marriage 
of St. Francis,” which opened the winter 
season, and it was followed by a very 
ingenious version of ‘‘The Taming of the 
Shrew.” It is mainly as a result gf the 
Gate’s work that Dublin audiences now have 
become far more critical than they used to 
be about such matters as production, 
scenery and costumes, and are no longer 
content with good individual performances. 
This tendency is al] to the good, though it 
is possible for it to be overdone. 


As well as the plays already mentioned, 
the Gate has produced ‘‘ Squaring the 
Circle’’ (a Russian comedy), a revival of 
‘‘ Wuthering Heights,” Mr. Cecil Monson’s 
new play, ‘‘Three Leopards” ; 
by G. K. Chesterton; “ Othello,’’ and 
‘Crime and Punishment.’’ It will be seen 
that its tastes are as catholic as ever—nearly 
all these plays differed widely in style, treat- 
ment and general outlook. 


PLAYS IN IRISH 


Outside the Abbey and the Gate com- 
panies, the most interesting performances 
have been those of the Gaelic Players, who 
are attempting to lay the foundations for a 
dramatic movement in the Irish language. 
Although they have only begun to explore 
the possibilities of Gaelic drama, their pro- 
ductions have been full of promise, and 
further developments may be expected next 
year. Mrs. May Carey’s company, the 
Summer School of Acting, Miss Dorothy 
Days company and the Twentieth Century 
Players were among the others which have 
appeared, but on the whole the non-proies- 
sional drama does not seem to be as strong 
in Dublin as it was a few seasons ago. 


The Ulster Players made two visits to 
Dublin. On their first, they presented a 
very promising first play called ‘‘ The Ball 
Turns Once,” by Jack Loudan, another new 
play by James M. Douglas, called “ The 
Wrang MacMunn,”’ and ‘“ Thompson on 
Terra Firma’’—a sequel to “ Thompson in 
Tir na n’Og,”’ by Gerald Macnamara, On 
their second visit in the autumn they gave 
another of Mr. Macnamara’s comedies, ‘‘The 
Throwbacks.’’ The Belfast Repertory Players 
gave us Mr. Tom Carnduff’s ‘‘ Castlereagh.’’ 


A NEW THEATRE 


One of the outstanding features of the 
year was the demolition of the old Theatre 
Royal, and its reconstruction. The new 
building was opened in the autumn—a big 
theatre in the most modern style, holding 
well over three thousand people. The. Carl 
Rosa “pera Company was one of its first 
visitors. 1935 also saw the opening of the 
new Torch Theatre in Capel street. Good, 
straightforward melodrama had almost dis- 
appeared in Dublin, but the Torch has 
shown that the taste for it still exists, and 
it has been reviving the plays of Boucicault 
with great success, as well as many other 
old favourites. The Gaiety has pursued its 
policy of light opera; musical comedy and 
variety, and among its productions may be 
mentioned the visit of the Russian Ballet 
and the performance of ‘‘ Shaun the Post ”’ 
—the latter being the work of a Dublin 
musician, Mr. H. R. White. The Olympia 
and the Queen’s remain true to the music- 
hall tradition.

ó ca past year may not have brought to 
music-lovers all that they desired, and 
there may be disappointment that still no 
step has been taken towards the erection of a 
permanent building which would act as a home 
for music in Dublin, where recitals, concerts 
and musical competitions could be held. 


The International Celebrity Concerts in the 
spring were given in the Capitol Theatre, and 
such celebrities as Horowitz, Paul Robeson 
and Heifetz were heard. Large’ audiences 
also attended the Musical Recitals at the 
Royal Dublin Society, Balisbridge, where, in 
January and February, fourteen recitals were 
given, including two by the Dublin Philhar- 
monic Society.. It was largely through the 
Royal Dublin Society that the Dublin Phil- 
harmonic Society was given a home and en- 
abled to continue through its eighth season. 


The spring season closed with the holding 
of the Feis Ceoil, the entries for which 


totalled over a thousand. The standard of 


performance in virtually every branch of the 
activities of this organisation was as high as 
any in its record of forty years. 


OPERA IN DUBLIN. 


The six performances_of the Carl Rosa 
Opera Company in the Theatre Royal were 
attended by an aggregate of twenty thousand 
people. During the year the Dublin Operatic 
Society, under the direction of Maestro Viani, 
presented Gounod’s '“' Faust’’ and Verdi's 
‘* Il Trovatore ' at the Gaiety Theatre, with 
the Covent Garden tenor, Heddle Nash, in 
“ Faust.’’ These performances revealed many 
talented amateur vocalists. Another week of 
opera was staged when Mr. Harold R. White’s 
opera, “‘ Shaun the Post,’’ was revived at the 


Gaiety Theatre, giving further opportunity to 
local singers. 


A Gilbert and Sullivan season was provided 
by the Rathmines and Rathgar Musical 
Society, which presented ‘‘ The Gondoliers ”’ 
and “ Iolanthe,’’ and showed that there is 
plenty of life in this Society, which has now 
reached its twenty-third year. 


The Dublin Philharmonic Society’s opening 
orchestral concert of its ninth season was 
notable for the re-appearance on the. con 
ductor’s stand of Colonel Fritz Brase, after a 
long illness, and also for the excellent per- 
formance of Rhona Marshall as solo pianist 
—a reminder of the high standard of piano- 
forte playing in Dublin. The Royal Irish 
Academy of Music, the Read School, the 
Leinster School of Music, and others are up- 
holding Dublin’s reputation in this branch of 
music. The Philharmonic Society further ex- 
hibited their talents when they presented 
“The Messiah’’ at the Theatre Royal in 
December, with distinguished soloists. 


MUSIC LEAGUE. 


There were during the year other Societies 
equally active and successful. The [Irish 
National Music League continued its task of 
providing the best music at nominal prices, 
and there was a good audience for their 
concerts in the Metropolitan Hall. The 
Culwick Choral Society was also to the fore, 
and, under the musical direction of Mr. 
Turner Huggard, the tradition of the Society 
is being kept alive. They had a notable 
success at the concert in November, when an 
outstanding piece of work was their presenta- 
tion of Elgar’s “ The Music Makers.”’ 


Another Society which promises to win a 
high place is the Musical Art Society. This 
is a combination, evolved from the Harding 
Orchestra, which has been reorganised and 
extended to find employment for at least 
thirty professional musicians, who, in chang- 
ing conditions, lost their places in orchestras. 
These are supplemented by talented amateurs. 
The Society is under the musical direction of 
Signor FÉ. Grossi, and has given two success- 
ful orchestral concerts this season. 


“The Good Companions ’’ have gone ahead 
with success, and this season have launched 
out on a series of Subscription Concerts at the 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin. The first two 
concerts were well attended, and there is 
every prospect that the remaining two will be 
over-subscribed, especially the last of the 
series, when Dame Agnes Harty is to appear 
in a number of operatic scenes, in costume.

MORE BOOK BORROWERS 


mm ib 
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ass literary men have often complained 
that the Irish public is not a book- 
buying public. That it is becoming more and 
more a book-borrowing public is a fact, proved 
by the success of the library movement during 
the past year. Litterateur; may take heart 
from this sign, for book readers soon become 
book buyers—at any rate, a large proportion 
of them. Perso..3 associated with the Library 
Association of Ireland nave found that there 
is an increased interest in books, particularly 
in the country libraries. 

Library progress in the City of Dublin has, 
in the past year, been remarkable. The 
Dublin Corporation has plans for the 
erection of six more city district libraries, 
in addition to the seven existing at the 
present time. Book-buying for these new 
libraries has been some time in progress. 


«The new library at Phibsboro’ has been com- 


pleted, and the other libraries will be estab- 
lished at Drumcondra, MInchicore§ and 
Ringsend, while a district library will be 
attached to the Technical Institute at Marino, 
as well as a small one at Terenure. Each of 
the larger libraries will about 1.,000 
books. | 

Some idea of the public library pansion 
in Dubh . may be gathered from the fact 
that the existing libraries have stocks total- 
ling over 200,000 volumes, and a list of 
20,000 borrowers, who have, in each district 
library, the choice of from 20,000 to 35.000 
books. Miss Roisin Walsh, the city’s chief 
librarian, during 1935 purchased nearly 
20,000 new books, to be distributed between 
all the libraries. 

In connection with Trinity ~ollege Library, 
the feature of 1935 was the progress made in 
the erection of the new Reading Room. Its 
completion, however, is still ten or twelve 
months off. The new building is immediately 
behind the Hall of Honour, which will, in 
fact, form the entrance to it. It will be much 
larger than the present Reading Room, which 
is eventually to be refitted for the storage of 
books yet to be added to this great library’s 
stock of 410,000 volumes. 

Several interesting hapr-nings marked the 
year's life of the National Librar~. Perhaps 
habitual readers in this library would think 
it appropriate to mention first that Dr. Best, 
the librarian, was honoured with a change of 
his title, and became Director of the National 
Library. : 

COPYING MSS. 


An interesting addition to the equipment 
was a photostat machine for the purpose of 
making copies of MSS., as well as of printed 
pages of ancient and precious velumes, and 
also of drawings. An exhibition of literature 
relating to Irish revolutionary movements 
was greatly appreciated. Very interesting 
specimens of papers and documents of ancient 
and modern revolutionary wars, including 
1916, were exhibited. A most remarkable 
exhibit Dr. Best was fortunate to acavire was 
the MSS. “A Light to the Blind, whereby 
all may see the dethronement of James II., 
King of England, with a brief narrative of 
the war in Ireland,’’ which is ascribed to 


Nicholas Plunket.

FARMERS’

ye schemes are now an “estab- 
lished feature of the country’s agri- 
cultural economy. Pigs, bacon, butter, 
cattle, wheat, barley and oats are all now 
to some extent subject to Government con- 
trol. The policy of granting subsidies for 
certain products exported, and also the 
plan of fixing standard prices for wheat, 
barley and oats on the home market, ‘assures 
a reasonable income from these crops to 
farmers following the methods of farming 
recommended by thie Free State Government. 
Those who continued to rely on cattle-breed- 
ing and feeding chiefly for export did not 
fare so well, although live-stock prices 
slightly improved as compared with 1934. 
This does not mean that farmers have been 
restored to the relatively sound position 
which existed before the Great War. Taking 
100 as the standard for the agricultural 
index figure in 1811-'13, prices received by 
farmers during 1935 showed a steady decline. 
For example, the figures for June, July and 
August were returned at 82.2, 80.3 and 79.9 
respectively, and this at a time when 
virtually everything the farmer buys costs 
something like war-time prices. 
cultural labourer has suffered with the 
farmer. Yet there are signs of returning 
prosperity, especially in the four ~beet- 
growing areas—Carlow, Thurles, Mallow and 
Tuam. 


CEREAL CROPS INCREASE. 


A conservative estimate places the area 
under wheat in 1935 at 163,000 acres, or 73.7 
per cent. more than in 1934, and the yield is 
believed to be well up to the average. There 
was also an increase in the area under oats, 
which stood at 619,000 acres, or 6.1 per cent. 
more than the previous year, and the quality 
generally was satisfactory. Barley showed a 
decline of 5.1 per cent.; with a total of 
136,000 acres, but the crop was the best for 
years. 

In addition to the standard price of 23s. 6d. 
per barrel for wheat sold before the New 
Year, and 26s. per barrel for wheat sold in 
spring, prices were fixed at 5s. 4d. per cwt 
for white oats bushelling 40lb. and upwards, 
and not Jess than Ys. per cwt. for barley 
bushelling 52lb. and upwards. Buyers of 
oats were guaranteed against loss by promise 
of the Minister for Agriculture to repurchase 
in June, 1936, any unsold grain at prices 
that would include a reasonable allowance 
for storage. 

There were 338,000 acres under potatoes, a 

decrease of 1.3 per cent. as compared with 
the previous year. The yield was satis- 
factorv, but the quality was not up to expec- 
tations. There was an extension of seed- 
potato growing, the area now devoted to this 
industry being over 4,600 acres. The number 
of countries using Free State seed-potatoes 
has steadily increased, and there is every 
indication that the export market will con- 
tinue to improve. 
' Turnips account for 151,000 acres, or 5.3 
per cent. less than in 1934, while mangels 
were grown on 84,000 acres, 1.6 per cent. 
more than in the previous year. There were 
also 52,000 acres under sugar beet, as com- 
pared with 45,581 in 1934. 


LIVE STOCK STATISTICS. 


Thus there were approximately 924,000 
acres under corn crops, or 12.4 per cent. more 
than in 1934, and 661,000 acres under root 
and green crops, or 0.6 per cent. less than in 
the previous year. There was a total of 2,111 
acres under hay, a reduction of 1.7 per cent. 

On ist June the number of milch cows in 
the country was 1,330,000, or 1.7 per cent. 
more than in the previous year. There were 
also increases in the number of cattle from 
one to two years old, and two years or over, 
but a falling off of 11.5 per cent. in the 
number of calves. 

Sows, with a total of 117,000 head, were 
13.3 per cent. more numerous than in 1934, 
while other pigs totalled 990,000, a 14.5 per 
cent. increase. 

Sheep totalled 2,999,000, and showed an 
increase of 2.3 per cent. on the year; but 
there were 49,493,000 head of poultry, or 2.5 
per cent. fewer than in 1934. 

The opening of a meat-meal factory at 
Roscrea provided a market for healthy, old, 
and worn-out cows, and helped to bring young 
stock into use. The Bacon Marketing Board 

proved satisfactory, but this cannot be said 
of the Pigs Marketing Board, which became 
unpopular with producers. Prices for cattle 


The agri- 


continued to be affected by the tariffs and 
quota regulations in Britain. The failure of 
the attempt to enforce a minimum price per 
cwt. live-weight for cattle resulted in the 
removal of an unworkable regulation. The 
extra quota of 150,000 cattle, provided for 
in the coal-cattle pact, were exported, 
although prices were not much higher than 
in 1934, 

Except in the case of specially well-bred 
animals, pedigree cattle brought little more 
than commercial values. These were dis- 
appointing to breeders, but they gave keen 
farmers an opportunity of securing pure- 
bred bulls and heifers from ‘some of the best 
herds at attractive prices. 


Creameries did a larger export trade in 
butter than during the previous year, the 
market on the other side being held with the 
assistance of a bounty. In addition, they 
had a monopoly of the home market, where 
butter has been retailed at 1s. 5d. per tb. 
With the extension of the Government levy 
to butter produced in farm dairies, home 
butter-making has been severely hit. While 
there is no doubt that co-operative creameries 
have helped to keep many small farmers 
going by providing ready money for the 
family and separated milk for stock feeding, 
the practice of sending all milk to creameries 
has, to a large extent, discouraged home 
butter-making. On top of this is the official 
restriction on trading in home-made butter, 
which some people prefer to purchase. 
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RAILWAYS AND 
ROAD SERVICES 


OTH the leading railway companies 
operating in Ireland report a year of 
progress. 

The Great Northern Company has exercised 
the powers conferred on railways in the Free 
State for acquiring the road lorry services in 
their territories, while in Northern Ireland, 
under the Road and Railway Transport Act, 
1935, the entire road services hitherto 
operated by the company have been taken 
over by the newly-formed Road Transport 
Board. 

During the year there was an improvement 
in the company’s traffic receipts. The total 
receipts, however, were below those for the 
years preceding the railway strike of 1933. 
While there has been an increase in traffic 
receipts, expenditure for the year 1935 also 
has shown a substantial increase. 

Ten new main-line coaches were constructed 
in the company’s works at Dundalk, and they 
were the first steel coaches to be used in Ire- 
land. The company has also developed the 
use Of Diesel oil engines in rail passenger 
units on branch lines, an example being the 
twin rail cars operating between Dublin and 
Howth. 

In the acquisition of road merchandise 
licences of lorry operators, the Company has 
taken over 87 licences, 33 of them jointly 
with the Great Southern Railways. The 
company now operate 124 omnibuses and 137 
lorries in the Free State. The omnibuses 
cover a route mileage of 1,015. 


G.S.R. SYSTEM. 

The Great Southern Railways now operates 
virtually all the road passenger services in its 
own territory, outside the Dublin area, while 
in the City of Cork the company has operated 
for some years . city service with double-deck 
omnibuses. The acquisition of road merchan- 
dise competitors, which commenced in 1934, 
has been speeded up, and, by the end of 1935 
the Great Southern Railways had transferred 
to it approximately 230 road merchandise 
carrying businesses. 

The Great Southern Railways Company 
during 1935 constructed five new steam loco- 
motives, a number of waggons, and two new 
steel-covered corridor trains, for service c:. the 
Dun Laoghaire Pier-Cork route. 

For road service, the Company built and 
equipped. thirty-eight large omnibuses and 
twelve tourist coaches, and provided 162 new 
six-wheeled Fordson lorries for the beet traffic. 

The following branch lines were completely 
closed :—Cork-Coachford - Donoughmore, and 
Galway-Clifden, while passenyer services were 
terminated on the following sections—Tralee- 
Fenit, Westport-Achill, Patrickswell-Charle- 
ville and Cork-Macroom. Substitute road 
services have been provided. 


FUEL SUPPLIES FOR 
IRELAND 
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COAL AND OIL 
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HRIEE important developments in regard 

to the Free State supply «f fuels took 
place in 1955—the coal-cattle pact, whereby 
1,200,000 tons per year of British coal 
replace imports from Germany and Roland; 
the establishment of a refinery at Haulbow- 
line, Cork, to produce 3,000,000 gallons of 
petrol per annum from the crude spirit, and 
the marketing of Irishell, a mixture of ben- 
zole, produced by the Dublin Gas Company, 
and petrol supplied by Irish Shell, Ltd. 

With regard to Irishell, it is stated that 
petrol evaporates at a lower temperature than 
benzole, and ensures the volatile nature of the 
mixture; that benzole improves that anti- 
knock value, thus we acquire that necessary 
gaseous mixtu:. for an easy start under any 
conditions of temperature, an even flow of 
mixture at all running = speeds, and 
immunity from engine-knock. 

Writing of the return of the Free State to 
the use of British coal, Mr. R. A. Burrows, 
Chairman of Lancashire Associated Collieries, 
says :— 

‘* For a long time Ireland has taken large 
quantities of Lancashire coal. The embargo 
on British coal compelled Lancashire to find 
a fresh market for much of the coal that 
went to Ireland, and it takes time to divert 
this coal back again, though every effort is 
being made to meet Irish demands. 

“The central selling organisation, Lanca- 
shire Associated Collieries, was formed for the 
purpose of effecting economies in distribu- 
tion ; to co-relate the production of coal with 
the needs of the market; to maintain and 
improve the qualities produced, and to pro- 
vide the technical service capable of dealing 
with the complex fuel problems of the day. 
Tt will thus ensure that ireland has all the 
coal she requires, of whatever grade, without 
delay or difficulty. 

“This central selling scheme is the first 
of its kind in the country, and Ireland will 
benefit from ‘t through the certainty of 
obtaining suitable coal supplies and through 
the helpful effect it will have on Lancashire 
industrial prosperity.’’ 


CASTLECOMER COAL. 


The Irish pre 'uct of Castlecomer Collieries, 
Ltd., is finding increasing markets. This 
good quality anthracite coal is claimed to 
possess such advantages as that of being 
smokeless, burning away ‘“ practically to 
nothing,” being clean to handle, and lasting 
longer that bituminous coal. It comes from 
the Skehana seam, an entirely different 
seam to the Jarrow, which was worked at 
Castlecomer until 1920. 

The output of the Castlecomer Collieries has 
increased considerably in the last few years. 
This vear the output, up to November, was 
73,578 tons, and for the corresponding period 
last year it was 70,181 tons. 

The total number of employés at the end 
of last year was 468, and at the present time 
there was 488 on the pay sheets. 

For the last two or three years the collieries 
(Castlecomer) have been manufacturing 
machine-made coal, which is mad: by breaking 
down screening and sizing the best hand- 
picked coal. 


THE WEATHER IN 
IRELAND 


Five inches more rain fell in Ireland in 
the eleven months ended November 30th last 
than in the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year. In 1935 the rainfall for the 
months January-November was 25.31 inches, 
and in 1934, 20.0 inches, according to the 
returns of the Meteorological Office in Phoenix 
Park, Dublin. Rain fell on 176 days during 
that period, the wettest months being Sept- 
ember and October, when rain fell on 23 and 
25 days respectively. 

May had the most sun—224.8 hours—but 
July had the greatest amount of sun in one 
day—14.3 hours on the 8th of the month. 
The total sunshine to November 30th was 
1,488.5 hours. The warmest day was July 
15th, when the maximum temperature re- 
corded was 78.6 deg. August had the highest 
average temperature, 51.5 deg., and January 
and February the lowest, 36.7 deg. The 
coldest night was February 26th, when the 
minimum temperature wis 22 deg. 


HOUSING IN THE F REE 
STATE 
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PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 
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ORE than 13,250 new houses were 
erected in the Free State during. 1935. 
Since 19352 over 33,000 houses have been built 
by local authorities, public utility societies 
and private persons. This building has been 
done under the provissions of the Housing 
(Financial and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Acts of 1932-’34. 

In 1935 about 14,460 new or reconstructed 
houses were completed. Of these private 
persons or utility societies were responsible 
for about 7,550, while local authorities in 
the whole of the Free State put up about 
6,860 new or reconstructed dwellings. Even 
in Dublin the ratio between private effort 
and the accomplishment of the Corporation 
is virtually the same. The Corporation has 
built well under the provisions of the Acts 
mentioned, but private enterprise exceeded 
their figure by two or three hundred houses. 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health is behind the local authori- 
ties, and the loca] authorities are behind the 
utility societies and private persons who 
have engaged in building, but what is wanted 
is a new drive in house building. The 
Minister has frequently seized opportunity 
to recite the figures of progress, but the pace 


is not fast enough. Private enterprise is very 


willing. In Dublin the demands of persons 
anxious to build under the Small Dwellings 
(Acquisitions) Act have been most urgent, 
and, though unsatisfied, the rate of personal 
and society building is faster than that of 
local authorities, Further Governmental 
stimulus is required to meet the urgency of 
the housing problem. 


LOAN TO DUBLIN. 

Towards the end of 1935 the Dublin Cor- 
poration negotiated a loan of £250,000 at 
4 per cent. with the Royal Liver Friendly 
Society, and was enabled to enter on the 
second portion of the Corporation’s Kimmage 
scheme of 500 dwellings, by which 45,600 
persons will be housed; but the completion 
of the work is nearly a year off. It is the 
aim of the Corporation to build a thousand 
dwellings each year for the next three years.

ik Free State Regular Army in 1935 was 
slightly below the strength for which the 
Estimates provided. The Volunteer Force, 
however, was more than 10,000 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men short of its proposed 
strength of 23,000. Nearly eighty cadets 
were commissioned at the Curragh for 
service as Volunteer Force officers. 

The present strength of the Defence Forces 
of the Free State is as follows :— 

Regular Army—570 officers, 5,183 non- 
commissioned officers and men. 

The Reserve—237 officers, 5.541 non- 
commissioned officers and men. 

The Volunteer Force—83 officers, 11,592 
non-commissioned officers and men. 

The strength provided for in the Army 
Estimates for the current year is as follows: — 

Regular Army—583 officers, 5,300 non- 
commissioned officers and men. 

The Reserve—250 officers, 5,800 non- 
commissioned officers and men. 

The Volunteer Force—100 officers, 23,009 
non-commissioned officers and men. 

During the long tramway and omn:bas 
strike in Dublin Army lorries were put on the 
Streets, and considerably alleviated the incon- 
venience caused in the city. Training in 
Sokol physical culture was continued under 
the direction of Lieutenant Tichy, of the 
Czecho-Slovakian Artillerv, and displays were 
given at the Curragh, Portobello Barracks, 
Dublin, and the Military Tattoo held in the 


‘R.D.S. Showgrounds at Ballsbridge in 


September. 

This Tattoo, held in aid of Army charities, 
proved very successful, despite unpleasant 
weather conditions. Changes of uniforms 
have been instituted, and some of the new 
styles of dress were seen at the Tattoo.

& good year at the R.D.S. Horse Show, the 
Olympia Horse Show, London (winning the 
King’s Gold Cup), and at leading shows on 
the Continent and in America.

N.A.C.A. DISPUTE 
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& may truly be written that 1935 stood out 

as the most momentous year in the 
history of athletics and cycling in this 
country. Not, however, from the view- 
point of achievement by our athletes in the 
field; indeed, the only noteworthy happen- 
ings were the lowering of a couple of Irish 
records by Guard Tobin, who hurled the 
weight over the bar and between legs with- 
out follow greater distances than any other 
man had sent them in this country before, 
and a few road cycling records, which, with 
irish main roads in the condition in which 
they have been for some years, ought to have 
been set up long before. 

At the close of 1934 there was a ray of 
hope that the trouble with the International 
‘Federation, brought on by our dispute with 
‘Northern Ireland, and througa that dispute 
with England, Scotland and Wales, would be 
over, and that the year 1936 would find a 
few of our representatives at Berlin for the 
athletic games. 

But the policy pursued by the National 
‘Athletic and Cycling Association was carried 
to its logical conclusion, and the N.A.C.A. 
were informed by the International Federation 
that unless they refrained from interfering 
with the authority of the Northern Ireland 
‘Association in its area in the North, and 
confined their activities to the territory of 
the Irish Free State, they would be 
suspended. Congress considered the posi- 
tion, and by a bare majority decided to defy 
the world (represented by the Federation), 
and then, by an appeal to the patriotism of 
the cyclists, they swept the latter into the 
net. 


NO IRISH REPRESENTATIVES. — 


Since that occurrence we have read 
a lot to the effect that there is ‘still 
a chance” of the Irish Free State being 
permitted to take her place in the 
Olympic Games. The representative of the 
Olympic Games in London was reported to 
have said something to that effect; but the 
fact of the matter is that, as long as the 
decision of the N.A.C.A. Congress stands, 
there is pot the remotest chance of our being 
allowed to send athletes or cyclists to Berlin.

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THE YEAR ON THE PLAYING FIELDS 


POLO 
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FFICIALS of the All-Ireland Polo Club 
can look back on the 1935 season with 
pride. In membership, playing strength 
and ability there was a decided advance, 
and there is no reason why this should not 
be continued in 1936. 

Once again Major T. W. Kirkwood, the 
club’s hon. secretary, was at the head of 
affairs, but he was, un!-:tunately, injured 
mid-way through the season, and had to be 
a spectator at the remaining games. He 
was badly missed in the matches against 
the Hurlingham side. 

Hurlingham was represented by one of 
the strongest combinations sent over from 
England for several years, yet the fact that 
they won all their matches and took three 
trophies away with them was largely due 
to their having superior mounts. This ad- 
vantage was particularly noticeable in the 
closing chukkars of the games. 

The President of the A.I.P.C., Mr. Wilfred 
Fitzgerald, despite his eighty odd years, 
again rendered excellent service both in 
spirit and example. Virtually all the old 
members were to the fore during the season, 
and Mr. J. W. Shackleton was again taking 
an active part, after recovering from his 
accident in the hunting field. One of the 
best features of the matches was the play 
of Mr. John Leonard, whose fine polo com- 
pared favourably with the best of the Hur- 
lingham team. 

The younger players made great progress 
during the season, especially Messrs. D. 
Moore, H. Tyrell, D. W. Phibbs and B. 
Best, Another member of the Moore family 
—Mr. A. Moore—was seen im action towards 
the close of the season, while two other 
newcomers were Mr. Leo Martin and Mr. 
R. Tyrell. 

During the year the All-Ireland Club lost 
a good friend and member by the death of 
Sir Lingard Goulding, a former hon. secre- 
tary. 
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BADMINTON 
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HE present badminton season opened in 

November with a big tournament in 
Belfast, in celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the formation of the Northern 
Branch. 

Last season the Irish international team 
defeated Wales at Llandudno (6-3), and 
Scotland at Elm Park, Dublin (5-4). The 
latter victory was gained without W. Hamil- 
ton, then reckoned one of the best singles 
players in the world, and N. Good. W. H. 
Kernohan was injured and retired during 
the contest. England was met at West- 
minster without W. Hamilton, N. Good and 
Mrs. MacNaughton, so it was not sur- 
prising that the home country won by seven 
rubbers to two. 

The Irish Open Championship Tourna- 
ment, held at Elm Park last February, 
attracted a fine entry from the other side of 
the Channel. _ J. L. Rankin, a North of 
Ireland player. and an international, won 
the men’s singles championship for the first 
time, and the men’s doubles with another 
Irishman, I. C. Maconachie. The latter 
player also won the mixed doubles with the 
English International, Mrs. Horsley. The 
women’s singles’ title went to Mrs. Teague 
(England), and the Anglo-Irish pair, Mrs. 
Horsley and Miss O. Wilson, won the 
women’s doubles. 

“The Irish Senior Cup was, for the fourth 
year in succession, won by the North, Dun- 
murry succeeding Foyleview. The Trish 
Junior Cup was won by Limerick P.Y.M.A., 
and it is an indication of the increasing 
strength of Munster badminton that for the 
second time in three seasons this trophy has 
gone to the South. 

The Midland Branch Provincial Towns’ 
Cup went to Mullingar for the second year 
in succession. Carlow were runners-up, 
while Dundalk and Athlone reached the semi- 
final round. : 
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HOCKEY 
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RELAND had a disappointing inter- 
national season in 1934-35, only one of 
the three big games being won—that against 
Wales. Scotland beat us in Belfast, and an 
English team won at Bristol. The results 
were unexpected, for the standard of club 
hockey warranted optimism, but the forwards 
never settled down in the first two matches, 
while D. J. Coulson was injured an! unable 
to turn out against England. 

Five men gained caps for the first time last 
season. Against Wales a new right wing 
pair, O. V. Mooney and EK. F. Duke, both 
Dublin players, were tried out, but failed to 
hold their places. Better fortune, however, 
befell J. K. Craig, the Trinity right full- 
back, who retained that position in all three 
games. The Scottish match introduced J. E. 
Markes, of Beckenham, as leader of the 
attack, but he was dropped for the English 
match, C. Sully, of Railway Union, comnig 
on instead. The centre-half position in this 
game was taken by N. Thompson, Reading 
University and Three Rock Rovers. 

In the Interprovincial Series Leinster 
proved the best side, beating Munster 5-1 and 
Ulster 6-2; but their second team did not 
fare so well against Connaught, only manag- 
ing a draw. The advance of Connaught proved 
a most pleasing feature of these games. 

Trinity had another good season in club 
hockey, going through without a defeat and 
winning all four matches on their English 
tour. They won the Irish and Mills Cup, but 
not the Leinster Senior League, which was 
carried off by Pembroke Wanderers, another 
fine side, who did not lose a match in the 
competition, drawing both matches with 
Trinity. The latter were held to a draw by 
Naas, thus ending a point below Wanderers. 
Cliftonville and North Down were the pick 
of the Ulster clubs, where the general 
standard is below that of Leinster. The Irish 
Junior Cup, however, went North, to Newry 
Olympic. After a lapse-of several years, 
Kingstown Grammar School won the Leinster 
Senior Schools’ Cup, and the Junior Schools’ 


went to Kilkenny College. 
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COURSING 
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HE development of Irish coursing must be 
attributed to the foundation of the Irish 
Coursing Club, who took over its management 
some fifteen years ago from the National 
Coursing Club of England. Its fuller ex- 
pansion was assisted by the popularity of 
greyhound racing and the big demand which 
sprang up before the “ Economic War ”’ for 
the fast Irish-bred greyhound, the type that 
came to us as the result of the park coursing, 
which demands pace and little or no stamina. 
Twelve years ago, when the Irish Stud 
Book was instituted, there were 229 stud 
greyhounds in Ireland ; Section I. of the 1954 
issue gives the number as 647 registered for 
public and 144 for private use. In 1923, 5,482 
names of dogs and 722 litters were registered ; 
totals which have increased to 7,983 and 
3,279, respectively.

RUGBY 
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HE 1934-35 Rugby season was memorable 

for the fact that Ireland won the inter- 
national championship outright for the first 
time since 1899. On a few occasions since the 
War we had tied for that honour, but last 
season Ireland occupied the top position 
alone. Seldom, however, has a team made a 
worse start; for Ireland was beaten by Eng- 
land by 14 points to 3 at Twickenham, a re- 
sult, however, which flattered the winners, 
since eleven of the points came from place- 


kicks by Boughton, the full-back. 


On a muddy pitch at Lansdowne road, Ire- 
land beat Scotland by 12 points to 5, a result 
largely due to splendid work by the forwards 
and some great running and tackling by A. 
Bailey, in the centre. Then came the final 
test against Wales at Belfast. The Welsh- 
men had beaten Scotland and drawn with 
England, so they were running for honours, 
too; but Ireland, with only fourteen men 
after the first five minutes, won by 9 points 
to ó. Good work by seven forwards, aided by 
deadly tackling by all the backs, brought 
about this result. 

In- the interprovincial series, Leinster 
finished on top, beating Munster and drawing 
with Ulster. The latter lost to Munster in 
Belfast. The standard of. club Rugby 
throughout the country was rather poor 
during the season, a tendency to kick to touch 
and indulge in safety first methods generally 
producing dull, uninteresting games. Bective 
Rangers, always good cup fighters, won the 
Leinster Senior Cup again; N.I.F.C. came out 
on top in the Ulster Cup, and University 
College, Cork, after a lapse of many years, 
won the Munster Cup. The Bateman Cup, a 
competition between the provincial winners, 
was revived, and was captured by the N.I.F.C. 
The Leinster Senior and Junior Schools’. 
Cups were both won by Blackrock College. 


THE UNIVERSITIES. 


The Universities maintained an extremely 
high standard, Trinity scoring a brilliant 
victory by 28 points to ó over Cambridge at 
Cambridge, while they beat a strong Oxford 
team in the College Park. They also defeated 
Edinburgh University. University College, 
Dublin, had a successful record, too, and in 
the course of a short English tour beat the 
strong Aldershot Services team. Perhaps, 
the strongest of all, when at full strength, 
was University College, Cork, who were the 
best team in the South and beat U.C.D. 

There has already been one international 
match this season, Ireland losing to a colonial 
touring side. New Zealand won by 17 points 
to 9, but Ireland put up a splendid fight, and 
had the tourists badly worried at times. Ire- 
land had ten of last year’s successful XV. 
playing, but the backs, with the exception of 
G. J. Morgan, were disappointing. A week 
previously Ulster accomplished a remarkable 
performance in drawing 3-3 with New Zea- 
land.

There was 
some splendid shooting, and Davidson re- 
gistered a possible for Scotland in the first 
stage, and MeGregor a possible for Scot- 
land in the second stage, while Field got a 
possible for England in the last stage, and 
many guns only dropped a point, over 100 
birds per member. Scotland won with 3,440 
poinis, England being second with 3,431, 
Ireland third (3,118), and Wales fourth 
(5,063). “High Gun” went to P. Stan- 
bury (England) with 188 points. It was 
Scotland’s sixth win, to England’s three, 
since the international contest was estab- 


lished. 


BRITISH CHAMPIONSHIP. 


On the third day the British Open Cham- 
pionship was shot off, single rise, 100 birds, 
kills to count. There were 97 competitors, 
including Dr. Sack (Germany), C. G. Evans 
(Australia), and two ladies—Mrs. Gros- 
venor (London) and Mrs. H. Peard (Dublin 
G.C.). It was a close contest, and was won 
by P. Stanbury (England), the holder, with 
97 kills. S. A. Huddlestone (England) was 
second with 96, and W. Power (Ireland), 
J. W. McCririck (Scotland), E. Jenkins 
(Wales) and P. Catterall (England) tied for 
third place with 94 kills. Stanbury missed 
two birds in the first series and one in the 
second, but finished up with two possibles. 


The annual inter-State shoot took place at 
Ligoniel, Belfast, the Free State winning 
by 36 points, the scores being:—Irish Free 
State, 481 points; Northern Ireland, 445 
points. J. Maxwell, Newtownards, was 
leading gun for the North with 44 k: Is, and 
H. Peard had 42 kills for the Free State. 


The Irish Free State Championship was 
won by P. Frayne, and the League Cham- 
pionship by the Irish Sporting Gun Cli. 


BILLIARDS 
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AST season proved very successful for 

Irish amateur billiards, and the per- 
formances of 8S. Fenning were notable. He 
won the billiards title for the second year 
in succession and the fourth time in all; 
the snooker title for the third year in suc- 
cession and fourth in all, thus bringing off 
the double event in 1934 and 1935. He also 
made a world’s record break of 80 in the 
Snooker Championship, which was certified 
by the British Board of Control. 

The championships were held in Dublin in 
March. A record entry of 22 was secured 
for the. billiards, while the snooker entry of 
14 was an improvement on the previous 
season. Fenning showed fine form during 
the competition. Following a break of 108 
against W. McGorlick, he compiled a record 
break of 181 (unfinished) against C. Clancy, 
and carried it to 199, while he compiled 172 
in the final against F. Brennan. 


In the snooker semi-finals, Fenning made 
his record break of 80 against P. J. 
O’Connor. A storm in a teacup was raised 
by the visit of the English lady professional 
champion, Miss Harrison, earlier in the 
season. After matches in the North, she 
met prominent Dublin player, and defeated 
J. Wildridge and H. Johnston, but was 
beaten by Fenning, in billiards and snooker, 

Fenning defeated the Northern snooker 
champion, W. Agnew, by five frames to two, 
and he competed with distinction im the 
British Empire Championships in London. 
He beat Pratyush Krishna Deb, champion 
of India, by 499 points in the second heat, 
but was beaten in the fourth heat by the 
English champion, H. F. Coles, by 1,430 
pointe, Fenning was beaten by J. McGhie, 
the Scottish champion, who had a break of 
207, while Fenning made one of 112.

IRISH PLAYERS NOT 
KEEN ENOUGH 


WE OUGHT TO HAVE MORE 
SCRATCHMEN 


T———— 


T has been said, and with some truth, that, 
| considering the number of men and women 
who are playing golf in this country, the 
standard of play is nothing like as high as it 
should be. At least thirty thousand are 
devoted to the game, and at a moderate esti- 
mate we could place the number who are 
partial to competitive golf at half that. 

The hall-mark of the first-class player is 
scratch or better. We have no details 
as to how many scratchmen the Northern 
clubs can boast of; but there are not, 
all told, more than half-a-dozen in Dublin, 
where more golf is played than in any 
other golfing centre in the country. Cork 
has one, for certain, in Redmond Simcox; 
a couple if William O’Sullivan has come 
down. MKossiare also has two in Matthew 
Coughlan and Joseph Brown; Lahinch has 
John Brown, and Rosses Point claims Cecil 
Ewing. There may be others scattered here 
and there through the clubs of the South, 
but not many. 

This year and last our teams did magnifi- 
cently, however, and we have good reason for 
locking forward to even greater achievements 
in the near future, particularly as we have 
so many promising players coming on. This 
year's international matches showed the 
selectors our shortcomings, and doubtless 
tliey took careful note of the weak links in 
the team. Next year there will be at least 
half-a-dozen additional young players worthy 
of consideration when the team builders are 
at work, and it is to be hoped that before 


they pick the team they will make themselves 


familiar with the abilities of the players at 


their disposal by holding official trial matches 
between Probables and Possibles. Selecting 


representative teams on hearsay is an out-ol- 
date method, and it ought to be scrapped. 


THE CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


The championships were splendid successes. 
It was rather singular that not one was de- 
cided in Dublin. Royal County Down had 
the Irish Open, and a grand battle it was, 
E. Kenyon being pipped on the last green in 
a finish that recalled the thrilling wind-up to 
the first of the series at Portmarnock. 
srilliantly successful also was the Open 
Amateur at Portrush, which for the second 
time in succession was won by Hector Thom- 
son, who in the semi-final round beat John 
Burke, and then repeated his Scottish final 
triumph over John McLean. It was the first 
championship played on the new links, which 
stood up to the test in a manner that 
suggested that it will be a long time before it 
will have to be lengthened to cope with the 
modern ball and clubs, as other champion- 
ship links are being stretched in view of next 
year’s championships. An extraordinary thing 
connected with this championship is the 
failure of Burke. Our most brilliant golfer, 
he has never succeeded in doing himself 
justice in it since his initial disappointment 
at Portmarnock. 

The playing of the Close at Galway was 
justified in every particular. There also the 
Lahinch man suffered a bitter disappointment 
when he lost the final to Dr. McConnell in a 
rather surprising match; for the Royal Port- 
rush player was not producing the golf that 
made for him such a reputation a few years 
ago. The championship gave Gerard Owens, 
of Skerries, his chance, and he accepted it 
with his two hands, bringing the eventual 
winner to the twenty-first green and playing 
himself on to the Irish team. 

Not for the first time the Irish Professional 
Championship was won by Syd Fairweather, 
of Malone ; but it was touch and go with the 
Scotsman, P. Mahon, of Royal Dublin, 
literally throwing the title away at the seven- 
teenth, and losing it by one stroke for thé 
third time by taking seven there. The Irish 
Ladies’ Championship at Rosapenna was one 
of the best meetings the I.L.G.U. has had for 
years, and it was not out of her turn that 
Miss Ferguson became champion. The 
runner-up was Miss Elliss, also of the Royal 
County Down Club, a young player who will 
likely achieve the highest distinctions in Irish 
golf before many more years have passed ovet
